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This volume contains a narrative, addressed to Ihe family 
of Bayley, formerly of Willow Hall ; and memorials of 
the family of Bailleul, of Bailleul in Flanders, Doulieu, 
and Eecke. 

The narrative concerns the Bayley family alone. The 
memorials are intended for a wider circle. There are many 
persons in Belgium, to whom any light thrown upon the 
genealogy of one of their oldest families will be acceptable ; 
and there are others to whom the memorials may, perhaps, 
afford some amusement or information ; showing, as they 
do, what treasures for geneal<^ical purposes are contained 
in the archives in Belgium and at Lille ; by means of 
which it has been found possible to trace a family of no 
great importance during a period of more than five 
hundred years, from the eleventh to the beginning of the 
seventeenth century. 
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THE BAYLEYS OF WILLOW HALL: 

WHO WERE THEY? 

Sir John Bayley entered his pedigree at the Col- 
lege of Arms in 1834; and as he declined to give 
evidence in support of it, it was carried no further 
back than his grandfather, Isaac Bayley ; but. Sir 
Ralph Bigland, Garter, had in his possession a pedi- 
gree showing that Isaac was second son of Daniel 
and Esther, and that Daniel was son of Philip ; that 
Daniel lived at Willow Hall near Peterborough, and 
was buried at Thorney Abbey. 

The tradition in the family was, that they were 
descended from a Protestant refugee, who came 
from France, and settled in the neighbourhood of 
Thorney because land there was cheap. My father 
believed that the refugee came over on the revoca- 
tion of the Edict of Nantes ; and all he could tell 
me in addition to this was, 'that none of the 

FAMILY WERE EVER ENGAGED IN ANY KIND OF 

TRADE.' I knew moreover that they always lived as 
gentlemen, and associated with the best families in 
the neighbourhood. 

Isaac Bayley, a younger son, married a Bigland ; 
and his younger son, John, married the grand- 
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daughter and heir of Bishop Kennett, who had 
what was then deemed to be a considerable fortune. 
Moreover, Philip, the refugee, or his son, Daniel, 
bought a small property at Willow Hall near Peter- 
borough, where he built a house, in which the family 
lived for three generations. 

There were some points connected with the 
family for which I could not account : i. If none of 
them were ever engaged in trade, where did their 
money come from ? 2. If the refugee came over so 
lately as 1685, how is it that all tradition as to the 
place from which they came had been lost ? I 
resolved, therefore, to go to Thomey and make 
enquiry there. Accordingly on June i, 1866, I 
drove over from Peterborough to Willow Hall, to 
look at the old house, and from thence to Thomey 
Abbey. 

The incumbent, Mr. Cautley.had wintered abroad, 
and was not yet returned ; but Mr. Macdougall, who 
had charge of the parish in his absence, gave me all 
the assistance in his power. I found a French register 
of baptisms, containing numerous entries in the names 
de Bailleu and de Bailleul, and in one instance 
Bayly ; and it was evident that these entries applied 
to our family. I subsequently paid two or three 
visits to Thomey, and eventually was enabled to 
copy the whole register. But, it contained baptisms 
only ; the marriages and burials of the French con- 
gregation had been registered separately from those 
of the English ; the French register of marriages 
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and burials, however, was not to be found. In the 
registers of baptisms Jacques de Bailleu and Abraham 
de Bailleu are named as sponsors in February 1655, 
and Philippe de Bailleul in the following month. 
Jean de Bailleu is named in the register for the 
first time in July 1662. Jacques de Bailleu Is 
never mentioned ^;ain ; the other three settled at 
Thomey or in the neighbourhood. Philippe was our 
ancestor. 

This register enabled me to construct a pedigree 
of the family for two generations, from Philippe to 
Isaac ; but it threw no light on the questions. Who 
was Philippe de Bailleul ? and where did he come 
from .'' 

There were two sources from which one might 
hope to obtain this information, viz., a French 
register of the marriage of Philippe de Bailleul, and 
an act of naturalisation. 

A French register of marriages usually states 
the parentage and birthplace of the parties. 
Philippe de Bailleul was married four times ; and 
although the French roister of marriages at 
Thomey is lost, it seemed probable that one or 
more of these marriages might have taken place 
elsewhere. Esther Clerbau, his second wife, was 
daughter of Andr^ Clerbau of Hatfield, and was 
probably married at Sandtoft. The Sandtoft 
register was in existence in 1828, when Hunter 
wrote his history of the deanery of Doncaster. 
Enquiry was made for it ; and it was believed to be'

traced to the possession of Mr. Geoi^ SpofTorth 
Lister, a gentleman residing at Hirst Priory near 
Sandtoft ; but, the result of an application to him 
was, that he could not find it. 

I searched at the Parliament Office, but could not 
find any act of naturalisation, in which any one of 
the name of de Bailleul was included ; nor could I 
find any letter of denization at the Record Office. 

Through the kind assistance of Major Graham, 
the Registrar-General, I obtained permission from 
the Home Office to make . a search among the 
registers at Somerset House, where all the registers 
of foreign Protestant refugees, which were known to 
exist in 1836, with the exception of Thomey, are 
deposited. But, after an exhaustive search, no trace 
of the family could be found there : from which it 
may be concluded that Jacques, Philippe, Jean and 
Abraham de Bailleul went at once to Thomey and 
settled there. 

It was necessary, therefore, to search for informa- 
tion abroad. The first object was, to discover direct 
evidence of the parentage of Philippe de Bailleul, to 
be looked for in the registers of foreign Protestant 
communities; gnd failing that, to ascertain what 
families were in existence to which he could have 
belonged. Before proceeding further it is necessary 
to say something of the name itself. 

The Thorney register records the baptisms of 
seventy-five members of the family. In this register, 
•which extends from 1655 to 1727, the name is spelt 
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de Baiileu, de Bailleux, de Bailleul, Balieux, Bailleux, 
Bailleul, and in one instance, Bayly. 

At the commencement and during the whole 
time of Monsieur Daunois, the first minister of the 
French Church, with the exception of one or two 
years before his death, that is, up to 1672, the name 
is written by the same hand, and is invariably 
de Baiileu. During the last thirty-seven years the 
name is almost invariably written Bailleul, the de 
being omitted — to be more precise, the names are 
written thus: 19 de Baiileu, from 1655 to 167a; 
II de Bailleux, 1672 to 1705; 2 de Balieux, 1681 ; 
7 Balieux, 1681 to 1692 ; 3 Bailleux, 1684 to 1687 ; 
30 Bailleul, 1690 to 1723; 2 Balieux, 1720 to 1727; 
I Bayly, 17 10. 

The names Baiileu and Bailleul were in fact 
identical ; wherever I went in France I was assured 
of this. 

Monsieur Jules de Bailleul, a brewer, of Marc-en- 
Baroeul near Lille, showed me an old book, con- 
taining, signatures of various members of his family 
during a period of more than a hundred years ; and 
the name was written indifferently de Baiileu, 
de Bailleux, and de Bailleul. At Flers the greffier 
referred me to La Veuve de Bailleul. and to another 
de Bailleul, cultivateurs in the parish ; and in the 
'Annuaire de Lille' their names are spelt de Bailleux. 
Monsieur Bailleul, avocat at Caen, to whom I was 
introduced by the pasteur, Monsieur M^lon, having 
stated that there was a place named Bailleul near 
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Caen, Monsieur M^lon at once replied, ' You mean 
Bayeux ; ' the names being so nearly alike in sound. 
I was assured at the archives at Rouen and in Paris, 
that there was no difference between Bailleu and 
Bailleul ; but BaiUeul is the more usual and the 
original name. 

This name is of great antiquity, and has been 
borne by numerous families, of whom the greater 
part were settled in Normandy. Aubert de la 
Ch^n^e des Bois, in his ' Dictionnaire de la Noblesse,' 
says, ' The house of Bailleul was established in 
Lower Normandy from 1269. There are many 
families of this name in Normandy and different 
parts of France, and even in England and Scotland ; ' 
and he mentions several families, two of whom, one 
de Bailleu, the other de Bailleul, bore the same 
arms, 1 Aubert de la Ch^n^e des Bois, p. 650. 

' La maison de Bailleul,' says Blanchard in his 
' Eloges des Presidents du Parlement de Paris,' 'est 
une des plus anciennes et des plus nobles de ce 
royaume, n'y ayant personne si peu vers6 en I'his- 
toire qui ne sache qu'elle est originaire de Normandie, 
et qu'entre les plus grands seigneurs de cette pro- 
vince, qui autrefois se sont signal^ ^s voyages de la 
Terre sainte et conqii^te d'Angleterre, ceux de ce 
nom n'ont pas ^t^ oubli^s par les auteurs contempo- 
rains qui en ont ^crit,' {p. 399). 

' France,' says Monsieur de Belleval, ' contains 
at present no less than thirteen villages of the name 
of Bailleul ; namely, two in the department of the 
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Eure ; one in La Manche ; one in Le Nord ; one in 
the Oise ; one in Orne ; three in the Pas-de-Calais ; 
one in the Sarthe ; two in La Seine-Inferieure; and 
one in La Somme. On consulting the Nobiliaires of 
the different provinces from the sixteenth to the 
eighteenth centuries, we find nineteen families which 
have borne this name as their patronymic ; ' and he 
gives the arms of these different families. (Jean de 
Bailleul, 4, 26.) 

At the commencement of my enquiry my friend 
Mr. Caillard, who is of French parentage, caused 
search to be made in Normandy for a family of 
de Bailieu to which we might belong. The result 
was a paper, drawn up by M. de la Sicoti^e, an 
avocat at Alen^on, of which the substance is as 
follows : 

Ch^villiu*d in his ' NobiHalre de Normandie' 
gives four different arms of Bailleul : 

(1) Bailieu, Seigneur de la R^gellerie, G^n6- 
ralit^ d'Alen^on, Election de Domfront ; 
maintenu dans sa nobilit^ 28 mai 1668. 
Arms, or, three escocheons gules. 

{2) Bailleul, G^nferalit^ de Rouen, Election de 
Montevilliers ; maintenu 3 mars 1667^ 
Argent, a fess gules between three ermine 
spots. 

(3) Bailleul, Chevalier, Seigneur de Bellengre- 
ville, Cressenville, des ventes, g^n^ralit^ 
d'Alen^on, Election d'Argenton : maintenu 
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30 avril 1666. Per pale ermine and 
g;ules. 
{4) Bailleul, Seigneur de Canteleu, gin^ralit^ 
d'AIen^on, Election de Lisieux : maintenu 
16 avril. Ermine, a cross gules. 

' It sufficiendy appears from a comparison of 
these coats, that the Bailleuls of Upper and Lower 
Normandy had a common origin: that of fiailleu is 
quite different ; whilst the orthography of the name 
is not the same in appearance : in reality, however, 
these names are identical.' 

' The Bailleus inhabited the parish of Saint-Mars 
d'^grenne, near Domfront, as appears from the 
recherche of de Marie ; who mentions also in the 
same parish Rend de Bailleul, ancien noble, sieur de 
la Rdgellerie. De Marie made the recherche in 
1666. If there were Bailleus and Baitleuls at 
S. Mars d'jfegrenne, they belonged to the same 
family.' 

He then gives a sketch of the pedigree of 
Bailleu from an early date down to 1732, when the 
male line failed, and La R6gellerie became the pro-, 
perty of Fran^oise- Louise de Bailleu, wife of Jacques- 
Louis Achard des Hautes-Noes ; in which family it 
remained for several generations. ' It is beyond 
doubt,' he continues, ' that the Bailleuls of La Rdgel- 
lerie and those of S. Mars d'£grenne are one and 
the same family. Of persecutions undergone by 
them on account of religion I find no trace whatever. 
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The " Archives de TOme" contain nothing relating 
to the BaiUeuls. La R^gellerie was a fief in the 
parish of Melleraie in Maine.' 

It will be seen by any one conversant with 
heraldry, that the Bailleus, Sieurs de la R^gellerie, 
were Bailleuls, their arms being only differenced 
from those of Jean de Bailleul, John Balliol, King 
of Scodand. The Sieurs de la R^gellerie are called 
Bailleu by Ch^villard, and Bailleu! by de Marie; 
and it seems that de Marie used the two names in- 
differently. 

The Rev. Mr, Burgess, founder of the Foreign 
Aid Society, gave me a letter to M. Monnier, pas- 
teur of S. Quentin, who, Mr. Burgess said, would 
give me recommendations to the pasteurs of Cam- 
brai, Valenciennes and Wallincourt; it being Mr. 
Burgess's opinion that Philippe de Bailleul probably 
came from the Cambresis. 

On June 25, 1867, 1 went to S. Quentin, and saw 
M. Monnier. He said he had no records sufificiently 
early ; nor should I find any at Cambrai, Valen- 
ciennes, or Wallincourt. He did not recognise the 
name, and believed it was not to be found in that 
part of the country. I therefore went to Lille. 

At Lille M. Oilier, the pasteur, could give me 
no information, having no records of a sufHciendy 
early date. I was referred to M. Longaye, secretary 
to the Maire of Lille, who sent me to the Tribunal 
de Premiere Instance ; where, I believe, are kept 
transcripts of the ecclesiastical registers; but they 
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had nothing earlier than 1746. I searched at the 
H6tel de Ville the register of the seven parishes of 
Lille, and found several of the name of de Bailleul ; 
one, Philippe de Bailleul about 1603. I also went 
to Wambrechies, Flers, Verlinghem and Frelinghien, 
all in the neighbourhood of Lille ; at the latter place 
there are no documents sufficiently early. At Wam- 
brechies one or two of the name appear before 1660. 
At Verlinghem Chrestienne de Bailleul is named as 
wife of Francois Boutry in 161 2; and Marie de 
Bailleul at the same date was a sponsor. I may 
here mention that Jeanne de Bailleul, native of Fer- 
linghem and widow of Guillaume Casier, was married 
to Jean Milvoye at Canterbury, on March 25, 1596. 
Ferlinghem is perhaps a mistake for Verlinghem, 
though there was a Frelinghem or Ferlinghem with 
a chateau near Ardres in the Pas-de-Calais. At 
Flers there is a terrier of all the lands, with the 
names of the owners in 1603; but the name does 
not" appear. I saw M. Jules de Bailleul of Marc-en- 
Barceul, mentioned in a former page, he said his 
family came from Flers, for which reason I went 
there. 

In October 1867, I went to Alen9on. The pas- 
teur there could give no information ; but I had a 
long interview with M. de la Sicoti^re, the result t^ 
which was, that search was hopeless without some 
clue. The wills are kept by the notary before whom 
they were executed ; and there are 40,000 notaries 
in France, but, possibly, the emigration of a family 
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of condition, such as our ancestors were, might be 
mentioned by the Intendant-G^n^ral in his report to 
the Minister of State, or by the Sous-D^l^gu& in 
their reports to the Intendant-G^n^ral ; and these 
were to be looked for in Paris. 

Mr. Wykeham Martin, of Leeds Castle, had 
given me an introduction to M. de Caumont, the 
distinguished archaeologist, whom I saw at his 
chAteau, Vieux Fumie near Caen. He gave me a 
letter to M. Leopold de Lisle, Membre de I'lnstitut, 
at the Biblioth^que Imp^riale Paris. He also gave 
me his ' Statistique Monumentale de Lisieux.' con- 
taining a view of the Chateau de Croissanville, 
which belonged to a family of de Bailleul, Marquis 
de Croissanville, now extinct. The chAteau has 
been pulled down. 

In May 1868, I went to Paris, having previously 
forwarded my letter to M. de Lisle, and having at 
the same time informed him of the object of my 
enquiry. He merely said he could not assist me ; 
but he referred me to a manuscript volume in the 
Biblioth^que Impdriale, ' Le Nobiliaire de Nor- 
mandie, Cabinet des Titres, 753,' and advised me to 
enquire at the Archives de I'Empire. I accordingly 
went there, made my application in writing to the 
chief of the establishment, stating exactly the object 
of my search, and was told to call again in three 
days, when I should learn the result I called on the 
appointed day, and was informed that search had 
been made, but nothing had been found. 
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Subsequently M. Grassait, Protestant bookseller, 
3 rue de la Paix, advised me to examine the 
Archives D^partementales, which are preserved in 
the country, and to enquire of the pasteurs at Caen, 
Rouen, Dieppe and elsewhere. I accordingly wrote 
to the following pasteurs: M. Roberty, Rouen; 
M. Fontaney, Le Havre ; M. Harclets, Lillebonne ; 
M. Bernard, Bolbec ; M. R^villy, Luneray ; M. 
Hardy, Dieppe ; and M. Maurel, MontiviUiers ; to 
enquire, whether there existed any documents con- 
taining the names of the Protestant families of the 
period in question, or from which I might hope to 
discover the exact place of domicile of the de 
Bailleuls, * et leur point de depart' I received very 
civil answers from each ; but could not hear of any 
documents. Some of them, and especially M. Maurel, 
took much trouble to obtain information, and seemed 
desirous to assist me. M. Fontaney of Havre 
thought he could not better assist me than by placing 
' my letter in the hands of M. de I'Arbre, ' I'homme 
le plus qualifi^ pour cet objet, et dont la complai- 
sance est k toute ^preuve.' M. de I'Arbre wrote to 
tne for further information, as did also M. Maurel ; 
and I furnished them with what they required. In 
October 1868 I went to Rouen, and saw M, 
Roberty, the pasteur, and was by him referred to 
M. de Beaurepaire, the archiviste, who, however, 
had not returned from his vacation. The library 
also was closed, and would not be open till the 15th. 
I therefore went on to Havre, wha^ I saw M. de 
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I'Arbre ; and 1 drove over to Montivllliers and saw 
* M. Maurel. The latter informed me that the 
Marquis de Bailleul lived at Angerville-Bailleul, 
near Fecamp ; and that a M. de Bailleul of the 
same family, a bachelor, eighty years old and blind, 
lived at Harfleur, about two miles from Montivilliers, 
and he proposed to communicate with him. M. de 
I'Arbre was intimate with M. de Bailleul of Harfleur, 
and had asked him whether he had ever heard that 
any of his family had become Protestants ? and 
M. de Bailleul had replied ' Certainly not' M. 
Maurel had borrowed from M. de Bailleul Blan< 
chard's ' Eloges of the Presidents of the Parliament 
of Paris ; ' for which M. de Bailleul, though a poor 
man, had given 300 francs. M. Maurel had studied 
this book, had analysed the pedigrees in it, had 
taken great pains to ascertain in what places of 
deposit the documents, which he thought it would be 
useful to consult, were to be found ; and had per- 
suaded himself that he would be able to connect 
our family with the de Bailleuls mentioned by 
Blanchard. 

I had given up all hope of this ; because Blan- 
chard professes to give a complete account of all the 
branches of the family down to 1647, and not one 
of the names of the refugees at Thomey occurs in 
his pedigree. However, I commissioned him to 
prosecute the enquiry ; and for many months he was 
very diligent in his efforts to procure information. 
Amongst other persons he communicated with M. 
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Achard des Hautes-Noes, the descendant and repre- 
sentative of the de Bailleus of La R^gellerie, 
who was kind enough to give him all the infor- 
mation he possessed ; but, in the result I felt satis- 
fied that we could not belong to that family. 
Eventually, M. Maurel gave up the search, in 
consequence of his inability to decipher the old 
documents. 

From Havre I went again to Caen, where M. 
Milon, the pasleur, gave me all the assistance in his 
power. The Protestant registers, which had been 
discovered at Caen, as stated in the Memoirs of de 
Bostaquet, relate only to the congregation at Caen 
and its immediate vicinity ; and the name of Bailleul 
does not occur in any of them. M. M^lon took me 
to the archiviste at Caen, who seemed anxious to 
assist me; but he could not find anything. At the 
library I found a manuscript nobiliaire of Normandy ; 
it related, however, only to the g4rUralU4 of Caen. 
The name of Bailleul does not occur in it ; except 
that it is stated that in 1578, Jean Grandin was en- 
nobled, and permitted to take the name of Bailleul. 
This Jean had a son, Julien du Bailleul, whose son, 
Julien du Bailleul, was in 1635 Sieur des Bailleuls 
de la Paroisse de S. Cir. 

From Caen I went to Bayeux, where I found in 
the library the * Nobiliaire de Normandie, G6n^ralit6 
de Caen, sur la Recherche faite par le Sieur 
Chamillard 1666;* and the 'Nobiliaire de Nor- 
mandie' by Chevillard, which includes al! the 
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noblesse of the three generations, who were main- 
tained in their nobility in 1666 and 1668. 

I returned to Rouen, where I saw M. de Beau- 
repaire. The archives contain nothing relating to 
de Bailleul, except in relation to a family of that 
name, who emigrated during the Great Revolution. 
M. de Beaurepaire, however, showed me a copy of 
the ' Recherche sur la Noblesse de la G^n^ralit^ de 
Rouen' in 1666, by de la Galissonnifere, together 
with the pikes justificatives, or evidence produced 
in support of each claim of nobility. I copied all 
that related to the de Bailleuls of Montivilliers. 
The manuscript recherche of de la Galissonni^re 
in the library at Rouen does not contain the pieces 
justificatives. M. de Beaurepaire said that the de 
Bailleuls of Montivilliers were decidedly Cdtholic, 
and belonged to the Ligue. 

On my return from Rouen I visited the monu- 
ment of Jean de Bailleul, at Bailleul-sur-Eaune, 
near Neufchitel, which has been erroneously attri- 
buted to John Balliol, King of Scotland ; and went 
thence to Amiens and Boulogne. 

In the library at Amiens there is a ' Nobiliaire of 
Picardy,' with the pihes jusUficaHves or evidence 
produced in support of each claim at the recherche 
sur la noblesse de Picardie in 1708. This volume 
gives a better idea of the proceedings taken at a 
recherche than anything I ever found elsewhere. 
The librarian at Amiens told me, there had been no 
Bailleuls in Picardy since the family of John Balliol. 
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In the library at Boulogne I found nothing. 

All my endeavours to find a trace of the ' family 
in Normandy having proved unsuccessful, I came to 
the conclusion that they must be looked for else- 
where. 

I subsequently went to Brussels, and at the 
Royal Library there I found ' Bruges et le Franc/ 
by J. Gailliard of Bruges, which contains pedigrees 
of three families of Bailleul, of which two seemed 
worth investigating: one of the Bailleuls of Dou- 
lieu, near Bailleul in Flanders ; the other, of BaiUeul- 
aux-Comailles, in Artois. 

There was a strong probability that the refugees 
came from the north-west of France ; that is, from 
the Flemish border. In the course of my examina- 
tion of the registers at Somerset House I had taken 
care to ascertain, as far as possible, the localities 
from which the other settlers at Thomey came ; and 
with very few exceptions they could be traced to 
Flanders, Artois, or the Pays Conquis : nearly all 
the names appeared in the * Annuaire de Lille,' as 
those of families settled at Lille or in Its vicinity in 
1867. But, until I met with ' Bruges et le Franc' 
I could not find any family of the name in existence 
at the time required, except in Normandy. 

On June 25, 1871, I went from Brussels to 
Bruges, to see M. Gailliard, son of the author of 
* Bruges et le Franc,' who had offered to assist me 
in my researches. M. Gailliard introduced me to 
an English e'entleman. Mr. Weale, who had resided

at Bruges more than twenty years, and was entirely 
devoted to genealogical research. Mr. Weale said it 
was useless to look for information at Brussels ; all 
documents relating to French Flanders were taken 
away by the French ; but he advised me to search 
at Douai and Arras. At Douai I should find 
twenty-one volumes of a ' Recueil de G^ndalogie,' 
MS., in one of which is a pedigree of Bailleul. 

In August 1871 I went to Arras. Here I found 
at the archives the 'Cahiers de Centi^mes' in 1569, 
containing a report of all houses, buildings, gardens, 
arable land, and other immovable property in each 
parish, made by order of the King, for the purpose 
of levying the hundredth part of the yearly income. 
According to this, Bailleul-aux-Cornailles was in 
1569 in the hands of the King by confiscation : 'la- 
quelle terre et seigneurie est pr^senteraent en la 
main de sa Majesty par confiscation,' The only 
trace of the family, which I could find in any of the 
localities with which this family was connected, was 
at Mouchy-Ies-Berton : 'Jenne de Bailleul tient de 
Angeline de Quetier une cambre avec un petit jardin 
de 4 i 5 verghines.' 

From Arras I went to Douai, where I found the 
pedigree mentioned by Mr. Weale, which I copied ; 
but nothing sufficiently recent Motley in his ' Rise 
of the Dutch Republic,' vol. i. p. 479, states, that 
-when the discontented nobles presented their famous 
* Requite' to the Regent on April 5, 1566, on which 
occasion de Berlaymont called them ' Gueux ; ' the 
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name which they at once adopted ; they went in a 
procession, which was headed by Philippe de Bailleul. 
Accordingf to the pedigree in ' Bruges et le Franc,' 
Philippe de Bailleul was at that time Seigneur of 
Bailleul aux Comailles ; and by a sentence given ir. 
August 1568, he was banished with confiscation. In 
the same year another Philippe de Bailleul of this 
family was executed for heresy and treason. 2 de 
Coussemaker, ' Troubles dans la Flandre Maritime,' 
p. 40. 

There being no further trace of the Bailleuls of 
BaiUeul-aux-Comailles, there remains only the family 
of Bailleul- Doulieu ; or more properly of Bailleul- 
Eecke ; for, the male line of Bailleul-Doulieu failed 
in 1 5 1 9 by the death of Charles de Bailleul, leaving 
two daughters. And after full consideration of all 
the circumstances, I became convinced that we 
belonged to the family of Bailleul- Eecke. 1 Inferred 
that Philippe de Bailleul, our ancestor, was grandson 
of a son of Hector de Bailleul, Seigneur of Eecke j 
because, there was no other family to which we could 
have belonged. I thought it, however, extremely 
improbable that this would ever be established by 
proof. 

In the summer of 1877 I was informed that there 
was at Li^ge a fine collection of genealogical manu- 
scripts ; and being determined to leave no source of 
information unexplored, I went to Li^ge in Septem- 
ber 1B77, for the purpose of examining them. The 
MSS. in question are those of Le Fort, who was 
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king of arms to the Emperor and to the Elector of 
Cologne, Prince Bishop of Lifege. He was also pro- 
vincial herald for the Lower Rhine and the adjacent 
countries from 1718 to 1749. His father, whom he 
succeeded, having held the same offices for thirty-six 
years. These MSS. are in the archives at Li^ge, 
and beautifully written and well arranged. The 
only Bailleul pedigree which they contain, is that of 
Bailleul-Cond^-Morialm^ ; the family to which Sir 
Robert and Sir William de Bailleul, mentioned by 
Froissart (book i. ch. Iviii.), belonged. I copied this 
and proceeded to Ypres, 

M. Diegerick, the archiviste at Ypres, introduced 
me to M. Jules Cordonnier, an amateur genealogist, 
who knew a good deal about the Bailleuls ; but had 
lent his papers, and could not refer to them. He, 
however, promised to assist me, if he could. 

I went thence to Bruges, and saw M. Gailliard, 
who gave me some useful hints, of which I had no 
time to avail myself then. 

M. Cordonnier amply fulfilled his promise of 
assistance. He was indefatigable in his researches, 
at Ypres, Lille, Bruges, Ghent, Brussels, and other 
places ; and communicated to me from time to time 
a mass of information, which confinned in a remark- 
able manner the conclusion at which I had arrived, 
and left no room to doubt that it was correct 

Gailliard traces the Bailleuls of Eecke down to 
1662, when Catherine, the daughter and heiress of 
Antoine de Bailleul, became a nun, and the estates 
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of Eecke and Steenvoorde passed to her cousin, 
Louis de Strazeele. This is found to be incorrect. 

Hector de Bailleul, Seigneur of Eecke and 
Steenvoorde, died some time before March 1592 ; 
leaving several sons, of whom Jacques was the 
eldest and Antoine the second. In March 1592 
Steenvoorde was sold. Jacques made over Eecke to 
his brother Antoine in or before 1396', and dis- 
appeared. In February 1597 Antoine charged 
Eecke with an annuity in favour of Don Pedro de 
Valencia, who had married Marie de Bailleul, An- 
toine's aunt. In 1604 Eecke was sold for the 
benefit of creditors ; and Don Pedro de Valencia 
became the purchaser. At this time Antoine de 
Bailleul was not to be found. Nothing further is 
known of him ; neither is there any further mention 
of Jacques. 

In 1566, when the troubles began in the Low 
Countries, Hector de Bailleul was Seigneur of Eecke 
and Steenvoorde. His brother, Robert, was Seigneur 
of Schoonewalle ; and their first cousins, Agnes and 
Philipotte de Bailleul, were married, the one to Ruth 
de Boitselaare, Seigneur of Cametz ; the other to 
Philippe de Marnix, Seigneur de Mont Sainte Alde- 
gonde, the celebrated Saint Ald^onde, author of 
the famous ' Compromis.' In that year Robert de 
Bailleul took part in the disturbances caused by the 
Calvinists at Ypres ; and he and the Seigneurs of 
Carnetz and Saint Aldegonde were banished with 
confiscation. Although Hector did not join the 
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Calvinists, but remained in possession of his estates, 
it is not improbable that his son Jacques, was in- 
clined to the new religion. If that were so, his 
object would be to avoid persecution and confisca- 
tion, and to withdraw with all the funds he could 
procure. Assuming this to have been the case, the 
sale of Steenvoorde, which took place for the pur- 
pose of division among all the children, would 
furnish him with money for his immediate necessi- 
ties; but, with retard to Eecke, some caution and 
contrivance were necessary. Jacques might have 
sold it ; but, that would have been an affair of much 
publicity, and would have attracted attention to 
Jacques, when the authorities might have discovered 
that he had become a heretic. The purpose was 
effected through his brother, Antoine, with the 
assistance of his uncle, Pedro de Valencia ; and the 
money obtained from the latter on the grant of the 
annuity, was handed over to Jacques in pursuance 
of his arrangement with Antoine. These funds 
enabled Jacques to setde elsewhere. 

It is evident that he withdrew quietly ; for, Gail- 
liard disposes of him as being ' innocent,' which is 
disproved by the fact that he ceded Eecke to his 
brother. Antoine did not disappear until after 
June 1602. 

Eecke is now in France ; but, at that time it was 
in Flanders and subject to Philip II., King of 
Sp^n. If Jacques were in danger in Flanders, he 
had only to cross the frontier ; less than an hour's

ride would take him into France. Henry IV. had 
in 1591, revoked the sanguinary edicts of 1585 and 
1 588, and revived the ancient edicts of toleration. 
In 1598 he published the Edict of Nantes. On 
the other hand, the Inquisition, in fact, if not in 
name, was in force in Flanders, and in all countries 
subject to Philip II. The struggle of the Nether- 
landers against Philip, which owed its origin to the 
introduction of the Inquisition, and had commenced 
in 1566, continued without interruption until 1609. 

It has already been stated, that Philippe de 
Bailleul, or his son Daniel, purchased a small estate 
at Willow Hall, where he built a house, in which the 
head of the family resided for two or three generations. 
This house is a gentleman's house, of the size of 
an ordinary parsonage of the last century ; the only 
peculiarity in it being a passe-plat or window, open- 
ing into the dining-room from the passage leading 
to the kitchen : a common contrivance in foreign 
houses for passing dishes, &c., into the room with- 
out opening the door. But in addition to the house 
were built stables and granaries, which are remark- 
able for their height, size, and construction. When 
I first went to Thorney and mentioned having seen 
the house a; Willow Hall, I was at once asked by 
several persons whether I had seen the stables, 
which, it was said, were of quite an unusual cha- 
racter ; and as I had not seen them, I went again 
for that purpose. 

The stables and granaries are contained in one 
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building, very substantial, of brick or stone; the 
lower part being very lofty, consists of stables with 
very wide stalls, and standing for carriages, &c. ; 
and on the first and second floors, the first floor 
being approached by a broad brick staircase on the 
outside, are granaries. There is no bam or other 
convenience for thrashing or for housing com. My 
cousin, Arden Bayley, who was then the proprietor, 
writing to me before I had seen them, said, ' I am 
sorry you did not go over the stables and granjuies 
at Willow Hall ; as from their dimensions they 
would indicate that they were intended to accommo- 
date the produce of a much larger tract of country 
than I inherit' 

I account for their size, not by the property 
having been originally larger ; but by the fact that 
the land was used for grazing purposes ; no occupa- 
tion or profit connected with the cultivation of one's 
own land being considered a trade, or as effecting a 
dSrogeance from the condition of nobility. 

Arthur Young, a great agricultural authority 
of the last century, writes thus in his 'Travels:' 
' Flanders : Valenciennes to Orchies : cattle ; their 
cows, of which they are very proud, are Dutch ; not 
large ; though bi^er than the Norman breed. 
They are fed in the house all the year round ; but, 
kept clean with the greatest attention. To Lille : 
all the cattle tied up in houses all the year round, as 
they assured me. I enquired into their motives for 
this ; and they asserted, that no practice is so waste^ 
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ful Jis letting the cattle pasture abroad ; as much 
food, and perhaps more, being spoiled as eaten. 
The raising dung also is a great object with them ; 
which stands still to their great loss, when the cattle 
are abroad.' ' Travels,' vol. ii. 47, 48. 

Then among other observations from the pre- 
ceding notes, he says, ' The practice in Flanders, 
and in some degree in Quercy, of keeping cows, 
oxen, and all sorts of cattle, confined in stables the 
whole year through : this I take to be one of the 
most correct, and probably one of the most profit- 
able, methods that can be pursued ; since by means 
of it there is a constant accumulation of dung ; and 
the food is made to go much further,' P. 52. 

The buildings at Willow Hall confirm the belief 
that this system was adopted there ; and if so, 
Flanders is indicated as the country from which the 
de Bailleuls came. 

Assuming that Jacques de BaJlleuI took refuge 
in France with part of the proceeds of the sale of 
Steenvoorde, and something derived from Eecke 
under an arrangement with his brother, Antoine, 
what did he do with the money ? He must have 
employed it in some way, so as to make it repro- 
ductive ; otherwise, the capital would soon have been 
exhausted. If he purchased land, it might be pos- 
sible to find some trace of him ; but it is more 
probable that he did not Another extract from 
-Arthur Young's ' Travels ' may throw some light on 
this question. 
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Describing the state of France at the commence- 
ment of the French Revolution, Arthur Young 
notices the apparent want of capital on the arable 
farms ; which he ascribes partly to the feudal rights 
and impositions of the seigneurs ; but chiefly to the 
system of taxation. ' The heavy taxes on the 
farmers, from which the nobility and clergy were 
exempt ; and those taxes levied arbitrarily at the 
will of the intendant or his sah-diligu^, have been 
sufficient to impoverish the lower classes. The 
farmers are generally poor, or affect to be poor, to 
escape the arbitrary rise of a tax, which professes to 
be in proportion to the power of bearing it. Hence 
poor cattle, poor implements, poor dung-hills ; even 
on the farms of men who could afford the best 
The burdensome and odious feudal rights and impo- 
sitions of the seigneurs prevented all investment of 
capital, which could not be removed at pleasure 
from the land. The evil was, not so much a general 
want of capital in the kingdom, as an apprehension 
of fixing it in the land, where it would be exposed 
to the rapine of regal and noble harpies. That this 
was the fact we find from the rich grazing districts 
of Normandy, where no want of capital was ever 
heard of ; yet, such lands demand a larger sum to 
stpck than any others ; a sum equal to the amplest 
improvement of the poorest and most difficult soils. 
Why should not a proper stock be found on the 
arable as well as on the pasture lands ? For an 
obvious reason. The capital invested in fat oxen

and sheep, is removable at a moment's warning ; and 
being every year renewed, the grazier has an annual 
opportunity of withdrawing from business. He has 
consequently a sort of independence, utterly un- 
known to an arable farmer, who has the least idea 
of improving his land, or of keeping a proper stock 
of implements and manure. The knowledge of this 
circumstance keeps the tyrants in order ; and makes 
them tender in impositions, which, being evaded, 
would leave the most valuable land -in the kingdom 
without the means of being rendered productive.' 
I Young's ' France,' 400. 

It is probable that Jacques de BaiUeul employed 
his capital in France in the manner indicated by the 
passage just dted from Arthur Young, and would 
thus be enabled again to emigrate, should circum- 
stances make it desirable for him to do so. 

The French colony at Thomey owed its origin 
to the draining of the Bedford level. It was desir- 
able to find small farmers and labourers to bring the 
newly-drained land into cultivation ; and special 
inducements must have been held out to persons of 
that class in the north-west of France b> tempt them 
to come over. The reli^ous freedom, enjoyed at 
that time in England, formed an additional induce- 
ment to those of the Reformed religion ; and the 
establishment of a French Protestant colony with 
a church at Thomey, in the neighbourhood of which 
land was cheap, tempted the de Ballleuls, who had . 
been living in the midst of these emigrants, to follow 
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them and settle m their neighbourhood, where they 
were enabled by the capital they brought with them, 
to lead the same kind of life and follow the pursuits 
to which they had been accustomed. 

The tradition in the family is, that the de Bail- 
leuls of Willow Hall settled in the neighbourhood 
of Thorney, because land there was cheap. They 
were noted sportsmen, and always kept hounds. 

The fact that the BaiUeuls of Eecke cannot be 
traced further tfian the end of the sixteenth century 
appears at first to present a difficulty. We find two 
young men, bearing a name distinguished among 
the noblesse of France and Flanders, coming to this 
country as Protestant refugees in 1655 or 1656, 
not destitute, as was generally the case with the 
Huguenot refugees ; but with means to support their 
social position : they must have belonged to a 
family of some note in the country of their origin ; 
and yet no family of the name can be discovered in 
existence in the north of France, or Flanders, or 
elsewhere, except in Normandy, within fifty years 
prior to the time of their first appearance in England. 

But, when the facts which have been discovered 
in reference to the Bailleuls of Eecke are considered, 
the difficulty ceases. On these facts the questions 



1. Why was all the family property sold ? 

2. Why did Jacques de Bailleul disappear ? 

3. Where did he go ? 

These questions are easily, answered, if we 
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assume that Jacques had embraced the Reformed 
religion : the estate was sold to avoid confiscation, 
and to provide him with the means of emigrating, 
and he escaped into France. 

The questions on the other hand being — 

1. Td what family did Philippe and Jean de 
Batlleul belong ? 

2. Where did they come from ? 

3. Where did they get their money ? 
The answers are — 

I- There was only one family to which they 
could have belonged, that of Eecke. 

2. They came from the French side of the 
Flemish border. 

3. They got their money from the sale of Eecke 
and Steenvoorde. 

If these conclusions are well founded, they justify 
the belief in the family that the refugees came from 
France ; and account in a great measure for the 
absence of further tradition respecting their origin. 
They were refugees from Flanders before they were 
refugees from France : refugees not merely from 
1655 ; but from an earlier date by sixty years. 

Philippe and Jean de Bailleul were young men 
in 1655. Philippe lived until 1706. In a subsidy 
roll of 16 Charles II., 1664, Philip Bayleyis returned 
for two hearths in Whitdesey ' of which 
Bayly, his mother, has one.' She was probably 
widow of Jacques, the son of Jacques, the elder 
brother of Antoine. 
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My great grandfather, Isaac Bayley, married a 
Bigland in 1732. She was a relation of Sir Ralph 
Bigland, Garter, who died in 1784, aged 72, Another 
Sir Ralph Bigland, of the same family, who was 
also Garter, and died at a great age in 1838^ once 
said to me, ' Yours is a proud descent,' repeating the 
words slowly 'a proud descent.' " I could not 
imagine what he meant. I thought he was dream- 
ing, and therefore did not ask him for an explana- 
tion. I believe now that he alluded to the origin of 
the family, which must have been known in the 
Bigland family in 1732, when Isaac Bayley married ; 
and was the less likely to be forgotten from the fact, 
that a son of Isaac Bayley, also named Isaac, mar- 
ried a Bigland, his cousin. 

This Isaac Bayley, the son, who died in 1786, 
took from the College of Arms a grant of arms, 
quarterly, gules and erminois, on a fess azure three 
martlets or ; between, in the first and fourth quarters, 
a lion rampant aigent. 

The arms of Bailleul-aux-Comailles were, gules, 
on a chief ermine three martlets sable ; or, according 
to others, argent, a fess gules, in chief three martlets 
sable. 

The arms of the town of Bailleul were, gules, a 
cross vair ; on a quarter argent a lion rampant 
sable. See Plate. 

Whoever devised the arms granted to Isaac 
Bayley seems to have had in his mind the arms of 
Bailleul-aux-Cornailles and those of the town of 
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Bailleul ; and not knowing to which of the faniilies 
Isaac Bayley belonged, he blended the two coats, 
taking the fess, martlets, and ermine from- the. 
one, and the quarter and lion rampant from the 
other. 

My theory is, that when the arms were granted, 
the Bayleys were known to be descended from a 
noble family, which had escaped from the rule of 
Philip II. in Flanders or Artois; but which could 
not then be identified. It was either Bailleul-aux- 
Cornailles or Bailleul-Eecke ; but which of the two 
was uncertain. 

Every effort has been made, but without success, 
to discover some trace of the de Bailleuls in the 
interval between their disappearance from Flanders 
and their appearance at Thomey. M. le Chanoine 
Dehaisnes, Archiviste du Nord, in a letter to M. 
Cordonnier, July 27, 1878, after describing the 
search he had caused to be made for the deed of 
sale of the seigneurie of Steenvoorde in 1592, writes : 
' Je regrette de n'avoir pas ^t^ plus heureux pour la 
seconde demande ; rien touchant la colonic de Pro- 
testants de la Flandre, qui s'^tablit en Angleterre 
de 1599 a 1654. Cest en vain que j'ai consult^ le 
repertoire et compulse les documents.' 

The Greffier of the First Instance at Amiens in a 
letter to M. Cordonnier, Jan. 28, 1878, writes: 'On 
trouve dans les archives du Greffe I'dtat civil des 
Protestants de 1602 k 1698. Quoiqu'il n'existe 
pas de tables, j'ai pu faire !a recherche des actes qui 
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concerneraient la famille de BaiUeul, et je puis vous 
affirmer qu'il n'en existe aucun.' 

During the religious troubles in the Netherlands 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries all per- 
sons, who had recourse to a Protestant minister for 
marriage or baptism, were treated as criminals. The 
records of that time contain numerous instances of 
this. In West Flanders some were so married or 
had their children baptised at Ypres ; some at 
Menin ; but many crossed the French border and 
were married, or had their children baptised, at 
Alembon near Guines. It is most probable that, if 
the de Bailleuls took refuge in France, they resorted 
to Alembon for the offices of religion. Every effort 
has been made to discover the registers of the Pro- 
testant congregation at Alembon ; but without suc- 
cess. Inquiries have also been made in all directions 
for Protestant congregations in the north of France ; 
but no indication of the existence of any such con- 
gregation has been discovered to the north of 
Amiens. The mayor of Alembon writes. May 24, 
1879: 'Les plus anciens registres que nous ayons 
remontent a I'ann^e 1674; il n'y est pas question 
de pasteur protestant.' 

M. Jamier, archiviste de la C6te d'Or, writing 
from Dijon, May 27, 1880, says: ' Rien n'^tablit 
qu'une famille protestante du nom de Bailleul se 
soit ^tablie en Bourgogne k I'^poque indiqu^e. Ce 
nom est inconnu dans nos pays. Au surplus, il est 
difficile que des personnes, qui fuyaient la pers^cu- 
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tion religieuse, fiissent venues chercher un asile dans 
une contr^e tr^s peu sympathique a la r^forme.' 

Inquiry had been made at Dijon, because Jacques 
de Bailleul, when he left his home at Bruges in 1 566,' 
at the commencement of the troubles, had gone to 
Burgundy. 

M. le Chevalier de Temas of Douai, a friend of 
M. Cordonnier, undertook to search in Artois for the 
family of Bailleul, and for any documents relatingto 
Protestants or their emigration. He did so with the 
assistance of the archiviste of the Pas- de-Calais at 
Arras ; but he failed to make any discovery. 

It may be asked, how were the de Bailleuls 
enabled to maintain their position on so small an 
estate as that at Willow Hall must have been ? 
The answer is that the land was chiefly pasture ; 
and that they turned it to the best account by im- 
proved methods of dealing with such land, which 
they had brought with them ; of which the system 
of stall-feeding, as evidenced by their buildings, was 
an instance. There was much pasture at Eecke. If 
they crossed into France, they would find much 
pasture and herds of cattle ; and when they settled 
near Thorney they sought fo^ and obtained grass 
land. 

Mr. Kirk, in his ' History of Charles the Bold,*^ 
shows, that it is a mistake to suppose, that previously 
to the close of the sixteenth century the rural dis- 
tricts of Belgium were better cultivated or more 
productive than almost any other part of Europe. 
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Statements to this effect are frequently met with ; 
especially with reference to East and West Flanders. 
But the high condition of Flemish agriculture can be 
shown to be the effect of changes, which have taken 
place within the last three centuries. The soil is for 
the most part naturally poor, or even absolutely 
sterile. In these provinces agriculture had made but 
little progress in the fifteenth or even in the sixteenth 
century. It was an important branch of industry 
only in that portion of F^landers which now lies 
within the confines of France ; and even there the 
wealth of the inhabitants consisted chiefly in herds 
of cattle, raised on extensive natural pastures, which 
have since almost wholly disappeared. {Vol. i. p. 5 1 .) 
Glanville, an English monk, who wrote about the 
middle of the fourteenth century, describes Flanders 
as ' Terra pascms uberrima et pecudibus plena :' and 
Guicciardini speaks of the parts bordering on France 
and now included in it, as being of rare fertility ; but, 
he particularises only the richness of the pastures 
and the number and size of the cattle. In both 
French and Belgian Flanders great numbers of 
cattle are now raised ; they are principally stall-fed. 
(Vol. i. pp. 5I-55-) 

Both Eecke and Steenvoorde are situate in that 
portion of Flanders in which, as stated by Mr. Kirk, 
the wealth of the inhabitants, three centuries ago, 
consisted chiefly in herds of cattle, raised on ex- 
tensive natural pastures.

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CHAPTER I. 

THE BAILLEULS OF BAILLEUL IN FLANDERS. 

The territory in which Bailleul, Doulieu, and Eecke 
are situated, formed part of the county of Flanders 
until 1659, when it was ceded to France by the 
Treaty of the Pyrenees. 

Bailleul : in Latin, Bella or Balliolum : in Flemish, 
Belle. 

Doulieu : in Latin, Dulcis Locus : in Flemish, 
Zoeterstede. 

Eecke ; formerly written Eque, Eke and Ecke, 
pronounced Ek. 

M. Mannier, in his ' Etudes sur les Noms des 
Villes, Bourgs et Villages du D^partement du Nord,' 
gives the following variations of the name Bailleul : 
Bailloel, Bailleoul, Baluelle, Bailleu, Baillu, in the 
eleventh and twelfth centuries ; Ballolium, Bailliolum, 
Bellolium, Baillocum, Bellula, BalioIaviUa in Latin 
charters of the Middle Ages ; Belle, in Flemish : he 
says, ' Meyer and Grammaye, the two most reliable 
historians, state, that the ancient name of this town 
was Belgiolum ; from which came Belliolum and 
Balliolum.' There can be no doubt of the great 
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The Bailleids of Flanders. 



antiquity of the town. It possessed a castle, which 
was sacked and demolished by the Normans in 882 ; 
Bailleul was fortified in 948 by Bauduin le Jeune, 
Count of Flanders ; in 1072, Robert ie Prison added 
to the fortifications which had been made by his pre- 
decessors. 

The de Bailleuls were in very early times 
Chatelains of Bailleul in Flanders. Baudouin III., 
Chatelain of Bailleul, married the Chatelaine of 
Ypres, by whom he had a son, Baudouin I V. , 
Chitelain of Bailleul and Ypres, and two daughters, 
Mabilie and Marguerite; on the death of Baudouin 
IV. the Chdtellenies of Bailleul and Ypres fell eh 
guenouille, and passed to his two sisters successively, 
who carried them by marriage, first to the Counts of 
R^thel, and afterwards to the family of Commines. 

The male line was continued by Henry, brother 
of Baudouin 1 1 1., and Seigneur of DouHeu. Henry's 
descendants were Marshals of Flanders. On the 
death of Charles de Bailleul, early in the sixteenth 
century, the Seigneury of Doulieu and Marshalship 
of Flanders fell en quenouilk, and passed to his 
daughters, Jeanne and Anne successively. 

There was a third branch, descended from Pierre 
de Bailleul, Seigneur of Eecke, a younger son of 
Pierre de Bailleul, Seigneur of Doulieu and Marshal 
of Flanders, by his wife, Jeanne de Cr^quy ; and this 
branch remained lords of Eecke until the estate was 
sold in or shortly before 1604. 

The Chatelains in Flanders were officers, ap- 
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pointed by the Count to take charge of the fortresses 
erected to defend the country from the invasions of 
the Normans. There were a great many of them ; 
and the gre'ater part of them at a later period bore 
the title and exercised the jurisdiction of viscounts ; 
and their functions almost always became hereditary. 

When a fief was inherited by a female, it was 
said tomber en guenouille, or toTnber de lance en 
qiunouille ; from the lance to the distaff. 

The Counts of Flanders having at all times, says 
de I'Espinoy, entrusted the management and govern- 
ment of their towns to magistrates established for 
that purpose, I shall show clearly, from documents, 
preserved in the archives of the different towns, 
that such magistrates were not always composed of 
private gentlemen and the most notable burgesses 
only, but sometimes {en aucuns temps) of the principal 
counsellors and lords of mark. It appears from the 
registers of the Franc de Bruges, that the office of 
bourgmestre, or chief of the College of Echevins, 
was committed to Messlre Guillaume de Stavele 
Viscount of Fumes, who dying the same year was 
succeeded by Messire Josse de Lallaing, Seigneur 
of Montigny, afterwards Knight of the Golden 
Fleece. In 1480 Messire Daniel de Pi'aet, coun- 
sellor and chamberlain to Maximilian of Austria, was 
Bourgmestre of the Franc In 1519 Messire Louis 
de Flandre; in 1528 Messire Philippe d'Oignies, 
seigneur of the same place, &c. &c. The said office 
of bourgmestre has also been held by those of 
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Lydekercke, Ghistelles, Halewin, Claerhout, Bailleul- 
Doulieu, Pouckes, Huele, Van den Grachte, Van der 
Vichte, and other personages of ancient extraction. 

(P. 80.) 

There are two pedigrees of the Flemish family 
of de Bailleul : one in the collection of genealogical 
manuscripts in the public library at Douai ; the other, 
in the sixth volume of ' Bruges et le Franc,' by Gail- 
liard. The latter commences with Baudouin de 
Bailleul, who married Euph^mie de Saint-Omer ; 
the former begins earlier, and traces the descent of 
this Baudouin de Bailleul from his great-grandfather, 
Arnoul de Gramines. 

This pedigree is erroneous in many particulars ; 
but, is not, perhaps, wholly unworthy of credit. The 
earlier portion of it is supported in some measure by 
this, that it includes Albert de Bailleul, whom it 
states to have been in the First Crusade ; and the 
fact that Albert de Bailleul was in the First Crusade 
is stated by other authorities. 

According to the Douai MS. Arnoul de Gramines, 
who was living a.d. 980, married Plectrude, daughter 
of Eripand, Sire de Fauquenbei^, by whom he had 
two sons, Hubert and Simon. Simon was Chdtelain 
of Bailleul, and was living a.d. 1052. He married 
the daughter of Geoffroy, Sire de Mervalle, who 
brought to her husband the lands of Wiersem and 
Flammertinghem. By her he had two sons, 
Baudouin, ChStelain of Bailleul, and Albert; both 
of whom went to the Holy Land in 1095, where

Albert died in 1096. Baudouin married Plectrude, 
daughter of the Seigneur d'Arquenghien, by whom 
he had two sons, Baudry, Chdtelain of Bailleul, and 
Baudouin, who married Euph^mie, daughter of the 
ChStelain of Salnt-Oraer, and was Chfitelain of 
Ardenbourg. 

A. Arn'oul de Gramines. 

The three generations prior to Baudouin II. in 
the pedigree rest upon the authority of the Douai 
manuscript 

D. Baudouin II. de Baillhul. 

The dignity of Chdtelain of Bailleul, says Ghel- 
dolf, in his ' History of Ypres, Cassel, Bailleul and 
Wameton,' p. 295, appears to have belonged to a 
family of that name, whom we find mentioned from 
the year 1092. Baudouin de Bailleul married 
Euphemie, daughter of the ChStelain of Saint-Omer, 
by whom he had Gerard and Hoston. Gerard had 
two sons, Baudouin, who also became CbStelain of 
Bailleul ; and Gerard, who in right of his wife, 
Virginie, was ChStelain of Oudenbourg. The heirs 
of Baudouin de Bailleul, son of Gerard and grandson 
of Baudouin, possessed the two Chfitellenies of Ypres 
and Bailleul until 1295, when Baudouin d'Aubigny 
and his wife, Agnes, sold, on the 5th May, to Gui 
de Namur, son of Count Gui de Dampierre by his 
second wife, for 3,000 livres parisis, the ChStellenie 
of Bailleul, with all lands, revenues, hommages and 
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other rights appertaining thereto, as also all that 
they possessed in fief in the territories of Caasel and 
Bailleul. 

Nicolas Despars, de Meyere and P. Roget,. says 
M. de Smet, give a list of the Flemish knights who 
took an active part in the First Crusade. In this 
list which will be found in the Appendix, are the 
names of Baudouin and Albert de Bailleul. (' M^moire 
siir. Robert de Jerusalem, Cointe de Flandre, \ la 
Premiere Croisade : ' ' M^moires de 1' Academic 
Royale de Belgique,' tome xxxii.) 

According to the Douai MS. the de Bailleuls of 
the First Crusade were sons of Simon, who took the 
name of Bailleul. But the dates seem to prove that 
they were of a later generation. 

Le Glay adopts this view ; he says, Baudouin de 
Bailleul, with his father-in-law, Guillaume de Saint- 
Omer, was in the First Crusade. .('Histoire des 
Comtes de Flandre,' vol. i. 2 29.) 

14th September 11 16, Baudouin de Bailleul was 
witness to a charter by which Baudouin Vli., dit 
h. la Hdche, Count of Flanders, abolished in favour 
of the burgesses of Ypres, trial by battle, the ordeal 
by fire, and that by water. In England the ordeals 
by fire and water were not abolished until a hundred 
years later ; and the trial by battle not until the year 
1819. This charter will be found in the Appendix. 

Baudouin II. de Bailleul had by his wife, 
Euphdmie de Saint-Omer, two sons and two 
daughters ; viz. Gerard, Hoston, Alix or Ad^lis and

Mathilde. Gailliard names another son, Hector, 
and several other daughters, of whom nothing 
appears to be known. 

D. EUPH^MIE DE SaINT-OmER 

was daughter of Guillaume, ChAtelain de Saint- 
Omer, Seigneur de Fauquemberge, son of Hoston, 
Chl.telain de Saint-Omer in 1053, and of Melisende 
de Picquigny, daughter of Arnould, Vidame of 
Amiens. Lambin, ' ChStelains d'Ypres,' g. 

Melisenda de Picquigny, de Nobilissima Regis 
Francorum, Caroli Magni, stirpe et familiA pro- 
genita, Arnolphi, vice Domini de Pinkinio filia. 
13 Bouquet 429. Ex Lamberti ' Ardensis Historic 
Ghisnensium Comitum.' 

E. OsTON uE Bailleul 
and his brother Gerard are mentioned by Lambert 
d'Ardres in his Chronicle as sons of Baudouin de 
Bailleul and Euph^mie de Saint-Omer. Limburg 
Stirum, ' Le Chambellan de Flandre,' p. 72. 

E. Mathilde de Bailleul, 
Abbess of Wherwell in England, — ' Jean de Bailleul ' 
by de Belleval, 31. 

Wherwell Nunnery, in Hampshire, about three 
miles from Andover, was a Benedictine nunnery, 
founded by Elfrida, Queen Dowager of King Edgar, 
about the year 986, to expiate her sins ; first in 
having been concerned in the murder of her first 
husband, in order that she might marry Edgar; and 
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secondly in the murder of her step-son King 
Edward, in order that her own son, Ethelred, might 
be King. 

Dugdale gives a list of Abbesses of Wherwell ; 
but names none between Heanfield, Abbess in 1002, 
and Euphemia, Abbess in 1226. 2 Dugdale's 
' Monasticon,' 593. 

E. Alix or Ad^le de Bailleul 
married Baudouin, Sire de Commines. 

E. GERARD DE BaILLEUL 

is said to have married Helduine, daughter of the 
Chdtelain of Bergues Saint Winox ; or according to 
Pierre d'Ardres in his ' Chronique de Guines,' she 
was daughter of the Chdtelain of Ghent Douai MS. 

Gerard de Bailleul had five sons: H agues, 
Baudouin III., Gerard, Henri and Anselme. 

Henri was ancestor of the Bailleuls of Doulieu. 

F. HuGUES DE Bailleul. 

Hugues de Bailleul and Baudouin de Bailleul 
were present at the marriage in irag of Willerme, 
Avou^ of B^thune, to Cl^mence, daughter of Hugues, 
ChStelain of Cambrai. 

Hugues de Bailleul was a witness to a deed, 
dated about 11 40, by which Robert, Avou6 of 
Bethune, for the health of the souls of his father and 
mother, of himself, his wife and children, granted the 
town of Mouchy-au-Bois to the Abbey of Saint Pierre 
at Corbie. 4 Mirseus, 200. 
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Chdtelains of Bailleul. 1 3 

Mention is made of Hugues de Bailleul and his 
brothers, Baudouin and Anselme, in letters patent of 
Thierri of Alsace, of the year 1145. 

According to Lambin the ChStellenie of Ypres 
passed to Hugoies de Bailleul by his marriage with 
a daughter of the House of Ypres ; probably a sister 
of Anselme, ChStelain of Ypres, whose daughter, 
Agnes, married Baudouin de Bailleul. ' Esquisses 
sur les Ch&telains et Vicomtes d'Ypres ' par Lambin, 
p. vii. 

In 1 157 Anselme d'Ypres accompanied Thierri 
of Alsace to the Holy Land. The date of his death 
is not mentioned ; but, in 1159 Baudouin, ChStelaln 
of Ypres, signed the letters of Thierri of Alsace, by 
which the annual fair at Messines was extended by 
four days. 'Archives de Messines,' 9, xvii. 

Hugues de Bailleul is said to have died about 
the year 1 166. If he ever was Chitelain of Ypres, 
it may have been during the absence of Anselme 
d'Ypres in the Holy Land. Vandenpeereboom, how- 
ever, doubts the statement of Lambin, that Hugues 
de Bailleul was Chfitelain of Ypres ; he has been 
unable to discover any document which confirms it 
3 Ypriana, 24, 

F. Baudouin HI. de Bailleul, 
Chdtelain of Bailleul, is mentioned in documents of 
the years 1142, 1158, ir6i. He married Agnes, 
daughter of Anselme, Chdtelain of Ypres. 

In 1 142, by the name of Balduinus de Baillol,

he was witness to a decree of Thierri of Alsace, 
made at the instance of Milo, Bishop of Therouanne, 
by which it was ordered, that a castle, built by 
Amoulph, Avou6 of , Therouanne, should be de- 
stroyed. 4 Mirffius, 20I. 

In 1159 he signed the letters of Thierri of Alsace, 
by which the annual fair at Messines was extended 
by four days ; and together with Wautier of Ypres 
and other officers of the Count, those given by 
Philippe son of Thierri of Alsace, in the house 
of the Templars near Ypres in 1180, relative 
to the restitution of tithes made by Bommaire at 
Boidin. 

Baudouin was styled ' By the gprace of God 
ChStelain of Ypres.' 

He took the cross in 1187, with the Count of 
Flanders, in thequality of captain of his body-guard, 
and died some time after in the Holy Land. 

The issue of his marriage were 

1. Baudouin, 

2. Henri, Chevalier, 

3. Mabilie de BaiUeul, who succeeded her eldest 
brother, and 

4. Marguerite, who after the death of her nephew, 
Jean, Comte de R^thel, became Chatelaine of Ypres. 
Lambin, g. 

In T172 Baudouin de Bailleul and Baudouin, his 
son, made a gift of certain lands to the Abbey of 
Clermarest, with the consent of Baudouin, Ch4telain 
of Bourbourg, Raoul, Dean of Noyon and Henri 
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de Bailleul, their kinsmen. Duchesne, ' Maison de 
Guisnes,' 133. 

In 1182 Baudouin de Bailleul, avou^ of the 
church of Messines after Philippe d'Alsace Count of 
Flanders, was witness to the confirmation by Philippe 
d'Alsace of a grant by the latter of his lands in Neu.ve 
Eglise and Bailleul to the church of Notre Dame de 
Messines. ' Archives de la ci-devant Abbaye de 
Messines pr^s d'Ypres anno 1180,' charte No, 28, 
transcribed in the Latin chartulary of the Abbey of 
Messines, fo. 9. Diegerick, ' Chartes de 1' Abbaye de 
Messines,' iv. xxix. i de Coussemaker ' Docu- 
ments in^dits relatifs ^ la Ville de Bailleul,' p. 5. 

Philippe d'Alsace had already in 1 18[ incidentally 
confirmed this donation ,by a charter, to which Bau- 
douin II. by the title of Baudouin, Chl,telain of 
Ypres, was a witness. Diegerick, ' Chartes de 
r Abbaye de Messines,' 21, xxxv, 

Baudouin III. Cb^telain of Ypres, before setting 
out for the Holy Land, granted to the lepers of 
Ypres ten razUres of wheat Afterwards he granted 
to the lepers of Ypres ten other razieres of wheat, 
charged on the revenue of his mill outside the town 
of Bailleul. He died on his way to the Holy Land, 
and in or before 1187. 3 Ypriana, he. "Watraziire 
was an ancient dry measure in Flanders. 

F. Agnes of Ypres 
was daughter of Anselme, of whom mention is made 
in the year 1117. He lived in the time of Thierri 
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of Alsace, to whom he was esquire. Anselme had 
been invested for the first time Chdtelain of Ypres 
about 1 1 24, and for the second time in 1127. He 
was present in 1 129, with many knights and nobles, 
among whom were Baudouin and Hugues de Bailleul, 
at the marriage of WiUerme, Avou^ de B^thune, with 
Cl^mence, daughter of Hugues, Ch4telain of Cambrai. 
He was also present at the making of the treaty in 
1 142, between the Pope and Thierri of Alsace, by 
which it was agreed, that in future no fortress or 
castle should be constructed on the territory of the 
town of Th^rouanne. Anselme, then described as 
esquire to the Count, accompanied him to the Holy 
Land in the year 1157, followed by 500 men of 
Ypres, who had taken the cross and wore a uniform 
of scarlet cloth. The name of his wife has not been 
discovered. Lambin, 7. 

F. GERARD II. DE BaILLEUL 

was Chdtelain of Oudenburg. 

In 1 187 he, by the name of Gerard, Ch4telain 
of Oudenburg, signed letters by which Philippe 
d' Alsace, Count of Flanders, prohibited the celebra- 
tion of Divine service in the hospital on the place at 
Ypres, without the consent of the canons of Saint 
Martin. Baudouin IV. de Bailleul signed the same 
letters, by the name of Baudouin, Chdtelain of Ypres. 
1 Diegerick, ' Inventaire des Chartes aux Archives 
d'Ypres,' p. 12. 

G. de Balliolo was witness to a charter of about 
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the year 1 192, by which Baudouin, Count of 
Flanders, afterwards Emperor of the East, founded 
two chapelries at Courtrai. i Miraeus, 19. 

Gerard de Bailleul was a witness to the Treaty 
of P^roniie, in January 1200, N.S,, between Philip 
Augustus, King of France, and Baudouin IX., 
Count of Flanders. De Smet, ' M^moire sur Bau- 
douin IX.* p. 18. 

This treaty is inserted by Leibnitz in his ' Codex 
Juris Gentium;' and by the Benedictines, Martene 
and Durant, in their ' Veterum Scriptorum Amplis- 
sima Collectio.' 

Gerard de Bailleul in 1202 signed, with Bau- 
douin de Gramines, a confirmation of the privileges, 
accorded by the Counts of Flanders to the town of 
Saint Omer. Stirurti, 58. 

F. ViRGINIE DE HeYNES, * 

wife of Gerard II. de Bailleul, was descended from 
Conon, first Chamberlain of Flanders. Limburg 
Stirum, ' Le Chambellan de Flandre,' 59. 

G. Catherine de Baillecl 
married first, Baudouin de Gramines, and secondly, 
Gilles Berthout. By her first husband she had a 
son, Eustache, who was Chamberlain of Flanders ; 
and in a charter of a.d. 1235 he names as his grand- 
father and grandmother, Gerard de Bailleul, Ch^telain 
of Oudenburg, and Virginie his wife. 

In 1 204 Catherine, wife, or more probably widow. 
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of Baudouin de Gramines, and her sister, Marie de 
Bailleul, gave their consent to the gift of a fishery 
of eels, in the Metier of Leffinghe, made by 
their parents to the Abbey of Dunes. Stirum, 
P- 59- 

Her brother, Baudouin de Bailleul, was a Canon 
of Comines. Stirum, 60, 61. 

Catherine de Bailleul had by her second husband 
two sons Gilles and Louis. Stirum, y. 61. 

G. Baudouin IV. de Bailleul 
succeeded his father, Baudouin III. 

He married Mabilie de Bourbourg ; but left ho 
issue. 

In 1 187 Baudouin IV. de Bailleul signed a deed, 
by which Philippe d' Alsace, Count of Flanders, pro- 
hibited the celebration of Divine service in the hos- 
pital in the place at Ypres, without the consent of 
the Canons of Saint Martin. 1 Diegerick, ' Inven- 
taire des Chartes et Documents aux Archives 
d'Ypres,' 12. As also a deed by which the &hevins 
of Ypres, in the name of the inhabitants, engaged 
by oath to respect the above-mentioned prohibition. 
Diegerick, 12. 

In the same year, 1 187, he, together with Jean, 
Pr^v6t d'Ypres, Baudouin de Commines, Gautier 
de Roosebeke, Henri de Bailleul, his younger brother, 
and others, signed the letters by which Philippe 
d' Alsace confirmed the donation of twenty razieres 
of wheat per annum, made by Baudouin's father. 
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Baudouin III., to the Hospital for Lepers in the 
village of Saint Jean lez Ypres. 

The same year Baudouin IV, redeemed this pay- 
ment for three livres fiarisis per annum, hypothecated 
on the Grut of Ypres, in the presence of his uncle, 
Henri. Lambin, 10. 3 Ypriana, in, 112, 113. 
As the mother of Baudouin IV. was an heiress, this 
uncle must have been his father's brother. 

Baudouin IV. de Bailleul togetherwith his brother, 
Henri, was witness to a grant, without date, but of 
the end ofthe twelfth century, by Guillaume de Saint 
Omer, ChAtelain of Saint Omer, his wife, Ida 
d'Avesnes, and his eldest son, Guillaume de Saint 
Omer, to the church of Notre Dame at Messines, 
of one mark annually, payable out of their possessions 
near Berquin (Ch^tellenie de Bailleul), at the Feast 
of Saint Bavon (i October), on condition that th6 
said church should celebrate for ever the anniver- 
saries of the said Guillaume, his wife and son. 
Diegcrick, 'Chartes de I'Abbaye de Messines,' 31, 
Ivii. 

It has been already stated that in 1172 Bau- 
louin III. joined with his father in a grant of certain 
lands to the Abbey of Clermarest. 

Baudouin IV. was at the Third Crusade in 1 1 92. 
Lambin, 10. He was witness to a charter in 1200 
relating to certain grants by Gillibert d'Aire, Bau- 
douin de Comines and his son, Basile, to the church 
of Messines. ' Archives de I'Abbaye de Messines,' 
charte No. 48. 
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G. Mabilie de Bourbourg 
was eldest daughter of Henri I. Chitelain of Bour- 
boui^ and of Beatrice de Gand, heiress of Alost 
and Waes, only daughter of Baudouin 1 1 1, de Gand, 
sumamed ' le Barbu,' Seigneur of Alost and Waes, 
and of Lutgarde de Grimberghe. Lambin, lo. 13 
Bouquet, 444, ' b. ex Walteri de ClausS, Historic 
Ardensium Dominorum.' 

o. Mabiue de Bailleul, 
Chatelaine of Ypres and Bailleul, was married twice ; 
first to Adam, Seigneur de Wallincourt, and by 
reason of that seigneurie Peer of Hainaut, who died 
without issue before 1219 ; and secondly, to Hugues, 
Seigneur de Saint Hillier, dit ' le Manassier,' who 
by the death of his father in 1228 became Comte de 
R^thel. Lambin, 11. 

She died in or before the year 1239. In Novem- 
ber, 1239, Hugues, Comte de R^thel, married Jeanne 
de Dampierre, sister of Guillaume de Dampierre, 
Count of Flanders, by whom he had no issue. He 
died in 1243. 

According to Lambin and others, Mabilie de 
Bailleul left by her second husband a son, Jean, who 
became Comte de R^thel and Chfitelain of Ypres, 
but according to ' L'Art de Verifier les Dates/ vol. ii. 
p. 408, Mabilie de Bailleul left an only child, Marie, 
who succeeded her father, and survived him about 
two years. On her death her father's brother, Jean,

became Count of R6thel, and her aunt, Mar^erite 
de Bailleul, became Chatelaine of Ypres and Bail- 
leul. 

In 1219, Hugues, eldest son of the Count of 
R^thel, Ghitelain of Ypres and Bailleul, and Mabilie 
his wife, conveyed to Wautier Medem all their right 
to two mills, one situate in the . town of Ypres, the 
other outside the town, near the Overdraght i_^ 
Diegerick, ' Inv.' 25. 

In September and October :235, the same per- 
sons, described as Hugues, Count of R^thel, and 
Mabilie, his wife. Countess of R^thel and Ch3.telaine 
of Ypres and Bailleul, executed deeds, renouncing 
in favour of the dcheuins of Ypres all right in respect 
of a mill at the Briel. 4 Diegerick, ' Inv.' 49. 

Adam de Wallincourt was living in 1218; for, 
in that year Adam de Wallincourt, Castellanus 
Iprensis et Balliolanus, ejusque uxor Isabella, were 
parties to a deed. 4 Miraeus, 534. Isabella seems 
to be a mistake for Mabilla, which might easily 
occur. 

G. Marguerite de Bailleul 

sumommde d'Ypres, Dame de B^celaere, became 
Chatelaine of Ypres and Bailleul on the death of her 
niece, Marie. She married in 1236, Baudouin de 
Commines, Chitelain of Aire, Seigneur of Commines, 
Thiennes and Helchin, by whom she had a daughter. 
Marguerite d'Aire. Marguerite de Bailleul, some 
years before her death, ceded the Chdtellenies of 
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Ypres and Bailleul to her daughter. Marguerite, and 
died in 1279. Lambin, 13, 14. 

Marguerite d'Aire married Jean d'Aubigny, son 
of Philippe I. Seigneur de Cond^, and by him had 
a son, Hugues, to whom she ceded the ChAtellenies 
of Ypres and Bailleul ; and his son, Baudouin, sold 
the ChS.tel1enie of Bailleul to Gui de Namur in 
I29S- 

G. Henri II. de Bailleul 
has been already mentioned. See Baudouin IV. 
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CHAPTER II. 

THE BAILLEULS OF DOULIEU. 

Doulieu, a few miles south of Bailleul, was a sei- 
gneurie banner^ (Le Carpentier, ' Histoire G^ndalo- 
gique de la Noblesse des Pays-Bas/ part 3, p. 150), 
and was accounted a barony, i Mirseus, 804. 

' A propos des banner^es,' says Le Carpentier, 
' vous remarquerez, que nos comtes, voulants entre- 
prendre quelque guerre contre leurs ennemis, don- 
naient la permission k leurs plus puissants vassaux 
de lever banni^re armori^e de leurs armes, sous 
laquelle leurs sujets se doivent ranger au ban ou au 
cri publique de leurs seigneurs.' 

F. Henri I. de Bailleul 
was a younger son of Ti^rard de Bailleul. He was 
living in 1187. See Baudouin IV. de Bailleul. In 
Duchesne's ' Historia Norman norum,' under the 
head, ' Names of knights, bearing banners as well 
in Normandy as in other provinces of France in the 
time of King Philip II. 1180 to 1223,' among the 
knights of Flanders is named Henri de Bailleul. 
Fo. 1033. 
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In a roll of 1219, under the title ' Milites Flan- 
drise ' is Henricus de Baillol de Bailleul. La Roque, 
' Du Ban et Arri^re-Ban,' p. 51. 

Henri de Bailleul was a witness to the treaty of 
18 August 1 199, between John, King of England, 
and Baudouin IX., Count of Flanders. De Smet, 
' M^moire sur Baudouin IX, Comte de Flandre/ ' M^- 
moires de I'Acad^mie Royale de Bruxelles,' vol. xix. 

Henri de Bailleul was father of Jean I., and 
■ grandfather of Baudouin V. 

G. Jean I. de Bailleul. 

In 1221 Jean de Bailleul en Flandre promised 
to indemnify his dear lord Daniel, Avou^ of Arras 
and Seigneur of B^thune, against his guarantee of 
288 livres parisis, by which he had become bound 
to Zabalon Doucet and Jacques Maurroi, burgesses 
of Arras. ' Archives du Nord, Chambre des Comptes 
du Roi k Lille,' No. 361 1, 

This is sealed with a lion rampant. 

A.D. 1229, Alix, Queen of Cyprus, mother of 
King Henry, went to Acre and claimed the king- 
dom for him, as next heir of King Amauri, his 
grandfather. The people of the country said, they 
were subjects of the Emperor Frederic, who held 
the land in trust for his son, Conrad ; and therefore, 
they could not do as she required. But, forasmuch 
as they had never seen Conrad, and he had never 
been in the kingdom, they sent word to the Empe- 
ror, that if within a year he sent his son Conrad, they 
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would acknowledge him as their lord ; but if not, 
they would do towards him as they ought ; and with 
this request they sent to the Emperor two knights : 
one, Joffroi le Tor, who was born in the land ; the 
other was Jean de Bailleul, Balluel, Bailloul or 
Batllou, who was a native of Flanders. These two 
passed over to Apulia, and went thence till they 
found the Emperor. They delivered their message ; 
and the Emperor answered, that he would do what 
was right within the term. ' Recueil des Historiens 
des Croisades, Historiens Occidentaux,' vol. ii. p. 380. 
See ' L'Art de Verifier les Dates,' vol. v. pp. 69, 125, 
vol. vii. p. 341. 

A.D. 1230, le Jour de Saint Martin, n novem- 
bre, Hues Chevalier, Seigneur duSpinoit{Espinoy en 
Artois, 4 lieues de Lille), et d'Antoing, declare avoir 
vendu a I'^glise de la R^clinatoire Notre Dame pr^s 
Lille (Abbaye de Marquette) tout son alleu, &c. en 
presence de, entre autres, Jean de Bailleul, 'Ar- 
chivesduNord.ChambredesComptesdu Roik Lille.' 

H. Baudouin V. DE Bailleul. 

In 1240, Baudouin de Bailleul was appointed an 
arbitrator to settle the disputes, which had arisen 
between Willuame de Maldenghem, Chevalier, and 
the Count of Flanders, relative to the Wood of 
Alscod. ' Archives D^partementales du Nord, 
Chambre des Comptes de Lille,' b. 44. 

In March 1245 he sealed with a cross vair, 
in chief two ^toiles, ' la promesse de plusieurs 
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chevaliers de Flandres de reconnattre pour leur 
seigneur celui des fils de la Comtesse Marguerite 
que le Roi de France aura d^sign^.' ' Sceaux des 
Archives de I'Empire,' vol. i. p. 464. This docu- 
ment is set out in i Vr^dius, ' G^n^alogie, p. 340. 

Maiguerite Countess of Flanders married 
Bouchard d'Avesnes, by whom she had two sons, 
Jean and Baudouin d'Avesnes. This marriage was 
dissolved, and then she married Guillaume de 
Dampierre, by whom she had three sons and three 
daughters. The children of the second marriage 
disputed the legitimacy of those by the first ; and 
the quarrel was referred to Saint Louis and the 
Papal Legate, Odo, who awarded that after the 
death of Marguerite, Hainaut should belong to the 
d'Avesnes, and Flanders to the Dampierres. 

In 1246 Baudouin de Bailleul was chosen by 
the Avou6 of Arras, Seigneur of B^thune, as an 
arbitrator, to terminate all difficulties between the 
Avou6 and the Abbot and Convent of Saint Vaast, 
in respect of the property which they held in 
common. 'Arch. D6p. du Nord, Chambre des 
Comptes de Lille,' B. 44. 

In 1247, he was an arbitrator between the 
Countess Marguerite and the Bishop of Th^rouanne, 
to terminate disputes, which had arisen on the subject 
of their respective rights in the town of Herzelles. 
'Arch. D^p. du Nord, Chambre des Comptes de 
Lille,' B. 54. 

In July 1249, Peter, Bishop of Th^rouanne, 
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granted licence to 'noble homme Baudouin de 
Bailleul, chevalier,' to sell his tithes in Bailleul tO' 
whatever church he might think fit ; and the Dean 
and Chapter of Th^rouanne granted a similar 
licence. 

In October 1249, Gui, son of Marguerite, 
Countess of Flanders, Avoui of Arras and Lord of 
B^thune and Dendermonde, approved of the re- 
demption by the Lord Baudouin de Bailleul, Cheva- 
lier, of all the services which he was bound to render 
to his immediate lord, Pierre de Bailleul, 

In the same month Baudouin de Bailleul, for the 
health of his soul, granted and assigned to the 
church of Saint Bertin at Saint Omer, all his 
tithes of the parish of Bailleul, and the fee which 
he held of Pierre de Bailleul, and which Pierre de 
Bailleul held of 'noble homme,' Gui, son of the 
illustrious Lady Marguerite, Countess of Flanders 
and Hainaut, Avou6 of Arras and Lord of B^thune 
and Dendermonde. 

And by another deed of the same date Gui, son 
of Marguerite, Countess of Flanders &c. reciting 
the preceding grant, confirmed the same. 

The five next preceding documents are in the 
great chartulary of the Abbey of Saint Bertin at 
Saint Omer. (Vol x. fo. 50, 257, num^ro 90, fo. 
244-246.) They are printed by de Coussemaker in 
his ' Documents relatifs k la Ville de Bailleul,' vol. i. 
pp. 12, 13, 14- 

On the 19th May 1250, Baudouin de Bailleul was 
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witness to a treaty between the Countess of Flanders 
and the Count of Holland, on the subject of the rights 
of the Count of Flanders in the islands of Zealand 
between the Scheldt and Hadineze. ('Arch. D^p. 
du Nord, Chambre des Comptes de Lille,' B. 69.) 

In 1251, Baudouin de Bailleul, Chevalier, Bailli 
de Flandres, sealed with the same seal, which he 
had used in 1245, an ordinance concerning the exca- 
vation of the canal from Ypres to Nieuport This, 
which is in French, is in the archives at Ypres, See 
Appendix. In the same year he sealed with the same 
seal a declaration, that Chretien, Bailli of Fumes, 
Brother Thomas, a monk of the abbey of the Dunes, 
and Egide, ChStelain of Dixmude, had acknowledged 
in his presence having received from the ickevins of 
Ypres six thousand livres, money of Flanders, to be 
employed in the excavation of the canal between Ypres 
and Le Brouck. This document, which is in Latin, 
is preserved in the archives at Ypres. See Appendix. 

' Le Brouck ' was the name of some meadows in 
the neighbourhood of Dixntude, between Ypres and 
Nieuport, still called Broucken. The canal itself 
still exists. 

On the 17th September 1251, Baudouin de 
Bailleul, Chevalier, made ian award concerning the 
course of an aqueduct from Rodenborgh to Ghent, 
which award was on the same day confirmed by the 
Countess Marguerite, 3 Wamkoenig, ' Histoire de 
la Flandre,' 28a 

On the 17th June 1253, Gui, Count of Flanders, 
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and Jean, Seigneur de Dampierre, his brother, sons 
of Marguerite, Countess of Flanders, appointed 
Wautier de Gand, Archdeacon of Arras en Ostrevant, 
Pierre, provost of the church of B6thune, and 
Baudouin de Bailleul, Chevalier, their attorneys, 
to defend before all judges whatsoever all the affairs 
and contestations which they might have against 
Jean d'Avesnes and Baudouin d'Avesnes, his 
brother. ' Arch. D6p. du Nord, Chambre des 
Comptes de Lille,' B. 75. 

In August 1254, Conrad of Hochstetten, Arch- 
bishop of Cologne, and Vice-Chancellor of the Holy 
Empire in Italy, made a treaty of alliance, offensive 
and defensive, with Charles, Count of Anjou, Pro- 
vence and Hainaut, son of the King of France^ 
and Mai^erite, Countess of Flanders, against Jean 
and Baudouin d'Avesnes. The Archbishop, Count 
and Countess swore to observe the treaty ; and the 
Archbishop caused eight of his council, chosen by 
the Count and Countess, to swear, that they would 
by admonition, persuasion and advice, hold the 
Archbishop to the bond fide observance of the treaty. 
The Count caused four of his council, selected by 
the Archbishop, to swear 'in like manner that they 
would by admonition, persuasion and advice, hold 
the Count to the observance of the treaty ; and the 
Countes$ in like manner caused four of her council, 
selected by the Archbishop, of whom Baudouin de. 
Bailleul was one, to swear that they would by ad-> 
monition, persuasion and advice, hold her to the 
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bond fde observance of fhe treaty. See Appen- 
dix. 

It would seem from this, that it was considered 
necessary to put twice as much pressure on the Arch- 
bishop to hold him to his oath as was thought suffi- 
cient in the case either of the Count or Countess. 

The true explanation, probably, is that, the eight 
in the one case, and four in the others, constituted a 
majority of the council. Each required that a majority 
of the council of the others should be pledged to 
maintain the treaty ; otherwise, they might at some 
future time advise their sovereign to repudiate it. 

In September 1255, Baudouin de Bailleul with 
three others was present at the publication of the 
award, made by the arbitrators, on the subject of the 
disputes which had arisen between the Countess 
Marguerite and the Chapter of Aire concerning the 
villages of Tetinghem, Leffringhove, Uxem, and 
Ghistelles. 

On the loth of January, 1259, N.S., Baudouin 
d'Avesnes, son of the Countess Mai^erite, pro- 
mised to conform to whatever should be decided by 
the Countess, Nicholas, Bishop of Cambray, I. 
d'Enghien, Eustache du Roux, and Baudouin de 
Bailleul in reference to an agreement, which had 
been made on the subject of the county of Hainaut. 

Baudouin de Bailleul was Huissier de Flandre ; 
and by arrangement with the Countess Mat^ieritehe 
exchanged this office for that of hereditary Marshal 
of Flanders. This exchange, which seems to have 
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been made between 1258 and May 1260, was ratified 
by Count Gui in 1282. The ratification will be 
found in the Appendix. 

20th May, 1260. Thierri de Beveren, ChAtelain 
of Dixmude, promised under a penalty of 1000 
livres, money of Flanders, to conform to an award, 
to be made by Baudouin de Bailleul, Marshal of 
Flanders, and others who had been appointed arbi-. 
trators, to terminate the difficulties which had arisen 
between Marguerite, Countess of Flanders, and him- 
self, on the subject of Wastonnes and the Moeres of 
Calico, Vemebrouck and Kildree. 

In July of the same year the Countess Marguerite 
confirmed in perpetuity to Baudouin de Bailleul, 
Chevalier, Marshal of Flanders, the permission 
which had been given him for life by Beatrix, 
Countess of Flanders, her daughter, widow of the 
Count William, to place in the wood of Nieppe, in 
the clearings of seven years and upwards, 35 oxen 
or cows for pasture. 

In February 1262, N.S., the Countess Margue- 
rite gave permission ' Jl son cher et fi^ Baudouin de 
Bailleul, Marshal de Flandre,' to hold in addition 
to his fief and with the same jurisdiction, ten livries. 
of land, and four homages at Ledinghem, which he 
had purchased of William de Zouteney. 

In 1262, the Countess Marguerite declared, that 
Sohier, the eldest son of Baudouin de Bailleul, 
Chevalier, Marshal of Flanders, and of the late 
Lady Agnes, his wife, had voluntarily acknowledged, 
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in her presence and in the presence of her vassals, 
that all the acquisitions raade by his father and 
mother, and of which his younger brother, Baudouin, 
had obtained investiture, should belong to him with- 
out any claim on his part ; and that in case his 
brother, Baudouin, should die without children, this 
property should go to his brother and two sisters in 
succession ; and if none of them had a child, to 
Sohier. 

It appears from this document of 1262, that at 
that date Baudouin de Bailleul had three sons and 
two daughters. The pedigree in Gailliard states, 
that Agnes was his second wife; his first being 
named Marie. It is further stated in the pedigree 
of Lichtervelde, 5 'Bruges et le Franc,* 81, that 
Baudouin de Lichtervelde married Isabeau, daughter 
of Baudouin de Bailleul, hereditary Marshal of 
Flanders, and of Marie, his wife. Gailliard attri- 
butes to this Baudouin de Bailleul three other 
daughters viz. Alice, wife of Henri de Barlerode, 
Jeanne, wife of Philippe de Crane, and Isabelle, 
wife of Guillaume de Clerck or Clercques. 

The date of Baudouin's death has not been 
ascertained ; but it took place before 1265. 

3, Sohier I. de Bailleul. 
The name of Sohier de Bailleul occurs in 
numerous documents during a period of seventy- 
four years. There must have been two, or possibly 
three, in succession. 
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In 1262, Sohier I. is described as eldest son of 
Baudouin de Baiileul, Chevalier, Marshal of Flan- 
ders, and of the late Lady Agiies, his wife. He 
became Marshal of Flanders on the death of his 
father ; and was for the last time described as Marshal 
of Flanders in 1294. 

In 1291, Sohier de Baiileul was Bailli de Gand. 
In 1302, he was at the Battle of Spurs. 

The name occurs again in 1317, 13 18, 1320, and 
1336. In the last of these documents Sohier de 
Bailleul's seal is differenced by a border engrailed, 
showing that he was a younger son. I conclude that 
there were at least two of the name, and that Sohier 1 1 . 
was son of Sohier I. I ascribe the documents of 
1317, to 1336, to Sohier II. In none of these is he 
described as Marshal of Flanders. 

Sohier or Soyer de Baiileul. In Flemish, Zeghers 
van Belle. In Latin, Sigerus, Sicherus, Sygerus, or 
Segerus de Bella or de BalHolo. 

In August 1265 Sohier de Baiileul made an 
agreement with the Abbot of Marchiennes, near 
Douai, in which he describes himself as son of the late 
Baudouin de Baiileul : ' Ego Sygerus de Balliolo, miles, 
filius quondam domini Balduini de Balliolo, militis.' 
He sealed this with a saltire vair, with the l^end 
' S. Sohier de Baiileul Chevalier,' ' Arch, du Nord, 
Lille,' No. 9442. ' Mus^e Sigillographique, Inven- 
taire No. 490, Chambre des Comptes du Roi,' 

In May 1266, Mahaut, Countess of Artois and 
Saint Pol, confirmed a gift, which she had made to 
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Raudouin de Bailleul, Chevalier, Marshal of Flanders, 
deceased, and his heirs, of loo livres parisis of land ; 
and granted the same to Monseigneur Sohier de 
Bailleul, Marshal of Flanders, and his heirs. A 
copy of this document, is in the Library at Douai. 
See Appendix. 

In 1275, he was one of the knights, who were 
sureties for the performance by Gui de Dampierre, 
Countof Flanders, of the agreement made by Thomas, 
Count of Flanders and Hainaut, and Joan his wife 
and Marguerite, Countess of Flanders and Hainaut, 
with King Louis. 3 Warnkoenig, 347, 349, 

Again, in the same year he was one of the nobles, 
who were sureties for the performance by Gui, Count 
of Flanders, of the treaties made by him and his 
predecessors with the King of France and his pre- 
decessors. 

Mat^erite, Countess of Flanders, died on the 
loth of February 1279, O.S, Gui, her son and 
successor, had been associated with her in the 
government of Flanders in 1 263. 

In 1280, the great riots occurred at Ypres, which 
are known in history by the name of ' la KokeruUe.' 

The trade unionists of Ypres, with those of 
Poperinghe, rose in revolt. They traversed the 
town of Ypres, fully armed, ranged under banners, 
and crying, ' KokeruUe.' They broke the gates, 
killed and wounded several persons, and sacked and 
pillaged many houses, not even respecting the 
churches. Sohier de Bailleul was sent to Poperinghe 
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to hold an inquest, in the name of the Count of 
Flanders, as to those who were at the riot of Ypres. 
The depositions token before him are given by 
Gheldolf, in his ' Histoire Administrative et Consti- 
tutionnelle des Villes et Chdtellenies d'Ypres, Cassel, 
Bailleul et Wameton,' p. 389. It begins thus; 
* Cest li enqueste de chiaus de Poperinghes ki furent 
au fait dypre ; et fu faite par men Singneur Sohier 
de Bailleul ; et si ifurent comme homme men Sin- 
gneur le Conte de Flandres, cest 'k savoir me Sires 
Henri de le Hale et Phillippe li Craene ; et fu faite \ 
Pouperinghes le Joesdi devant Pasques Flories Ian 
mil cc. et quatre vins.' 

Several of the witnesses examined on this occa- 
sion were either unable or unwilling to give any 
information. Thus Jehans Bornine 'jura et dist 
par son serment ke il nen set riens a dire.' ' Boidins 
Tubins, telHers, jura et dist ke il nen set riens a dire.' 
' Lambins Meus, drappiers, jura et dist kil nen set 
riens.' ' Lambekins Noidin jura et dist ki nen set 
riens.' 

In the same year Sohier de Bailleul sat at Ypres, 
in the place of the A;kevins, to enquire into the out- 
rages committed by the Yprois in the same revolt. 

In May T281, Sohier de Bailleul is named as one 
of the council of the Count, in whose presence cer- 
tain customs and privileges were granted to the 
town of Bruges. 

In September 1282, the Count Gui confirmed the 
grant, made by the Countess Marguerite, to Baudouin 
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de Baitleul and his heirs, of the office of Marshal of 
Flanders. See Appendix. 

In the same month an inquisition was opened 
through the intervention of Monseigneur Sohier de 
Bailleul and Jean de la Tourcle, in the name of the 
Count, concerning the right which the people of 
Berghes Saint Winox claimed, to sell their goods in 
the town of Dunkirk. Saint G^nois, ' Inventaire de 
Chartes des Comtes de Flandre,' No. 3 1 7. 

In May 1288, Sohier de Bailleul became surety 
for the payment by Robert, Count of Flanders, of 
the dowry of his daughter, Jeanne, on the occasion of 
her marriage with Enguerran Sire de Coucy. This 
very singular document will be found in the Appen- 
dix; but it is long and prolix, and the effect of it 
may be shortly stated here. 

The dowry, which was 35,000 livres parisis, was 
to be paid by instalments of 5,000, 5,000, 6,000, 
6,000, 6,000, and 7,000 livres ; and as often as default 
should be made in any payment at the time specified, 
the Count Robert was bound by oath to render him- 
self prisoner at Arras, and not to come out of prison 
until the amount due should be paid, tc^ether with 
damages for the delay in payment ; and he charged all 
his estate, real and personal, present and future, with 
payment of the dowry ; giving power to Enguerran 
to seize and sell the same. His father, the Count 
Gui, became surety for him to the same extent, ex- 
cept that he was not bound to go to prison ; and his 
brother, Guillaume, and six other knights, of whom 
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Sohier de Bailleul was one, were bound to the same 
extent as Count Robert. 

Though the term ' prisoner ' was used, the so- 
called prisoners were to be at liberty to go into the 
country, in the environs of Arras ; but, were to sleep 
in the town every night 

The antecedents of Enguerran de Coucy 
(Enguerran IV.) were not such as to render him 
desirable as a son-in-law. 

In 1266, three young Flemish noblemen, who 
were learning French in the Abbey of Saint Nicholas- 
aux-Bois, in the diocese of Laon, having been found 
in the forest of Coucy, with bows and arrows, but 
without dogs or any other means by which they 
might take wild animals ; Enguerran caused them to 
be hanged without any trial or form of law. The 
abbot complained to the King, Saint Louis, who sent 
for Enguerran, and put him in prison. After some 
time the King caused him to be brought before him; 
and with him came the King of Navarre, the Duke 
of But^ndy, the Counts of Bar and Soissons, and 
all the other barons of the kingdom. But, after 
hearing Enguerran's counsel, the king condemned 
him to pay ja^ooo Itvres parisis, to lose the wood in 
which the young men were hanged, and to found and 
endow three perpetual chapelries for their souls. 

Shortly after this, Enguerran caused two of the 
servants of the abbey, who had been ui^ent against 
him in the affair of the three young men, to be assas- 
sinated. Nevertheless Count Robert of Flanders 
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agreed to give him the large sum of 35,000 livres 
parisis as the marriage portion of his daughter ; and 
the Sire de Coucy seems to have treated her well. 
At the time of the marriage he settled upon her as 
her dower an annual revenue of 4,000 livres parisis, 
charged upon his lands of Havraincourt and Saint 
Aubin. In January 1310, O.S., he increased her 
dower to 6,000 livres parisis, for which purpose he 
assigned to her all his ChAtellenie of La F^re ; with 
a proviso, that if La F^re produced more than 2,000 
livres per annum, the excess should go in reduction 
of the 4,000 livres charged on Havraincourt and 
Saint Aubin. In these letters, in which his nephews, 
Enguerran and Jean de Guynes, concurred, he speaks 
of his wife as his ' chere et aimde compaigne.' 

He died on the 20th of March in the following 
year, 1311,0.5. His wife survived him, and became 
abbess of Saint Sauveur, near Laon, and died 15th 
October 1333. 

On the 19th February 1293, N.S., Roger de 
Ghistelle, Sohier de Bailleul, Marshal of Flanders, 
Gautier de Cokelars and Damien, his son, knights, and 
four other persons, vassals of the Count of Flanders, 
declared, that the town of Bruges having acquired 
from Messire Jean de Ghistelles, for the price of aoo 
livres of Artois, all the rights which he had by 
reason of his fief in the land in the Rue Flamenghe, 
where the crane stands ; and all formalities having 
been performed, the Count Gui had converted the 
said fief into a heritage in franc-nlleu. To* this 
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document, which is on parchment, eight seals are 
appended by crimson plaited silk. The parchment, 
the seal, and the silk are as fresh as if they were 
quite new. The seal of Sohier de Bailleul represents 
him on horseback, fully armed, with the legend, ' S. 
Sigeri de Bailluel militis Marescalci Flandrie.' The 
counterseai bears the l^end 'Secretum Sigeri de 
Bailluel militis.' See Plate. 

On Tuesday next after Pentecost, 1293, Gui, 
Count of Flanders, granted an amoriissemeni of 
eight livries of land, which Sohyers de Bailluel, 
Chevalier, Mar^chal de Flandre, and Marie deCrois, 
Dame du Plaissie, his wife, had given to the convent 
of BeauHeu on the Scheldt, near Peteghem. See 
Appendix. 

In August the same year the Count Gui gave 
to Sohier de Bailluel, Mar^chal of Flanders, thirty 
young swans yearly, to be taken from the water 
between Bergues and Fumes. See Appendix. 

Sohier de Bailleul was Bailli de Gand in 1291. 
3 Warnkoenig, 394, note. 

He was at the Battle of Spurs, which was fought 
at Courtrai on the 1 ith of July 1302. 

Four days afterwards, viz. 15th July, Guillaume 
de Juliers and Jean de Namur arrived with their 
victorious army at Ghent, where they remained seven 
days. They then, on the invitation of the authori- 
ties of Bruges, proceeded to that city, where they 
were entertained at the public expense. The ac- 
counts of Bruges contain many interesting details of

the honours, which were then paid by the Brugeois 
to the defenders of their country. They even show 
the names of those who received in their houses the 
knights of Flanders, Germany and Zealand. From 
these accounts it appears, that Monseigneur Sohier 
de Bailleul and Pierre de Bailleul were lodged in 
the house of the widow of Jean, Seigneur de Dud- 
zeele. 

In the ' Archives de la Ville de Bruges ' we find, 
in charts No. 155, in the year i303,among the 
knights and esquires who were armed in defence of 
Flanders under Guillaume de Juliers, and who were 
entertained by the town, ' min Here Zeger van Belle 
en Pieter van Belle.' 

Ckarte No. 172, dated 6th August 1302, is in- 
tituled 'Cis escris mest fais pour les despens par 
Monsigneur, fais de puis ke me sires se d^parti de 
Gantv et il vint k Bruges, auskes au de luns apr^s 
le Saint Pierre entrant auoust, d^pense pour loge- 
ment h. Bruges et frais divers de Guillaume de 
Juliers et de sa troupe.' 

This account is in two parts : the first, tjifl pay- 
ments to 'various innkeepers ; the second, of'sums 
due to ftiany knights and esquires for the price of 
horses lost or dead. 

In this account we find * Pour Monsigneur Soiier 
de Bailleul i I'ostel Jehan de Duzielle le Veve, 
ix. 1. X escalins. Pour Pieron de Bailleul, ^ 
I'ostel le Veve Jehan de Duzielle xx. 1. IJvres 
vi. escalins.' 
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In ckarte No. 173, dated loth Augfust 1302, we 
find ' Pour Monsigneur Sohier de BaiUeul k I'ostel, 
■ X, Hvres, XX. escalins. Pour Picron de Bailleul, 
^ i'ostel vi. livres, xii. escalins,' 

In charU No. 176, dated 29th August 1302, being 
an account of expenses of board and lodging of 
Guillaume de Juliers and his companions and their 
horses at Bruges during fourteen days, we find, 
' Pour Monsigneur Sohier de Bailleul, pour Mon^ 
signeur GilHon de Moorsaede, et pour Piron de 
Bailleul xviii. livres xv. escalins.' 

Sohier I. de Bailleul is said by GailHard to have 
married, first, Marie de Croix ; and secondly, Isabeau 
de Ghistelles. From the use of the arms of Ghis- 
telles on the monument of Pierre de Bailleul at 
Nieuport I infer that Sohier's children were the 
issue of his second marriage. 

Sohier I. had three sons ; Jean, Pierre and 
Sohier; and according to Gailliard he had two 
daughters : Marie, who married Baudouin van Dud- 
zeele ; and , who married Gillon or Guil- 

laume van der Burch. It is more probable that the 
Marie who married Baudouin van Dudzeele, was 
daughter of Sohier II. This part of the pedigree 
in Gailliard is very incorrect, 

K. PiESRE I. DE Bailleul 
is named as one of the Flemish knights, who were at 
the Battle of Spurs, fought near Courtrai nth Jidy, 
1303. He probably commanded the men of Nieu*

port, who joined the men of Bruges. He was, with 
his father Sohier I., entertained after the battle by 
the town of Bruges. See Sohier I. 

Pierre de Bailleul signed the letters dated 2nd June, 
1320, which are described in the notice of Jean II. 

K. Sohier II. de Bailleul. 
On Friday, Saint Catherine's Day, 1317, at 
Ghent, Robert, Count of Flanders, declared, that in 
order to secure peace and concord between his two 
sons after his death touching the succession, he had, 
by his letters, dated at Male, 17th February 13 15, 
given to Robert of Flanders, his youngest son, the 
lands of Alost, Grammont, the Four Metiers, and 
the Pays de Waes, ' en ass^nement de cinquante 
mille livr6es parisis de terre,' which Louis, Count de 
Nevers, his eldest son, had given to the said Robert 
for his hereditary portion, to be held by the said 
Robert by homage of the Counts of Flanders ; which 
letters had been ratified by letters of Louis, King of 
the Romans, dated at Nuremberg, the 7th of the 
Ides of March 1316, and for the greater security 
of the said ordinance, and wishing to put it in exe- 
cution in the best possible manner, he had caused to 
come to Ghent on Friday, Saint Catherine's Day, 
1 317, many of his tenants, and particularly of the 
places given and assigned to the said Robert ; viz. 
Henry of Flanders, Count of Lodes, his brother ; 
Ottebon de Karette, Provost of Saint Donat at 
Bruges, and Chancellor of Flanders; Mattre Nicole 
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de Saint Pierre, provost of Notre Dame de Bruges ; 
Sohier de Bailleu), and other knights who were 
named. 

In 1318, on the Sunday after Saint Denis (15 
October), Sohier de Bailleul, Chevalier, Guillaume 
de la Borch, and certain others, feudal tenants of the 
Count, went, .by command of Joesse de Heemsrode, 
Bailli de Waes, to a place near Vemodezarden sur 
le Sablon ; and there the said Joesse read a letter of 
the Count of Flanders, which gave him power to 
receive the re-seisin, which should there be made on 
the part of the Duke of Brabant, in consequence of 
an outr^e, which the people of the Duke had com- 
mitted against the Count, in seizing on the stream 
of the Dyle a vessel of Ghent laden with wheat At 
tlie same time appeared also Wautier Pipenpoy. 
Amman of Brussels, who was charged by the Duke 
to make the re-seisin. The said Wautier took a 
pair of white gloves and cast them into the stream, 
saying that he delivered re-sersin of the stream to 
the Count on the part of the Duke. Afterwards the 
Bailli enjoined the tenants of the Count to retain in 
perpetual remembrance what had just been done. 
See the Appendix, No. 14. 

On the 28th September 1322 the commune of 
the Franc de Bruges held a meeting at Ostend, for 
the purpose of considering the answer to be given to 
the towns of Bruges and Ghent, relative to the 
. means of preserving the liberties of the country of 
Flanders. The assembly gave power to fifty-four 
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of its members, whom it charged to answer the two 
chief towns, and to concert with them in the interest 
of their common liberty. Amongst those who were 
furnished with these powers were fourteen knights, 
one of whom was Sohier de Bailleul. ' Minehere 
Zegher van Belle.' (' Archives de la Ville de Bruges,' 
charte No. 285.) 

In April 1334 Monseigneur Sohier de Bailluel 
was appointed gardien et rewart of the town of 
Bomheem and of all the land from Dendermonde as 
far as Rupelmonde. See the Appendix, Na 15. 

In the following year he was made Ch^telain of 
Liedekerike. See Appendix, No. 16. 

Sohier de Bailleul sealed the treaty of alliance, 
concluded on the ist of April 1336 at Dendermonde, 
between Jean III. Duke of Lorraine and Brabant, 
Louis Count of Flanders, and William Count of 
HainauL See Appendix, No. 17. 

The shield on his seal bears a saltire vair within 
a border engrailed ; the legend, ' S. Segeri de 
Bailluel Militis.' 'Archives du Nord, Chambre des 
Comptes ^ Lille.' ' Inventaire de Sceaux,' num^ro 
491. 

In May 1337, Messire Sohier de Bailluel, Che- 
valier, was appointed Bailli of the county of Alost 
See Appendix, No. 18. 

L. Marie de Bailleul' 

married Baudouin van Dudzeele, Chevalier, Sei- 
gneur de Dudzeele, and was buried with her husband 
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in the church of Dudreele, under a slab, on which 
was a brass with two figures, one of a knight in full 
armour ; the other of a lady richly dressed. The 
inscription on the brass stated that he died 3rd April 
1366, and that she was the daughter of Sohier de 
Bailleul. The date of her death was obliterated. 
6 ' Bruges et le Franc,' 201, note. 

K. DE Bailleul, 

daughter of Sohier I. de Bailleul, married Gillon or 
Gillaume van den Burch. Her descent is thus 
traced by Gailllard : She was daughter of Sohier de 
Bailleul, Chevalier, Seigneur de Doulieu, Mar^chal 
de Flandre, who married, first Marie de Croix, and 
secondly, Isabeau van Ghistelle, She was grand- 
daughter of Baudouin de Bailleul, Seigneur de Dou- 
lieu, who married first, Marie , and secondly, 
Agnes, Dame de Plaines et de Planques, and g^eat- 
granddaughter of Jean de Bailleul, who made several 
donations in 1226, to the chapel of Doulieu. and 
who was son of Henri de Bailleul, mentioned in 
deeds of 1176, and 1187, grandson of Gerard de 
Bailleul, and great-grandson of Baudouin de Bailleul, 
who lived about the year 1096, and married Jeanne 
de Saint Omer, daughter of Guillaume, ChStelain 
of Saint Omer, and of Mdlisende de Picquigny. 
3 ' Bruges et le Franc/ 326. 

Guillaume van den Burch is named in a deed of 
February 1299, and was a witness to the peace of 
Paris in 1330.

46 The Bailleuh of Flanders. 

K. Jean II. de Bailleul 
was the eldest son of Sohier I. This appears from 
the epitaph of Jean de Bailleul, who died in 1341, 
which states that he was Marshal of Flanders and 
son of Jean de Bailleul. 

In 1300 Gui, Count of Flanders, went to Paris, 
by the advice of Charles, Count of Valois, brother of 
Philippe le Bel, King of France; and on his assurance, 
that if Gui did not conclude peace with the King 
within a year, he should be at liberty to return. 
Notwithstanding which, he was on his arrival in Paris, 
treacherously seized by the Kingand imprisoned. He 
was accompanied by his sons, Robert and William, 
and by fifty seigneurs, who had been willing to share 
his fate. All these were in like manner seized and 
imprisoned. These fifty names, says Le Glay, de- 
serve to be handed down to posterity ; for in them 
was personified, so to speak, at this mournful period 
the whole Flemish nationality. Accordingly, he 
gives a list of them, which includes Jean de Bailleul. 
This Jean de Bailleul must have been a son of Sohier 
I., for there is no trace of any family of Bailleul 
in Flanders at this time except that of Doulieu : and 
considering the relations which had existed between 
Baudouin V. and Sohier de Bailleul and the Count 
Gui, it was no more than might have been expected 
that one of this family should have accompanied the 
Count on this occasion. 

On the i6th of January 1305, N.S., a trtice 
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was concluded with France, which gave liberty to 
the captives, and they returned to Flanders in May, 
with the exception of the Count, Gui, who died in 
his prison at Pontoise on the 7th of March. ' L'Art 
de Verifier les Dates,' vol. xiii. p. 328. 

Jean de Bailleul and Pierre de Bailleul, with 
several other knights, signed letters, dated 2nd June 
1320, by which Robert, Count of Flanders, declared 
that, desiring before his death to secure peace to his 
country, and to provide for the concord and friend- 
ship which ought to exist between his dear sons, 
Louis Count of Nevers and Robert of Flanders, and 
to take away all occasions and matters of quarrel 
and debate, which could arise between them after 
his death, relative to the successions which should 
come to them by the death of Yolande, Countess of 
Nevers, their mother, and of Marguerite, formerly 
Queen of Sicily and Countess of Tonnerre, their 
aunt ; at the request of his said sons and with their 
consent, he divided between them the said successions 
in the manner therein mentioned. By reason of this 
division Robert renounced the lands of Alost, 
Grammont, the Four Metiers, and the Pays de Waes 
which had been previously assigned to hipi. See 
Sohier II. 

L. Jean III, de Bailleul 

was the eldest son of Jean II. At the coronation 
of I'hilippe de Valois, King of France, at Reims, 
in 1328, Louis, Count of Flanders, attended with a 
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retinue of twenty-six knights. It was the privilege of 
the Counts of Flanders to carry the royjJ sword before 
the King at his coronation. At the proper moment 
in the ceremony, a herald cried with a loud voice, 
' Count of Flanders, if you are here, come and per- 
form your duty.' The Count made no answer. The 
herald repeated the summons twice Still no answer. 
At length the Count approached the King, and said 
' Monseigneur, if I had been called Louis of Nevers 
instead of Count of Flanders, I should have come 
sooner.' ' How,' said the King, ' are you not Count of 
Flanders?' 'Sire,' answered Louis,' I bear the name, 
but the name only. The people of Brtiges, Ypres, 
Poperingue and Cassel have they not thrust me out 
of my signiory ?' ' Good cousin,' said the King, ' I 
swear to you, by the unction which I have received 
this day, that I will not return to Paris until I have 
seen you restwed to the possession of the county 
of Flanders.' ' My dear lord, grand merci,' said the 
Count, kissing the King's hands. 2 Le Glay, 380. 

Faithful to his promise, the King invaded 
Flanders with a great army; and on the 23rd of 
August 1328 won the battle of Cassel; whereupon ■ 
all the neighbouring towns submitted. The King 
went to Ypres, which, however, he did not deign 
to enter ; and left there Jean de Bailleul, as gover- 
nor, to command there in his name. 2 Le Glay, 388. 
I Sanderus, 344^ 

This, probably, led to his marriage with Catherine 
Belle, who belonged to a patrician family of Ypres. 
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On the 27th February 1331, O.S., Jeanne de 
Bretagne, Lady of Cassel, promised to indemnify 
Jean de Bailleul, Chevalier, from the loss and damage 
he might sustain in consequence of his having become 
pledge and surety for the said lady to the Count of 
Flanders in reference to the custody and guardianship 
of Jean and Yolande de Flandre, children of the 
said Lady of Cassel and of the deceased Robert de 
Flandre, her husband. 

On' the last day of March 1336 a treaty was 
concluded at Dendermonde between Louis, Count of 
Flanders, and Jean, Duke of Brabant, on the subject 
of the signiory of the town of Mechlin, and the 
signiory of the stream of the Scheldt These letters 
are sealed by the nobles of Flanders and Brabant, 
and amongst them by Jean de Bailleul, Seigneur de 
Doulieu. 

Oh Saint Valentine's Day 1338 a commission was 
given to 'nobles hommes' Jean de Bailleul and Jean 
de Clarond, and to Jean Salstre to hold an inquest 
concerning the rebellions of the town of Berghes. 

Jean de Bailleul sealed the act of confederation 
between Jean IIL, Duke of Brabant, and Louis, 
Count of Flanders, concluded at Ghent, the 3rd of 
December 1339 ; a confederation to which the nobles 
as well as the towns of the two provinces were 
parties. 

Lambin, in his ' Ch&telains d'Ypres,' stales that 
Jean de Bailleul, Seigneur de Doulieu, was a party 
to this treaty, as representing, .tbgether with Jean 
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Passchariss and Roger de Lichtervelde, Chevaliers, 
the town of Ypres. 

This act of confederation is preserved at Lille 
and at Ypres in duplicate originals. The substance 
of it is printed in 'L'Inventaire de Chartes &c, de la 
Ville d'Ypres,' torn. 2 p. 109, N. 504, and it is ana- 
lysed in 3 Kervyn, ' Histoire de Flandre,' p. 230. 

In the church of Beaupr^ les la Gorgue, in the 
middle of the choir, there was formerly a tomb with 
the arms of Bailleul-Doulieu and this inscription : 
' Chy gist messire Jehan de Balloeul, chevalier, 
jadis Marischaulx de Flandres, filius messire Jehan 
de Baillceul ; qui trespassa en I'an de grace 1341, la 
nuist de Saint Martin {i i. November) pri^ pour I'Sme 
de ly.' Arras MSS. 358, p. 142. 

Jean III. de Bailleul had by his wife, Catherine 
Belle, one son Pierre II. de Bailleul. 

L. Catherine Belle 
was daughter of Francois Belle, Seigneur of 
Boesinghe, and of Beatrice van Loo. Francois 
Belle was avou^ of the hospital van Belle at Ypres, 
and died 6th April, 1 330. Bealrixvan Loo died 22nd 
June 1316. Catherine Belle died in 1366. She be- 
queathed to the H6pital van Belle at Ypres the yearly 
sum of 15 escalins for the celebration of the anniver- 
sary of her husband's death. See Appendix, No. 19. 
M. Pierre II. de Bailleul, 

Chevalier, Seigneur de Doulieu and Mar^chal of 
Flanders, in April 1369, married Jeanne, daughter of 
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/ Arnoul de Cr^quy, Sire de Sains, de Rainboval et 
/ de Bavinchove, 

In January 1385, N.S., Louis de Male, Count of 
Flanders, was buried in the church of Saint Pierre 
at Lille with great pomp. Froissart describes the 
ceremonies performed on that occasion. He says 
that Sir Peter de Bailleul was appointed as one of 
the lords of Flanders to convoy the body from the 
Abbey of Loo. He was near the body, and was 
supported by Guyot de Lompr^ and John, Lord 
of Lamberticourt. Froissart, Johnes' ed., book ii. 
c. 147, Buchon's ed. book ii. c. 217. 

Later in the same year Pierre de Bailleul was 
killed. Froissart thus describes the affair. * The 
Lord Bourchier, who had the government of Ghent 
by order of the King of England, and the captains 
of the commonalty, Francis Ackerman, Peter Dubois, 
and Peter Nuitre, had been busily employed during 
the truce in strengthening and victualling the town 
of Ghent, as well as the castle of Gauvre, and all 
other places under their obedience. The Duke of 
Burgundy, in consequence of the renewal of the war, 
had reinforced the garrisons of his towns and castles 
in Flanders with men and stores. Sir Guy de 
Pontarlier, Marshal of Burgundy, remained in garri- 
son in the town of Ardembourg, with Sir Rafflart 
de Flandre, Sir John de Jumont, Sir Henry de 
Going, the Lord of Mortigny in Ostrevant, the Lord 
de Longueval, Sir John de Bemecte, Sir Peter de 
Bailleul, Belle Fourri^re, Phelippot de Ganey, 
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Raoullin de la Folic, and several more, to the amount 
of 200 combatants. They determined to make an 
excursion into the Quatre Metiers, and to ravage 
that country ; for, much provision was carried from 
thence into Ghent They therefore, having fixed on 
a day for this enterprise, armed themselves and 
marched thither. The same day that the French 
had fixed on for their expedition about 2000 deter- 
mined men had sallied out of Ghent under the com- 
mand of Francis Ackerman. Accidentally they found 
themselves in a village in the midst of the French. 
When they had reconnoitred each other, they saw a 
battle was unavoidable. The French instantly dis- 
mounted, and grasping their lances, advanced on the 
enemy. The Ghent men, who were as numerous, 
did the same. The combat began sharply ; but the 
Ghent men advanced into a pass, which was much to 
their loss, where the battle was more severe. Many 
gallant deeds were done, and many beaten down. Sir 
Rafflart de Flandre in that place showed the greatest 
courage ; and the knights and squires engaged the 
Ghent men with determined valour, as indeed it be- 
hoved them to do ; for quarter was given to none. 
At last the Ghent men, by having superior numbers, 
gained the field, and the French were obliged to 
mount their horses, or they would have been slain ; 
for their opponents much outnumbered them. In 
this encounter were killed Sir John de Bemecte, 
Sir Peter de Bailleul, Belle Fourriere, Phelippot de 
Ganey, Raoullin de la Folie and many others ; die 
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more the pity ! The rest were obliged to fly and re- 
enter Ardembourg, or they would inevitably have 
been killed.' Froissart, Johnes' ed. 157 ; Buchon's 
ed. book ii. 225. 

Froissart does not give the date ; but in the pre- 
ceding chapter, 156, it isstated, that John de Vienne, 
Admiral of France, sailed to Scotland, to carry on the 
war against the English at the expiration of the truce ; 
and this did not expire until May 1385 ; and in the 
previous chapter, 1 5 5, Froissart had described the fes- 
tivities at the marriage of the Duke of Bui^undy's 
daughter, which took place on the 1 2th of April, r 385, 

The date is, however, supplied by the inscription 
on Pierre de Bailleul's tomb. He was buried at 
Gosnay-les-B6thune ; and the inscription is to be 
found in the public library at Arras, vol. 358, MSS. 
pp. 147 and 437. 

Epitaph in the choir of the Chjirtreuse at Gonnay : 
' Chi gist messire Pierre de Bailleul, chevalier, jadis 
Marescals de Flandres, fius monseigneur Jehan de 
Bailluel, qui trespassa en I'an de grace mccclxxxv. 
le xxvi jour du mois de may. Priez a Dieu pour 
I'dme de luy.' 

' Chi gist madame Jenne de Kerky, dame de 
Douxlieu, jadis feme monseigneur Pierre de Bailluel ; 
qui trespassa I'an de grace Mccc' The rest was 
not finished. She was living in 1405 ; and accord- 
ing to Gailliard, 6 ' Bruges et le Franc,' p. 204, she 
was buried at Nieuport. 

On the monument were twelve escutcheons : viz. 
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Bailleul impaling Cr^quy, differenced with a bdton, 
at the top of the marble ; the same at the bottom ; 
and five on each side ; i. Bailleul- Doulieu, a saltire 
vair, 2. Ghistelles, a chevron, ermine. 3. A lion. 
4. 3 lions. 5. Belle, six bells. Those on the lady's 
side were, i. Cr^uy, with a baton. 2. Auxy, 
cheeky. 3. Cr^quy. 4. Barry of twelve, over all 
a b&ton. ■ 5. Bavinchove, barry of six, a label of 
three points. 

Pierre II.de Bailleul had five sons: Jean; Pierre, 
who was the ancestor of the Bailleuls of Eecke; 
Sohier; Jacques, and Arnoul. He is said to have 
had a daughter, named Laurence. 

M. Jeanne de Cr^quy 

was daughter of Arnoul de Cr^quy, Chevalier, Sei- 
gneur of Rainboval, Sains les Fressin, Granges, 
Planques, Avondances, Bavinchove and Eecke, and 
of Marie d'Auxy, and granddaughter of Baudouin 
de Cr^quyand Jeanne de Bavinchove. App. No. 20. 

The marriage contract of Baudouin de Cr^quyand 
Jeanne de Bavinchove was In Latin. It described 
Baudouin as son of" Hugh, and was sealed with a seal, 
bearing the inscription ' Sigillum Hugonis de Cr^quy.' 

The father declared that he had settled the lands 
of Rainboval, Avelines and Basinghen, with the 
consent of Crestienne, his wife, on his son. On the 
side of Cr^quy appeared, as relations, the Sire de 
Crdquy, the Seigneurs of Rhony, Piennes, Besvre, 
Saint Omer, and Zult-Piennes, with Enguerran de 
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Cr^quy, Bishop of Cambrai. On the side of the 
lady appeared Messire Jean de Bavinchove, who 
gave his daughter the Chateau of Staple .and the 
lands of Eecke. She had afterwards, in 1296, the 
lands of her name. The marriage took place in 
1289, in which year the contract of marriage was 
dated. Add. MSS. British Museum, 27941. 

Add. MSS. N. 27940 says of this contract 
' Ce titre est de I'an 1 2S9, et repose chez madame 
la baronne de Sassignyes, dame de Bavinchove,' 
p. 40. 

Amoul de Cr^quy, their eldest son, was Seigneur 
of Rainboval, Sains les Fressin, Granges, Planques, 
Avondances, Bavinchove and Eecke. He married 
in 1347 Marie d'Auxy, daughter of Jean, Sire et 
Baron d'Auxy. Amoul de Cr^quy was Grand- Bailli 
of Saint Omer and Governor of Oisy. He died in 
1384, and with his wife is buried at Sains. 

By a document, dated 6th April, 1 369, of which 
a copy is preserved in the archives at Lille, Amoul 
de Cr^uy, described as Sires de Sains, de Rain^ 
boval et de Bavinchove, after reciting the contract 
for the intended marriage between Pierre de Bail- 
leul. Sire de Douchlieu et de Poulre, and Jeanne, 
daughter of Amoul, promised to pay as her marriage 
portion, 5300 francs of gold, 'cincq mile et trois 
cens francs d'or et de pois du cinq du Roi nossei- 
gneur ; ' and he charged his lands of Bavinchove and 
Eecke with payment of the same at the rate of 300 
francs a year. 
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It seems strange that the substance of the 
Cr^uy-Bavinchove marriage contract and a copy of 
the BaiUeul-Crdquy marriage contract should have 
been preserved. 

After the death of Pierre de Bailleul his widow 
instituted a suit in die Court of Cassel against ho- 
brother, Pierre de Cr^quy, seeking to charge the 
estate cX. Bavinchove with the payment of 450 francs 
of gold, balance of the 5300 francs above mentioned. 
In stating the account she gave credit for 1900 
francs, the price at which her father had sold Eecke 
to her or her husband. In answer to this Pierre de 
Cr^quy made a statement of defence, setting forth 
the grounds on which he resisted this claim ; which 
seem to have been as follows : By the marriage con- 
tract J 000 francs were to be paid on the marriage, 
leaving 4300, of which two thirds were to be borne 
by Eecke and one third by Bavinchove. When, 
therefore, Eecke was taken by the complainant, two 
thirds of the debt ought to be considered as ex- 
tinguished ; and if so, the payments which had been 
made were more than sufficient to satisfy the pro- 
portion charged ran Bavinchove. If this were not so, 
he relied on an account, stated between his father 
and Pierre de Bailleul at B^thune, shortly after 
Easter 1382, according to which the amount then 
owing was 2407 francs, 1 3 sols and 1 3 deniers ; since 
which time two sums of 100 francs and 53 francs 
had been paid ; whereby the balance was reduced to 
a sum less than that now claimed. He alleged also

that the sale of Eecke had been obtained by Pierre 
de Bailleul from his father, Emoul de Cr^uy, 
during his last illness, by undue influence and at an 
undervalue. 

The case was appointed to be heard on the mor- 
row of Quasimodo, i.e. the Monday next after 
Easter week, 1392 ; but the result does not appear. 
See Appendix, Nos. 21, 22. 

It is stated, however, in the Cr^quy pedigree. 
Add. MSS. 27941, that Jfcanne de Cr^quy purchased 
the lands of Bavinchove. 

The date of the death of Jeanne de Cr^quy has 
not been ascertained ; but she was living in 1405. 
'Jeanne de Cr^quy ^pousa Pierre de Bailloeul, 
seigneur de Douxlieu, dont sont issus ceux de 
Bailleul en Flandre. Elle ^tait dame de Bavin- 
chove et d'Eecke ; comme il parait par un titre de 
I'an 1405, dans lequel elle est dite veufve de feu 
noble, homme, puissant et redoubt^ seigneur, Pierre 
de Bailleul, seigneur de Douxlieu, chevalier. En 
mains de monsieur de Cr^quy Langlas.' Add. 
MSS. 27940, p. 40, 

She was buried at Nieuport, 6 ' Bruges et le 
Franc/ 204. 

The mother of Jeanne de Bavinchove, who 
married Baudouin de Cr^quy in 1289, was Allix de 
N^donchel, of N^donchel, near Saint Pol in Artois. 

The family of Criquy was very ancient In 
Add. MSS. British Museum, No. 27941, their 
descent is traced from Amolph Sire de Cr^uy in 
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888. But, P^re Anselme is content to begin with 
Ramelin, who founded the Abbey of Ruisseauville 
in 986. 

The ancient chronicle of Hainaut, Jacques de 
Guise, and Le P^re Malbranq, all assert that the 
House of Cr^quy descended from a younger son of 
one of the first Counts of Boulogne, who had for 
his portion all the lands, bounded on the south by 
the river Canche, on the west by the Boulonnais, on 
the north and east by the rivers Temois and Lys ; 
and the lands of which the family of Cr^quy were 
possessed were in fact situated within those limits. ' 
However that may be, says the MS., we shall com- 
mence the genealogy of the Seigneurs de Cr^quy 
according to the genealogical book of the herald of 
the Pays-Bas, which was copied in 1420 by order of 
Philippe le Bon, Duke of Burgundy. According 
to this MS. there were at various limes not less than 
twenty-four branches of the family. 

The elder line failed on the death of Jean, Sire 
de Crdquy, who was killed at the battle of Saint 
Quentin in 1557- Marie, his sister and heir, married 
Gilbert de Blanchefort Her son, Antoine de 
Blanchefort, took the name and arms of Cr^uy, and 
was father of Charles, Sire de Crdquy, Prince de Pois, 
Due de Lesdiguieres, Peer and Marshal of France, 
who was killed 1 7th March, 1 638. 

Baudouin, Sire de Cr^quy, was in 1007 with the 
French army at the siege of Valenciennes ; and so 
distinguished himself there by his bravery that he

was created the first Baron of Artois. He took for 
his war-cry ' A Cr^quy Cr^quy le grand baron,' and 
for his motto ' Nul ne s'y frotte.' It was the common 
saying of him and his father, that it was better not 
to attack them. At a subsequent period the cry was 
joined to the motto, which became ' A Crdquy Crdquy 
le grand baron, nul ne s'y frotte.' 

Raoul, his great grandson, was at the Crusade in' 
1 148 with his two brothers, Roger and Godefroi, 
who were killed there. He himself lay among the 
dead ; but, it being observed that he had signs of life, 
and as he was richly dressed, the Saracens saved his 
life in the hope of a good ransom. He remained in 
slavery ten years ; at the end of which he reappeared 
in France. Tradition says that he arrived at the 
ChSteau of Cr^quy the very morning that his wife, 
Mahaut de Craon, believing him to be dead, was 
going, at the solicitation of her brother, the Seigneur 
de Craon, to marry the Seigneur de Renty. 

In 1209 Geoffrey, younger son of Raoul de 
Cr^quy and Mahaut de Craon, together with the 
Seigneur de Moreul, brought from the holy land the 
relic of the holy tear (la Sainte Larme) which they 
deposited in the abbey of S^lincourt. The re- 
cords of the abbey vouch for the truth of this 
fact 

The Mar^chal de Heilly, who was killed at 
Agincourt, belonged to this family ; Philippe de 
Cr^uy, his paternal great grandfather, having taken 
the name and arms of Hetlly, the Mar^chal w^ 
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brother of Agnes de Heilly, who married Jacques 
de Bailleul. 

In 1 396 the Christians lost the battle of Nicopolis, 
in which more than 300 French lords were taken 
prisoners. Among them was the Seigneur de Heilly. 
The victorious Bajazet caused the prisoners to be 
ranged in a line before him, and ordered them to be 
cut in pieces before his eyes. When the Sultan 
came to the Sire de Heilly, he recognised him as 
a valiant knight, whom he had formerly seen at the 
court of his father, Amurath. The Prince caused 
him to be withdrawn from the rank, and gave him 
his life. Then the Seigneur de Heilly besought him 
to spare those that remained ; and interested him by 
the promise of a considerable ransom. The Sultan 
relented, and charged Heilly to examine the rest of 
the prisoners, and to inform him exactly of their 
■names and qualities ; which was done. The principal 
of those that remained were, Jean de Bourgogne, 
Comte de Nevers ; Philippe d'Artois, Comte d'Eu, 
Constable of France ; the Sires of Couci and Bar, 
and the Seigneur de la Tr^moille. The Turk sent 
the Sire de Heilly on his parole to France, to procure 
the ransom of the prisoners, which was fixed at 
200,000 ducats. Heilly hastened to the Court ot 
France, to give an account to Charles VI. of the 
rout of Nicopolis ; and then went to the Duke of 
Burgundy, who gave him a great reception, and 
charged him with presents for Bajazet. Heilly then 
returned with all speed ; and the Turk was so satis

fied with his exactitude that he set him at liberty. 
Heilly went again to France, and returned to Turkey 
with the ransom of the French lords, whom he 
brought back to their country, after having taken 
leave of the Sultan, who made him a present of 
20,cxx) out of the 200,000 ducats which were to be 
paid. On his return he was made Marshal of 
Guienne, and in 1412 Marshal of France. 

He went with the constable, Saint Pol, to defend 
die frontiers against the English, and was killed at 
Agincourt in 1 4 1 5. 

N. Jean IV. de Bailleul, 

Seigneur de Doulieu, Mar^chal de Flandre and 
Chamberlain to Jean sans Peur, Duke of Burgundy 
and Count of Flanders. On the i6th of November, 
1391, Jean de Bailleul, then being a knight, appeared 
before the Court of the Lady of Cassel on behalf 
of his mother and himself, in the suit against his 
uncle, Pierre de Cr^quy, which has been already 
mentioned. 

Marguerite de Male, Duchess of Burgundy and 
Countess of Flanders, died on the 21st March, 1405, 
N.S., and was succeeded by her son, Jean sans Peur. 
On the 2ist April following, Jean sans Peur made 
his solemn entry into Ghent ; and having taken the 
usual oath to maintain the franchises and privileges, 
gave permission to the deputies of the four divisions 
of Flanders, viz. Ghent, Bruges, Ypres, and Le 
Franc, to make known their grievances and require;- 
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ments ; which they accordingly did. On this occasion 
the town of Ypres was represented by Jean de 
Bailleul, Victor de Lichtervelde, and Baudouin de 
Meedom. The principal requests made by the 
deputies were, that the Duke should reside tn 
Flanders ; that he should maintain the privileges, 
usages and customs, which the Flembgs had enjoyed 
before the accession of Philippe le Hardi ; that he 
should make a commercial treaty with England ; 
and that the Flemish language alone should be used 
in all their communications with the Duke and his 
officers. (3 Kervyn de Lettenhove, 54, 58.) 

In 1408 Jean sans Peur, Duke of Burgundy and 
Count of Flanders, went to the assistance of his 
brother-in-law, John of Bavaria, Bishop of Li^ge, 
whom the Li^geois were tfien besieging at 
Maastricht. On the 23rd September, the Duke 
attacked the Li^eois cat the plain of Othey, and 
totally defeated them, with a loss on their side of 
24,000 men. Many great lords, says Monstrelet, 
attended the Duke of Burgundy on this expedition : 
among them were from Flanders Sir John and Sir 
Louis de Guystelle, the Lord de Hames, Sir John 
de Bailleul, Sir Collard de Fosseux, and others, the 
principal nobles of the country. (Monstrelet, Johnes' 
translation, vol. ii. pp. 42, 44 ; Chroniques de Mon- 
strelet, Paris, 1503, vol. i. p. 77.) 

On the 14th December, 1409, the Duke of Bur- 
gundy appointed Messire Jean de Bailleul, le Sei- 
gneur de Poudtes, Messire Louis de Moerbeke, 
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Bailli of Ypres, Robert de Capples, BailH of Bruges, 
and Godefroi le Sauvage, Receiver- General of Flan- 
ders and Artois, commissioners for the renewal of 
the law and auditing the accounts of Ypres. (Ar- 
chives d'Ypres, charte N. 2322 ; Diegerich, ' Chartes 
et Documents aux Archives de la ville d'Ypres/ vol. 
iii. 25, vol. vii. 123.) 

Every year the municipal council of Ypres had 
to be renewed ; and on this occasion the Count of 
Flanders sent some of his council to preside at the 
elections, and to receive the oath of fidelity of those 
who were newly elected. The members of the 
magistracy were called 'Messieurs de la loi d'Ypres,' 
and the proceeding was called 'le renouvellement 
de la loi.' 

When Sanderus wrote, there was in the Church 
of Saint Walburg at Bruges an image of the Virgin 
in relief (' ectypon Virginis '), the gift of Jean de Bail- 
leul, first Syndic of Bruges. 

In November, 1414, Jean de Bailleul purchased 
of Jean sans Peur the lands of Oudenem, in the 
parishes of Nipkerke, Steenwerke and Caestre, for the 
sum of 2,000 livres, money of Flanders. The deed 
of conveyance contains a lamentable account of the 
Duke's necessities, which compelled him to part with 
some of his domains. It states that Oudenem was 
held of the lordship of Dendermonde, and had 
formerly been confiscated from a de Bailleul, one 
of Jean de Bailleul's ancestors ; that the lordship 
of Dendermonde had only been acquired by the 
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Duke's maternal grandfather, Louis de Male ; and 
he chose rather to sell what was so recently acquired 
than any portion of his ancient domains. See Ap- 
pendix, No. 23. 

Jean de BaiUeul is named by Monstrelet as one 
of the persons of note who were killed on the side 
of the French at Agincourt in 1415. 

' II y a tout lieu i croire,' says de Belleval, ' que ce 
Jean de BaiUeul, tu6 Ji Azincour, appartenait k la . 
famille flamande, dont I'^cusson 6tait de gueules 
au sautoir de vain Ce Jean de BaiUeul accom- 
pagna le due de Bourgogne en 1408, et assista ^ la 
bataille de Tongres.' (De Belleval, 'Azincour,' p. 141.) 

This conjecture of de Belleval is proved to be 
correct. Jean de BaiUeul, ' Seigneur de Doulieu, 
Chevalier, Chambellan de Monseigneur le due de 
Bourgogne,' was captain of the town and casde of 
Nieuport at the yeju-ly salary of 200 livres. On the 
22nd October, 1415, he gave a receipt for half a 
year's salary. In the following January Sohier de 
BaiUeul was appointed captain of the town and 
castle of Nieuport, in, the place of his brother, Jean 
de BaiUeul, deceased. The battle of Agincourt was 
fought on the 25th October, 1415. The receipt, 
signed by Jean de BaiUeul on the 22nd October, 
1415, discloses the fact that his salary was not due 
until the 26th. No doubt it was paid in advance, to 
enable him to proceed to the war. He was then at 
Lille on his way to join the French army, and was 
kiUed three days later. See Appendix, No. 24, 
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Jean IV. de Bailleul left two sons, Pierre IV. 
and Louis. 

N. SoHiER III. DE Bailleul, 

Chevalier, Garennier of the West Dunes of Flan 
ders. Captain of the town and castle of Nieuport. 

On the 6th January, 1406, N. S., Sohler de Bail- 
leul gave a receipt to ' Messeigneurs des Coraptes de 
son tres redoubt^ Seigneur, Monseigneur le due de 
Bourgogne, &c., fetants a Lille,' for the sum of 3 
livres, 6 sous, and 6 deniers, money of Flanders, for 
his salary as Garennier of the West Dunes of Flan- 
ders. See Appendix, No. 25. 

On the 6th May in the same year he gave a 
similar receipt. On the 4th January, 1424, N. S., he 
gave a receipt for ten livres, for three payments of 
his salary, which became due in May, September, 
and January. 

But by letters, dated 30th May, 1424, this salary 
was abolished. See Appendix, No. 26. 

The accounts of the town In the Archives at 
Nieuport state that in June 1412 the Sovereign 
Bailli of Flanders came to visit the town of Nieuport, 
for the purpose of examining the ' materiel ' for the 
defence of the place. He was received there by 
Sohier de Bailleul, bailli of the town, and Jean de 
Bailleul, captain of Nieuport On the occasion of 
this visit they purchased one cannon (pierrier) in 
metal, and forged another. 

On the death of his brother, Jean de Bailleul, 
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who, as already stated, was killed at Agincourt, 
Sohier de Bailleul was appointed captain of the 
town and cjistle of Nieuport See Appendix, Nos. 
27, 28 and 29, which contains an inventory of the 
military stores in the castle. 

The accounts of the town of Nieuport state that 
in August 1427 the street leading to the Crane 
Poorte (Porte de la Grue) which was then inhabited 
by Sohier de Bailleul (Z^hers van Belle) was paved. 
A painting of the fifteenth century in the town-hall 
at Nieuport shows the Crane Poorte *ith the crane 
for lifring weights in front of it 

This gate is now called ' Porte du Quai.' 

The same accounts, 1428, state also, that the 
inhabitants of Nieuport deputed the baiUi and cap- 
tain de Bailleul to go to the Duke of Burgundy, who 
was then before Zevenberghe in Holland; and that 
he remained a long time in Holland with the 
Duke. 

It has been stated that in 1424 the salary of the 
Warrener of the West Dunes was abolished. That 
of the Warrener of the East Dunes was abolished 
also. This was part of a general scheme of retrench- 
ment, which was carried into effect about this time. 
Philip le Bon suspended payment of all pensions, 
in consideration of the great expenses he had been 
obliged to meet in payment of his father's debts, and 
to defray the cost of the war, of the celebration of 
the marriages of his sisters, the Countess of Riche- 
rtiont, the Duchess of Bedford, and the Countess of 
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Clermont ; and the maintenance of the households of 
himself and the Duchess, Bonne d'Artois, his wife. 
He abolished several offices and fixed the personnel 
of his household on the following footing, viz., 9 che- 
valiers, 24 chamberlains, one head mattre-d'hdtel, 4 
maltres-d'hdtel serving quarterly, 12 panetiers, 2 
aides de paneterie, 8 sommeliers, 1 2 ^chansons, 
12 buyers tranchants, 6 valets servants, 4 valets 
de sommiers, 14 ^cuyers d'^curie, 2 premiers valets 
and 1 2 valets de chambre, 1 2 chevaucheurs chevau- 
chants, 12 archers, 7 secretaires, 2 garde-huches, 
I garde des joyaux, 1 tailleur de robes, i fourreur, 
1 tapissier, i .cordonnier, i peintre, i valet de 
garde-robes, 2 ^piciers et apothicaires, i chirurgien, 
I confesseur, i aum6nier, i sous-aumdnier, i chape- 
Iain des mjiltres-d'h6tel, 2 clercs de chapelle, r roi 
des ribauds, i roi d'armes de Flandre, i h^raut, 3 
trompettes de guerre, 1 trompette de menestriers, 
3 fauconniers, &c., &c. (' Inventaire des Archives 
D^partementales du Nord,' vol. il p. 151.) 

Gailliard states (6 Bruges et le Franc, 203) 
that Sohier de Bailleul died on the ist of June, 1428 ; 
and that his wife, Barbe Van de Walle, died in 1433 ; 
and that both were buried in the church at Nieuport. 
He describes their monument and g^ves the inscrip- 
tion, which is in Flemish. 

N. Arnoul de Bailleul. 
On the i6th August, 141 1, the men of Nieuport, 
who were called out to join the army of Jean sans 
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Peur, Duke of Burgundy, were placed under the 
command of Amoul de BaUleuI. (Archives de 
Nieuport, Comptes de la Ville.) 

In 1412, Amoul de Bailleul, Claeys Stevenin, 
Ricquaerd Biese, and Jacques de Ceughelare, were 
sworn in ^chevins of Nieuport, (Ibid.) 

N. Jacques de Bailleul, 

son of Pierre de Bailleul and Jeanne de Cr^uy, 
was Seigneur of Bavinchove. He married in 1410 
Agnes, daughter of Mathieu de Heilly, Seigneur de 
Heilly. 

' The Mar^chal de Heilly, brother of Agnes, 
having been killed at the battle of Agincourt, she 
caused her only son by Jacques de Bailleul to take the 
name and arms of Heilly. But he died unmarried 
in 1431. She survived her husband, Jacques de 
Bailleul, and afterwards married Messire Bojoye 
d'Inchy, ChStelain of Douai.' (Add. MSS. 27941, 
P- 32.) 

Agnes de Heilly gave the lands of Heilly and 
Pas to Marie d'Agricourt, daughter of Pierre and of 
Jeanne de Belloy her cousin. (Le Carpentier, 680.) 

o. Jacques de Bailleul, afterwards Heilly, 

was son of Jacques de Bailleul and Agnes de Heilly. 
(Le Carpentier, 680.) 

There seems to be no reason to doubt that he 
was the Jacques de Heilly whom Monstrelet states 
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to have been killed at Bouchoir. As heir of his 
uncle, the Mar^chal de HeiUy, whom Monstrelet 
always calls ' Helly,' he would be a man of some 
importance. But the fact that he was not a knight 
denotes that he was quite a young man, and his 
conduct shows his want of experience. ' The Duke 
of Burgundy,' says Monstrelet, 'advanced to P^ronne, 
and sent forward Sir Thomas Kiriel, an English- 
man, James de Helly, Daviod de Poix, Antolne de 
Vienne and others, with five or six hundred comba- 
tants, by way of vanguard, to post themselves at 
Lihons in Santerre. The Duke in the meantime 
was preparing to follow them, having intention to 
lodge at Guerbigny, to wait for the arrival of the 
main body of his men. 

' It happened that these captains, whom the Duke 
had sent in advance, dislodged one morning from 
their quarters at Lihons, and took the road toward 
Guerbigny in separate bodies, without keeping any 
order on their march or sending scouts forward, as 
experienced men at arms always do, more especially 
when near their enemies. Gerard, Bastard de 
Brimeu, Governor of Roye, now joined them with 
about forty combatants, and they advanced together 
to a town called Bouchoir. On their march they put 
up many hares, which they pursued with much 
hooting and hallooing : for, their captains were very 
inattentive in not preserving order ; and many of 
them had not even put on their armour : for which 
neglect they suffered severely, as you shall hear. 
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The same day Poton de Saintrailles had arrived very 
early at Guerbigny, and taking the garrison with 
him, advanced into the open country. He had alto- 
gether full 1,200 fighting men, the greater part well 
experienced in war, whom he led toward Lihons in 
Santerre, and prudently sent scouts before him. 
These, on approaching Bouchoir, heard the shouting 
and saw the state of the enemy, and returned with 
all haste to give an account of what they hjid seen 
and heard. Poton, on hearing this, ordered his men 
instandy to prepare themselves, and led them 
straight to the enemy, admonishing them to do their 
duty well against adversaries no way in a state for 
combat 

' Poton and his men advancing thus suddenly, and 
with a great noise, chained the enemy, and soon 
threw them into confusion ; most part of them were 
unhorsed by the lances of the French. The leaders, 
however, and some others, rallied under the banner 
of Sir Thomas Kiriel, and made a gallant defence: 
but it was in vain ; for, their men were so scattered 
and confused that most of them saved themselves by 
flight as well as they could. 

' Those who had stood their ground were either 
killed or taken ; in the number of the first were 
James de Helly and Anthony de Vienne, with fifty or 
sixty Burgundians and English. From four score to 
a hundred were made prisoners : the chief of whom 
were Sir Thomas Kiriel and two of his kinsmen, 
valiant men at arms, Robert and William Courouan* 
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Sir Daviod de Poix, I'Aigle de Sains, knight, I'Ermite 
de Beauval, and others to the number before men- 
tioned. 

'Sir Gerard de Brimeu attempted to escape after 
the defeat to Roye whence he had come ; but, the 
trappings of his horse being very brilliant with 
silversmith's work, he was closely pursued and carried 
away prisoner with the others. 

'The Duke of Burgundy received the news of 
this unfortunate defeat at P^ronne on the very day 
when it happened. He was greatly affected by it, 
more especially for the loss of James de Helly and 
Anthony de Vienne. 

'Jacques de Helly was buried in the church at 
Compiegne.' (Monstrelet, book ii. c. 98 or 99.) 

In the pedigree of Cr^quy, Jacques de Heilly is 
said to have died in 1431. The date is, perhaps, 
taken from Monstrelet It is difficult to find from 
Monstrelet whether the date is 1430 or 1431. His 
words seem to point rather to 1431 ; but, the fight 
at Bouchoir appears from other authorities to have 
taken place in 1430. At that time Jacques de Heilly 
could not have been more than nineteen years of age. 
The Mar6;hal de Helly of Monstrelet was Jacques 
de Heilly, Seigneur de Heilly et de Pas. He was 
son of Mathieu, Sire de Heilly et de Pas, who was 
son of Jean, Sire de Heilly et de Pas, who was son 
of Philippe de Cr^quy, who took the name and 
arms of Heilly. Philippe's mother was Aelis de 
Heilly, heiress of Heilly. Mathieu de Heilly's 
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mother was Aelis de Pas, heiress of Pas. Heiiiy is 
in the department of the Somme, N.E. of Amiens, 
and a few miles N. of Corbie. Pas is in the Pas-de- 
Calais, N. of Corbie and E. of Doullens. Helly is 
in Auvergne. Monstrelet, speaking of Heilly near 
Corbie, calls it Helly (book ii. c. 184; Johnes, 
Monstrelet, vol. vii. p. 235.) It may have been so 
called at that date. 

Laurence de Bailleul. 
It is stated in the Bailleul pedigree {6 Bruges 
et le Franc) that Pierre de Bailleul and Jean de 
Cr^quy had a daughter, Laurence, who married 
Josse de Brune, Seigneur of Caeskinskerke and 
Chevalier of the Order of Cyprus. This statement 
appears also in the Brune pedigree in the same 
volume ; where it is further stated that Jean, son of 
Josse de Brune and Laurence de Bailleul, and 
Seigneur of Caeskinskerke, rparried a sister of Jeanne 
de Crdquy, his own grandmother. This Cr^quy 
marriage may safely be rejected as a myth, and the 
Bailleul marriage is perhaps not more true. In the 
Cr^quy pedigree in the British Museum (Additional 
MSS. 27941), the de Brune, who married a sister of 
Jeanne de Cr^quy, is named Louis de Brunes, 
Seigneur of Brunes, in Flanders. 

o. Pierre IV. de Bailleul, 
Seigneur de Doulieu and Mar^chal de Flandre, died 
6th March, 1432, and was buriedatNieuport. GailHard 
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gives the following epitaph, and a description of the 
monument of Pierre de Bailleul, who died 6th March, 
MCCCXXXL The arms on the monument include 
those of Cr^quy and Auxy : which proves that the 
date is incorrect ; for, the families of Bailleul and 
Cr^quy were in no way connected until 1369, when 
Pierre de Bailleul married Jeanne de Cr^uy. The 
mistake arose from the omission of one *C' and one 
' I ; ' and the date should be 1432. According to the 
Douai MS., Pierre de Bailleul, Marshal de Flandre 
andSeigneurdeDoulieu, died 6th March, 1432. And 
this is confirmed by a manuscript ^pitaphier de 
Flandre, made in 1531, and now in the possession 
of M. Merghelynck de Beauvoorde of Ypres, which 
gives the epitaph as follows : — . 

' En la grande ^gUse paroischialle en la chapelle 
Notre Dame au coste senestre du dit coeur est une 
lame de cuivre ou est graves ung homme armes de 
toutes pieches. 

' Au dessus, les armories de Bailleul, au sautoir, 
et pour cimier deux t^tes de chien, avec les quartiers 
suivants : Au coste dextre, r. Ghistelles. 2. Belle. 
3. Armorie avec un Uon. 4. Armorie avec un lion. 
Au coste senestre, 5. Armorie echiquet^e. (Auxy.) 
6. Armorie fasc^e avec un lambel. 7. Cr^quy. 
8. Dixmude. Entre ces quartiers " Chy gist Pierre 
de Bailleux, Seigneur de Douxlieux et Maressal de 
Flandres, qui trespassa en Ian de grdce 1432, le vi 
jour de mars. Pries pour lame de ly.' " 

Pierre de Bailleul and Louis, his brother, are 
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named by Sanderus in the list of the nobles of 
Flanders, who went to France in 1421, under Philip 
the Grtjod, to avenge, his father's death. They are 
described as of Nieuport (Sanderus, Flandria illus- 
trata, Supplement to vol. i. p. 9.) 

o. Lours DE Bailleul 
became Seigneur of Doulieu and Oudenem, and 
Mar^chal de Flandre on the death of his brother 
Pierre. He was also Seigneur of Dampierre. 

Henri de Vich, a bourgeois of Ypres, pos- 
sessed a fief, named Oosthove, in the parish of 
Niepkerke or Nieppe, dependent on the Seigneu- 
rie of Dampierre ; and being accused of murder, 
the bailiff of the Seigneurie of Dampierre seized and 
confiscated the fief of Oosthove. The dckevins of 
Ypres contested the right of Louis de Bailleul, on 
the ground, that Henri de Vich being a bourgeois 
of Ypres, his lands were privileged from confisca- 
tion. Pending the suit Louis de Bailleul died. 
The council of Flanders on the rgth January 1453, 
N.S., decided in favour of the ickevins ; and ordered 
restitution of the fief to Henri de Vich. 3 Diegerich, 
' Inventaire des Chartes aux Archives de la Ville 
d'Ypres,' p. 220. 

Again, shortly before his death this Louis de 
Bailleul, as Seigneur of Oudenem, confiscated a fief 
in the parish of Steenwerke, which had been held of 
him by Pierre Debbout. He justified this act oil 
the ground that Pierre Debbout, his vassal, had 
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committed suicide. The land of Oudenem, he said, 
ivas a seigneurie with high and low justice, depend- 
ent oh the court of Dendermonde ; and by reason 
thereof he had, in case of the suicide of a tenant, 
the right of seizure according to the law and feudal 
usages of Flanders. 

Franskin Debbout, the son of Pierre, and his 
guardians, contested this right ; and the magistracy 
of Bruges joined them in the proceedings. They 
insisted that the pretension of Louis de Bailleul, lord 
of Oudenem, could not be supported ; for, although 
Debbout had committed suicide in a fit of madness, 
a malady with which he had notoriously been 
afflicted for more than a year, he was not the less a 
bourgeois of Bruges ; and in that quality he was free 
from confiscation, except in case of an attempt against 
the life of the Duke, the Duchess, the members of 
the reigning family, the Chancellor, the BaiUi or the 
^cout^te ; and moreover, the right of seizure, which 
the defendant claimed, could only be .exercised in 
Flanders when a vassal had endeavoured by suicide 
to escape from criminal proceedings involving confis- 
cation. The council, respecting this franchise of the 
Brugeois, condemned Louis de Bailleul to raise the 
confiscation. (' Archives de la Ville de Bruges,' charte 
No. 1054, 1 2th June, 1450.) From this decision there 
was an appeal to the Parliament of Paris ; pending 
which, Louis de Bailleul died ; and on the 2nd of 
April 1457, the Parliament of Paris rejected the 
appeal, confirmed the judgment of the council of 
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Flanders, and condemned the appellants, the widow 
and children of Louis de Bailleul, in costs. Charte 
No. 1076. 

Louis de Bailleul left by his wife Isabelle de 
Flandre, two sons, Josse or Joseph and Louis. 

'Le Registre de I'Orphelinat, aux Archives 
d'Ypres' for the year 1454, gives a detailed account of 
the seigneuries and property of Louis de Bailleul, 
Seigneur of DouHeu, and of his wife, Isabelle de 
Flandre. All these possessions, in the neighbour- 
hood of Doulieu and Steenwerke, are described in 
detail ; and mention is made of their house at 
NieuporL See Appendix, No. 30. 

The orphans had come with their guardians to 
reside at Ypres. 

o. Isabelle de Flandre 
was daughter of Jean de Flandre, Seigneur de Praet, 
and of Jean van Reygaertsvliet Vredius names her 
Marguerite: i Vredius 'G^n^alogie,' table 16, p, iii. 
2 Vred. ' G^n.' 2 78. But it appears from the ' Registre 
de I'Orphelinat de I'an 1452-3' in the archives at 
Ypres, that her name was Isabelle. See ' L'Inventaire 
de Chartes d'Ypres,' vol. iil p. 220. 

p. Louis II. DE Bailleul 
and his brother Joseph were minors at the time of their 
father's death ; for which reason the account of the 
property of their father and mother already mentioned 
appears in the ' Registre de I'Orphelinat ' of Ypres. 
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On the 13th December 1459 partition was made 
between the brothers in the presence of their rela- 
tions and friends, Messire Louts de Flandre, 
chevalier, Seigneur d'Onl^de ; Roland, Seigneur 
de Poucques, Vicomte d'Ypres ; Pierre de Bailleul, 
Seigneur d|Eecke ; and Victor de Lichtervelde. Aj 
that time Gautier Gilloen, Sire de Coyeghem, and 
Laurent de Bailleul were their guardians. It does 
not appear who this Laurent de Bailleul was. 
Probably he was an uncle of the minors. 

The partition of December 1459 seems to have 
been merely provisional ; for, on the 7th September 
1460, at which time Joseph de Bailleul had attained 
his full age, a new partition was made. In this acte 
Victor de Lichtervelde ts named as a guardian in the 
place of Laurent de Bailleul, The partition was 
finally completed by an acte of the 1 7th December 
1460. ' Archives de la Ville d'Ypres, Reg^stres de 
rOrphelinat a.d. 1461,' fo. 116. See Appendix, 
No. 31. 

Louis II. de Bailleul was still a minor in 
December 1469. He then had for his guardians 
Victor van Lichtervelde and Victor, Seigneur de 
Volmerbeke. Ah account of rents was passed by 
them on the 4th December 1469, in the presence 
of Messire van Pouckes, holding a power of at- 
torney ; and as witnesses, Rt^'er Bollaert, and 
Jean van Lichtervelde, son of Victor, ickemns of 
Ypres. The act mentions that there belonged to 
the orphan, Louis de Bailleul, a rent, which had 
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fallen to him by the death of Messire Jean de 
Flandre, chevalier, Seigneur de Praet, his grand- 
father ; also a rent of lOO livres, due from Messire 
Louis de Flandre, Seigneur de Praet Of the latter a 
sentence of the court of Flanders decreed restitution 
ia several payments. 

Louis de Bailleul is said to have died in 1479. 
6 ' Bruges et le Franc/ 205. 

Jean de Bailleul, who was killed by the Gantois 
in 1476, is said to have been a son of Louis de 
Bailleul and Isabelle de Flandre ; but, it appears from 
the roisters of the Orphdlinat at Ypres, that Louis 
de Bailleul left only two children, Joseph and Louis. 
This Jean may have been Jean Belle, not van Belle. 
The family of Belle of Ypres was of great antiquity ; 
and being noble, the members of it are sometimes 
called, though incorrectly, van Belle. The Josse 
van Belle, mentioned above as dckevin of Ypres in 
February 1507, N.S., was, perhaps, of that fjunily. 

p. Joseph de Bailleul, 

chevalier, Seigneur de Doulieu, de Steenwerke, et 
de Borre, Mar&hal de Flandre, conseiller et cham- 
bellan de I'Archiduc Maximilien, was of age in 1460. 
On the 7th September in that yeju- he gave a release 
to his guardians. These were Messire le Chevalier 
George Belle and Wautier Gilloen, Seigneur de 
Coeyeghem et de Beest. 

Joseph de Bailleul married before September 
1461 Adrienne van Halewyn, Dame de Borre, 
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daughter of Gauthier van Halewyn, Seigneur of 
Halewyn and Bourgmestre of the Franc de Bruges, 
and Marie de Visch, dite de la Chapelle. 

By this marriage his children were, i, Henri, 
who succeeded him; 2, Jacques; 3, Marguerite; 
4, Marie ; 5, Jossine. 

Joseph de Bailleul was Grand-Batlli of Ghent in 
1478. I Sanderus, 88. Le Carpender, 150. 

Q. Jacques de Bailleul 
was Seigneur de Borre, and died in i486. 
Q. Marguerite de Bailleul 
becjune Dame de Borre on the deatii of her brother, 
Jacques. She married Charles de Saint Omer, 
Seigneur de Moerbeke, son of Josse de Saint Omer 
and Jeanne de Hondecoustre. 

Q. Marie de Bailleul 
was Dame H^riti^re de Saemslacht She resided 
at Bruges in 1484^ with her husband, Jacques de 
Bonni^res, Seigneur de la Thienleye et de Fresnes 
near Cond^ They sold the Seigneurie of Saemslacht 
by an act of the 26th of October, i486, which is pre- 
served in the Archives de I'Etat at Bruges in a bundle, 
intituled, ' Notre Dame de Courtrai,* num^ros pro- 
visoires; 93, 95, 102, 147, 159, 160, 161, Jacques de 
Bonni^res was son of Philippe, Seigneur de Sou- 
astre, &c., Chevalier, and chamberlain to Philippe le 
Beau, Count of Flanders, and of Marguerite Fre- 
-mault, Dame de Loos et de Flers. The seigniorial 
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land of Saemslacht was situate in the village of 
Hulste, near Courtrai. It consisted of 54 mesures 
of land and several arriere- fiefs. 

Q. JOSSINE DE BaILLEUL 

married Jean d'Eps, dit de Sellers, Seigneur de 
Doresmteulx. 

Q. Henry II. de Bailleul, 
Chevalier, was Seigneur of Doulleu, Steenwerke 
and Robertmez, and Marsha! of Flanders. 

In August 1497 he went in pursuit of one 
JuUien Weddin or Weems, a notorious criminal, who 
was found in the Seigneurie "of Robertmez ; and in 
order to prevent his escape, shot at him with a cross- 
bow, and unfortunately killed him. For this he sued 
for and obtained a pardon, which will be found in 
the Appendix, No. 32. 

He married Jean van de Walle, daughter of 
Guillaume van de Walle, and had by her four sons 
and one daughter, viz, i Charles de Bailleul, 
2 Archembaud de Bailleul, 3 Josse de Bailleul, 
Chevalier de Rhodes, 4 Andr6 de Bailleul, who 
died unmarried, 5 Marguerite de Bailleul, a nun in 
the convent of Saint Clare at Lille. In the Archives 
of the Hospices Civiles at Ypres there is a small 
parchment in Flemish, dated 7th September 1500, 
concerning the purchase of some lands, situate in the 
parish of MerviUe, belonging to the Hospice du 
Saint-Esprit at Ypres, and held of the Seigneurie of 
■Robertmez. In this document appear Charles de' 
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Vic, Thomas de Joney, GUIes Ynghillaert, Marc 
Chesne and Gilles Heysmid, all 4chevins of the 
Seigneurie of Robertmez, in the name of Messire 
Henri van Belle, Chevalier, Seigneur de Doulieu, 
Steenwerke et Robertmez. See 5 Warnkoenig, 318. 
Henry II. de Bailleul died about the year 1503. 

R, Charles de Bailleul, 
Chevalier, Seigneur de Doulieu et de Steenwerke, 
Mar^chal de Flandre, was the first vassal of the 
Chatellenie of Bailleul ; and on that account the 
Avoud and ^hevins of and council of the town of 
Bailleul petitioned the Emperor and the Archduke 
Charles for leave to raise, by a rate on the inhabit- 
ants of Bailleul, six score livres parisis, as a gift to 
Charles de Bailleul, towards the expenses of his 
approaching marriage ; which leave was granted by 
a charter, dated 26th March 1512. 'Archives de la 
Ville de Bailleul,' ameregistre aux privil^es, fo. 55. 
See Appendix, No. 'i^. 

It appears from the registers of the Bourgeoisie 
of Ypres, that Charles de Bailleul, Seigneur de 
Doulieu, son of Henri de Bailleul, quitted the Bour- 
geoisie of Ypres by an act before the magistrates of 
Ypres 20th January 1510, N.S. 

Sanderus says Charles van Belle was 'consul 
Franconatum' in 1513, vol. i. p. 284. 

He was Hoofdman of the Guild of Archers of 
Saint Sebastian of the town of Bailleul. 

Charles de Bailleul married Jeanne de Cloves, 
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Dame de Roulers, and daughter of Jean de Cleves, 
Chevalier, Seigneur de Ravesteyn, Governor of 
Wyendaele, and of Jeanne de Lichtervelde. She 
was still living in 1546. They had only two 
daughters, Jeanne and Anne de Bailleul. 
■ Charles de Bailleul is styled by Le Carpentier 
' Baron de Doulieu,' p. 451. 

Jeanne de Bailleul, 
Dame de DouUeu et de Steenwerke, eldest daughter 
of Charles de Bailleul, married first in 1530, Jesse 
van Herzeele; secondly, in or before 1539, Robert 
de Montmorency, Seigneur de Wismes, Grand-Bailli 
de Saint Omer ; and thirdly, Philippe, Comte 
d'Eversteyn, a German. She died childless in 1564. 
Robert de Montmorency was Seigneur of Doulieu 
in January 1540, N.S. See Pierre VI, de Bailleul. 
Robert de Montmorency died in 1554. 'L'Art de 
Verifier les Dates.' Paris, 1818, vol. xii. p. 57. 

Anne de Bailleul 
became Dame de DouHeu et de Steenwerke on the 
death of her sister, Jeanne. She married Jean 
.d'Estourmel, Seigneur de Vendeville, Captain of 
Gravelines, son of Pierre d'Estourmel, Seigneur of 
Estourmel, by whom she had several children ; and 
thus the hereditary office of Marshal of Flanders 
jiassed from the family of Bailleul to that of Estour- 
mel, and the Bailleuls of Doulieu came to an end. 

The genealogy of Estourmel will be found in Le 
Carpentier, p. 444. 
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CHAPTER III. 

THE BAILLEULS OF EECKE. 

Eecke was partly in the ChAtellenie of Bailleul, and 
partly in that of Cassel. 

'Eecka, partim Bellanse, partim Casletanje 
ditionis p^us, castro elegand olim instructa fuit, 
veiiatione ac piscinis grata, gentis Bellanse peculium 
ad nupera usque tempora.' 2 Sanderus, p. 559. 

The Seigneurie of Eecke consisted of two dis- 
tinct fiefs, one named Oostovere, held of the feud^ 
court of Bailleul ; the other, named Westovere. Both 
fiefs belonged to the de Bailleuls. No ddnombre- 
ment of Westovere by the Bailleuls has been found. 
Those of Oostovere are at Lille. 

We learn from these that the chateau or maison 
de plaisance was in Oostovere ; and that this fief 
consisted of about icx) mesures of land of which 
36 were arable ; and that it was bounded in part on 
the north, east and south by other lands of the 
Seigneurs of Eecke. 

The mesure varied in different localities. At 
Bourbourg it contained 44 ares : 100 ares, or a 
hectare, are about two acres and a half. 
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In the absence of information respecting Westo- 
vere and the other lands adjoining Oostovere, which 
belonged to the de Bailleuls, the extent of their 
property at Eecke and in its neighbourhood cannot 
be ascertained. 

The Chateau of Eecke was pleasantly situated, 
in the midst of pastures and wood, on undulating 
ground, and in view of a good range of hill, the 
Catsberg, two or three miles distant 

N. Pierre III. de Bailleul, 
Chevalier, Seig^neur of Eecke, was a younger son of 
Pierre de Bailleul and Jeanne de Cr^quy. 

He was Echevin of the Franc de Bruges from 
1405 to 1425 ; and twice during that period Bourg- 
mestre of the Franc. On the 27th June, 141 1, Pierre 
de Bailleul, being then Bourgmestre du Franc, sealed 
with his arms (viz. a saltire vair, in chief an ^bitle ; 
crest, supporters, dexter, a lion ; sinister, a fox ;) a 
certificate of a contract having been acknowledged by 
the parties before the Bourgmestre and ^kevins of 
the Franc. 

This document with the seal appended is in the 
archives at Bruges. ' Melanges G^n^raux.' Chartes, 
No. 393, provisoire. In a deed acknowledged 
before the ichevins of the Franc on the 3rd July 
1417 he is described as ' Pierre van Belle, 6cuyer.' 
He is in later documents described as a knight He 
was father of Amout de Bailleul, who was father of 
Pierre V. de Bailleul, Seigneur of Eecke. 
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o. Arnoul II. DE Bailleul, 
Seigneur of Eecke, married a lady whose name is 
not known; but whose arms were, a chevron be- 
tween three ^toiles. 

He was father of Pierre V. de Bailleul and of 
Barbe de Bailleul, who died 7th February, 1447, and 
was buried at Lampemesse. 6 ' Bruges et le Franc,' 
208. 

p. Pierre V. de Bailleul, 
Seigneur of Eecke, married first, van Ghis- 

telle, by whom he is said to have had a daughter, 
Catherine de Bailleul, wife of Josse van den Berghe, 
Seigneur de Watervliet. She and her husband were 
buried in the chapel of Saint Andrew in the church 
of Handzame under a sumptuous monument with 
four shields of arms, viz. van den Berge, van Haves- 
kerke, Bailleul, and Boudins. The arms of Boudins 
show that she was not the daughter of Pierre de 
Bailleul's first wife, but of his second. Catherine de 
Bailleul died 28th October 1491. Pierre de Bailleul 
married secondly, Catherine Boudins, daughter of 
Jacques Boudins, by whom he had a son Robert, 
and a daughter, the Catherine de Bailleul above 
mentioned. Catherine Boudins died in 1488. 

Q. Robert I. de Bailleul, 
Chevalier, son of Pierre de Bailleul by his wife, 
Catherine Boudins, was Seigneur of Eecke and 
Schoonewalle. He married Jossine van der Helle. 
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daughter of Mathieu van der Helle, Seigneur of 
Planque, and had by her four sons : Robert, Pierre, 
Comeille and Jean. He is said to have had three 
daughters, viz. Jeanne, who married Daniel van 
Heule, Seigneur de Lichtervelde ; Jossine, who mar- 
ried Charles de Briarde, Seigneur de Coye ; and 
Ghislaine, wife of Roland van Heule, by whom she 
had a son, Jacques, who was a most active leader of 
the Calvinists. See i de Coussemaker's ' Troubles,' 
p. 62. Robert I. de Bailleul is said to have died in 
1500. His widow, Jossine van der Helle, died 7th 
December, 15 10. 

R. Robert H. de Bailleul. 

Some time in 1501 Robert de Bailleul presented 
a tUnombrement of a small fief in the quartier of 
Jabbeke and the parish of Stalhille, held of the 
Boui^ of Bruges. A note in the margin states that 
in 1516 this fief belonged to Marguerite de Bailleul 
by the gift of her father. Another note in the mar- 
gin states that Pierre de Bailleul, son of Robert, 
Seigneur of Eecke, sold this fief to Pierre, son of 
Maurice Adaems, on the 19th December 1559. It 
seems most probable that this Marguerite was 
daughter of Robert II. de Bailleul. 

On the 1 8th January, 1503, N.S., Robert de 
Bailleul presented a 4^nombrem&tt oi the Seigneurie 
of Eecke. He must have been the eldest son of 
Robert I. Nothing further is known of him. 
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R. CORNEILLE DE BaILLEUL 

was a younger son of Robert I. de Bailleul and 
Jossine van de Helle. He married Fran^olse van 
Gr^'sperre, daughter of Antoine van Grysperre, 
Echevin du Franc, and had by her a son, Jacques, and 
two daughters, Agnes, wife of Ruth de Boetzelaare, 
Seigneur of Camez ; and Philippotte, wife of Philippe 
de Mamix, Seigneur of Mont Sainte Aldegonde. 

s. Jacques ue Bailleul 
withdrew from Flanders to Burguhdy ; on which 
account his property was confiscated. He returned 
to Bruges, but the confiscation was not revoked ; 
and he died on the 4th September 1566. See 
Appendix, No. 34. 

The following is a translation of the commence- 
ment of the 4tat de biens of Jacques de Bailleul, the 
original being in Flemish : 

State of the goods, fiefs, heritages, rents, houses, 
trees, and other profits, found and left by Messire 
Jacques, of pious memory, son of Corneille de 
Bailleul, son of Messire Robert, Chevalier, Seigneur 
of Eecke, Schoonwalle, &c, who died in the town 
of Bruges 4th September 1566, and is buried in the 
Church of Saint Pierre, in the town of Thorout, in the 
choir, near the sanctuary of the Holy Sacrament, in 
the place of burial of Maltre Roland van Moerkerke, 
counsellor of our august princes, grandfather of his 
mother. In the same place repose his father, noble 
homme, Corneille de Bailleul, and his mother, noble 
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dame, Fran^oise van Grysperre; which ttat de 
biens was made and written by Pierre Lamartyn, 
by order of Louis van Havre, Delegate and Receiver 
of the Administration of Confiscations of Absentees, 
conformably to the publication of the edicts, &c. 
' Archives du Royaume ' at Brussels ; ' Papiers des 
Troubles,' tome 38, fo. 448. See i de Coussemaker, 
' Troubles,' 362. 

It appears from this ^tat des biens, that the pro- 
perty of Jacques de BaiUeul consisted of 

(i) Land in the parish of Adinkerke neai- 

Fumes, held of the signiorial court of 

Noort-Burg. 

(2) Lands in the parish of Wulpen, near 

Furnes, held of the Signiory of Schoude- 
vliet. 

(3) Lands in the parish of Steenkerke, near 

Furnes, and held of the Signiory of 
Palynckbrugghe. 

(4) Lands at Saint Eloy, near Oostburg, held 

of the barony of Jacques van Claerhout, 
Chevalier. 

The little town of Oostburg, formerly in the 
Franc de Bruges, now belongs to the province of 
Zealand, 

{5) Lands at Groede, held of the signiorial 

court of Oostburg. 
(6) Lands and a farm at Groede and held of 
the signiorial court of Schoonwalle. 
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Groede is a village in the province of Zealand, 7 
kilometres from Oostburg and 13 from the town of 
Sluys. 

{7) Lands held in common by Jacques de Bailleul 

and the Seigneur of Eecke. 
(8) A farm and lands in the parish of Saint 

Andr^ near Bruges, and belonging in 

common to Messire Jacques de Bailleul, 

the Seigneur de Lichtervelde and Messire 

Jacques van Huele. 
{9) A farm and lands at Thourout and at 

Wynendale, near Thourout, let to Rogier 

van Thourout 
(lo) A house in the fish-market at Dunkirk, 

called ' The Saint George,' then inhabited 

by Baudouin Huedin, 

Jacques de Bailleul paid an annual rent to the 
Reverend Pierre de Vriendt, priest and canon at 
Thourout, for the performance in the parish church 
of Thourout of an anniversary service in memory of 
his ancestors, with distribution of bread to the poor. 

He paid also an annual rent to the Reverend 
Benoit Leo, cur6 of the parish of Grande-Schynte, 
a village between Dunkirk and Gravelines, in like 
manner for an anniversary service. 

He also paid an annual rent to Pierre Aemouldt, 
receiver of the Abbey of Saint Andr^ near Bruges, 
as a benefactor to that monastery. 
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s. Agnes de Bailleul 

married Rutger or Ruth de Boetzelaar, Seigneur de 
Carnez, ' descendu du plus beau sang du duchi 
de Cleves.' Their son, Wessel de Boetzelaar, married 
his cousin, Am^lie de Marnix, daughter of PhiHppotte 
de Bailleul. Le Carpentier, p. 767. 

Agjnes de Bailleul and her husband were banished 
with confiscation. See below. 

s. Philippotte de Bailleul 

married Philippe de Mamix, Seigneur de Mont 
Sainte Aldegonde, the celebrated Sainte Aldegonde, 
author of the famous ' Compromis.' 

In the account rendered by Jean Wiilaert, re- 
ceiver of estates confiscated on account of the troubles 
within the town and Ch^tellenie of Bergues Saint 
Winox, 1 1 November 1566 to 1569, we find at page 
10, Received from lands, formerly belonging to the 
children of Corneille de Bailleul, banished together 
with the Seigneurs of Carnez and Sainte Aldegonde, 
lying in several villages and divers parts within the 
limits of this receipt, at Grande-Synthe, Armbouts- 
cappel, Leffrinckoucke, Cappelle, Coudekerke, Her- 
zelles, 1124 livres, 10 sous, 6 deniers. These 
villages are situate near Betgues and Dunkirk. 

Among the expenses appears ' expense of refec- 
tions, entertainments and charges, made and paid 
out of the property formerly belonging to Jacques 
de Bailleul and his two sisters, children of Comeille 
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de Bailleul, who had married the Seigneurs de Car- 
nez and Sainte Aldegonde ; all three banished, xliii. 1. 
15 s. 'Archives de Lille, Chambre des Comptes de 
confiscation,' 1561 to 1571, Nos. 1673, 1674, 

In die account of confiscations in the gouver- 
nance of Bithune we find in the list of those whose 
estates had been confiscated, Philippe de Mamix, 
Seigneur de Mont Sainte Aldegonde, on account of 
Philippotte de Bailleul his wife. Philippotte was 
daughter of Comeille de Bailleul, who left three 
children, Jacques de Bailleul, banished ; Philippotte, 
married to de Mamix ; and Agnes, married to Ruth 
deBoitselaere, Seigneur of Camez ; both banished with 
confiscation of estate. ' Archives du Nord ' at Lille. 

In the 'Archives du Nord' at Lille, 'Chambre 
des Comptes, Etat General,' No. 1713, Compte de 
PSques 1566 ^ Piques 1567, we find the goods of 
Philippe de Mamix, Seigneur de Mont Sainte Alde- 
gonde, who married Mademoiselle Philippotte de 
Bailleul The said Philippe had a rent of 54 livres 
a year at the charge of Jacques de Bailleul, his 
brother-in-law, proceeding from ' la pris^e de quatre 
bonniers de terre,' situate in his fief in the parish 
of Werelghem. 

The said Jacques having died in the year '66 
his property descended to the Seigneur de Mont 
Sainte Aldegonde and the Seigneur de Camez, 
who had married hts sisters ; and the same shall be 
accounted for with the property of the said Jacques, 
fo. 141. Other parts of the property which belonged 
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to Jacques de Bailleul, and which" on his death 
passed to the Seigneurs of Carnetz and Sainte 
Aldegonde in right of their wives, as sisters of the 
said de Bailleul. were in the parishes of Audinckerke, 
Grootsintem, Loo (Loon) Mestier de Bourbourg, 
Crayewiyck and Armboutskappelle-les-Dunkerke. 
Fo. 143. 

It is stated in a report of the religious troubles 
in the sixteenth century in maritime Flanders, quoted 
below in the notice of Robert de Bailleul, Seigneur 
of Schoonewalle, that Philippotte de Bailleul was 
not banished. 

Philippotte de Bailleul had a son Jacques de 
Mamix, and three daughters, Marie, Am^lie, and 
Elizabeth. Marie de Marnix married Louis de 
Flandre, Seigneur de Praet; Am^lie de Mamix 
married Wessel de Boetzelaar, as already mentioned ; 
Elizabeth de Marnix married Charles de Morgang, 
' g^n^ral d'une armde en Dannemarc, gouvemeur 
de Bergues-op-Zoom, colonel des Ecossais.' Le 
Carpentier, p. 767. 

This description of Charles de Morgang identi- 
fies him with Colonel Thomas Morgan, ' that bold and 
much experienced Welshman, so well known in the 
Netherland wars.' Colonel Morgan was in command 
of a body of Scots troops and governor of Bergen- 
op-Zoom. In 1582 he was in command of 400 
Scotsmen, part of the garrison of Lillo, which 
successfully defended that fort against Mondragon. 
1 Motley's 'United Netherlands,' 156. At the 
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Kowenstein dyke in 1585, 'the English and Scots 
under Balfour and Morgan, were the very last to 
abandon the position, which they had held so man- 
fully for seven hours.' i Motley's ' U. N.' 223. In 
1588 he commanded the English and Dutch garrison 
of Bergen-op-Zoom during the memorable siege of 
that place by the Duke of Parma. 2 Motley's 
• U. N.' 538. 

We know that in December 1585 Col. Morgan 
made the acquaintance of Sainte Aldegonde, and 
was most favourably impressed by him. At that 
time Sainte Aldegonde was held in great suspicion 
by QueKi Elizabeth and Sir Francis Walsingham ; 
and Moigan became convinced that their suspicions 
were unfounded, i Motley * U. N.' 276. 

Jacques de Marnix had a daughter, who married 
Guillaume van Olden Bamevelt, governor of Betgen- 
op-Zoom. Le Carpentier, p. 767. 

Philippotte de Bailleul died in the lifetime of 
her husband, who married secondly, Caterine van 
Eeckeren, widow of Jean van Stralen, Chevalier ; 
and thirdly, Jossine de Lannoy, widow of Adrien de 
Bailleul, Seigneur of Drures. 

In the pedigree of this family of Bailleul in 
' Bruges et le Franc ' Philippotte de Bailleul, the wife 
of Philippe de Marnix, is stated to have been 
daughter of Pierre de Bailleul and Philippotte de la 
Brique ; and her sister Agnes is not named. 

In another pedigree Philippotte de Bailleul, the 
wife of Philippe de Marnix, is said to have belonged 
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to a different family ; viz. to the Bailleuls who bore 
for their arms ai^ent, a bend gules. Another pedi- 
gree states that Agnes de BaiUeul, who married Ruth 
de Boetzelaer, was daughter of Robert de Bailleul, 
granddaughter of Georges, great-granddaughter of 
Louis, and great-great-granddaughter of Edward de 
Bailleul, King of Scotland! 

Philippe de Maknix, Seigneur de Mont 
Sainte Aldegonde. 

The principal events in the life of Sainte 
Ald^onde form part of the history of the Dutch 
Republic. Motley, in his ' History of the United 
Netherlands,' says of him ; ' There were few more 
brilliant characters than Sainte Aldegonde in all 
Christendom. He was a man of a most rare and 
versatile genius. He spoke and wrote Latin like his 
native tongue. He could compose poignant Greek 
epigrams. He was so familiar with Hebrew tiiat he 
had rendered the Psalms of David out of the original 
into fluent Flemish verse for the use of the Reformed 
Churches. That he possessed the modem tongues of 
civilised Europe, Spanish, Italian, French and Ger- 
man, was a matter of course. He was a profound 
jurisconsult, capable of holding debate against all com- 
petitors upon any point of theory or practice of law, 
civil, municipal, or international. He was a learned 
theologian, and had often proved himself a match for 
the doctors, bishops, or rabbin of Europe in highest 
argument of dogma, creed, or tradition. He was a 
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practised diplomatist, constantly employed in delicate 
and difficult negotiations by William the Silent, who 
ever admired his genius, cherished his friendship, and 
relied upon his character. He was an eloquent 
orator, whose memorable harangue at the Diet of 
Worms had made the German princes hang their 
heads with shame, when taking a broad and philo- 
sophical view of the Netherland matter he had 
shown, that it was the great question of Europe ; 
that Nether Germany was all Germany ; that Pro- 
testantism could hot be unravelled into, shreds ; that 
there was but one cause in Christendom, that of 
absolutism against national liberty. Papacy against 
the Reform ; and that the seventeen provinces were 
to be assisted in building themselves into an eternal 
barrier against Spain, or " the burning mark of 
shame would be branded upon the forehead of 
Germany ; " that the war, in short, was to be met by 
her on the thre^old, or else that it would come to 
seek her at home — a prophecy which the horrible 
thirty years' war was in after time most signally to 
verify. He was a poet of vigour and originality ; for 
he had accomplished what had been achieved by few ; 
he had composed a national hymn, whose strophes, 
as soon as heard, struck a chord ia every Netherland 
heart, arwi for three centuries long have rung like a 
clarion wherever the Netherland tongue is spoken. 
'*Wilhelmus van Nassouwe," regarded simply as a 
literary composkion, has many of the qualities which 
an ode demands : an electrical touch upon the sentt- 
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ments, a throb (^patriotisni, sympathetic tenderness, 
a dashing indignation, with rhythmical harmony and 
graceful expression, and thus it has rung from 
millions of lips from generaticHi to generaticm. He 
was a soldier, courageous, untiring, prompt in action, 
useful in council, and had distinguished himsdf in 
many a hard-fijught field. Taken prisoner in the 
sanguinary ^rmish at Maaslandssluys, he had been 
confined a year ; and fw more than three months bad 
never laid his head upmi his pillow witliout commend- 
ing his soul as for the last time to hjs Maker, expect- 
ing daily the order for his immediate execution, and 
escaping his doom only because William the Silent 
proclaimed, that tJie proudest head among the 
Spanish prisoners ^ouM fall to avenge his death ; so 
that he was ultimately exchai^;ed against the veteran 
Mondragon.' 

The resistance of the people of the Low Countries 
to the government of Philip the Second, which led 
to the establishment of the Dutch Republic, com- 
menced with the compact of the nobles, known 
in history as 'the Compromise;* This document, 
by which the signers pledged themselves to oppose 
the Inquisition, and to defend each other agmnst all 
consequences of such resistance, has generally been 
considered as the work of Sainte Ald^onde. This 
was followed by the presentation to Margaret of 
Parma, Regent of the Low Countries, of what is 
known as 'the Request' This was a petition for the 
redress of grievances ; and was presented on the 5th

of April, 1566, by 300 nobles, who inarched, two and 
two, from the Culenburg mansion to the palace. AH, 
says Motley, were young ; many of them bore the 
most ancient historical names of the country ; and 
every one was arrayed in m^^ificent costume. It 
was r^rarded as ominous that the man who led the 
procession, Philip de Bailleul, was lame. This Philip 
was not of the family of Bailleul-Eecke, but of Bailleul- 
aux-ComaiUes. He is the last of that family of 
whom there is any trace. He was banished with 
confiscation. De Coussemaker, ' Troubles.' 

In 1569 Bailleul-aux-Cornatlles was in the hands 
of the King by confiscation. 'Cahier des Deniers,' 
A.D. 1569, 'Archives d'Arras.' On this occasion, the 
Regent being much agitated, de Berlaymont, one of 
her council, exclaimed, '* What, madame, is it possible 
your Highness can entertain fears of these beggars 
{gttet4x\V The confederates thereupon adopted the 
name of ' Gueux.' 

R. Jean V. de Bailleul 
was a younger son of Robert de Bailleul and Jossine 
van der Helle. He was Lieutenant (Stedehouder) 
of Cassel in 1501. In this capacity he, in the name 
of Messire van Halluin, Haut Bailli of the town and 
Chdtellenie of Cassel, was present at the ddncmbre- 
ment of Steenvoorde, made by Jean Picavet, 
guardian of Messire Jean de la Bricque, eldest 
son of George de la Bricqiie, in the month of June, 
1501- 
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R. Pierre VI. de Bailleul, 

Chevalier, son of Robert I. de Bailleul and Jossine 
van der Helle, was SeigTieur of Eecke and Schoone- 
walle. 

In 1540 when the Emperor Charles V. was ex- 
pected at Brussels on the occasion of the troubles at 
Ghent, the Gouvemante of the Pays-Bas and sister 
of the Emperor, Invited the principal dignitaries and 
knights of the country to assemble at Valenciennes 
on the i2th January 1540, N.S., and to go to meet 
the Emperor. Among the nobles so invited were 
Pierre de Bailleul, Seigneur of Eecke, and Robert 
de Montmorency, Seigneur of DouUeu and Wismes, 
in right of his wife Jeanne de Bailleul. 

Pierre de Bailleul was Seigneur of Steenvoorde 
in right of his wife Philipotte de la Bricque. 

The Seigneurie of Steenvoorde {pronounced 
Steinvoorde, and formerly written Steinfort, Stain- 
fort, Steenvort and Estainfort) was purchased of 
Jean de Briarde by Antoine Hanneron, Pr^vdt de 
Saint-Donat at Bruges and chancellor of Flanders, 
who gave it to his niece, Gillette, daughter of his 
brother, Denis Hanneron, and wife of Simon de 
la Bricque. Their son, Georges de la Bricque, 
Seigneur of Steenvoorde, married in 1489 Jeanne 
Picavet, and left an infant son, Jean, on whose behalf, 
in June 1501, Jean Picavet, as his guardian, pre- 
sented a dhtombrement oi Steenvoorde. Jeanne Pica- 
vet, the widow of Georges de la Bricque, married 
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secondly van den Houtte, died August 4, 

1541, and was buried in the church of Steenvoorde. 
MS. ^pitaphier de M. Merghelynck. 

Jean de la Bricque, Seigneur of Steenvoorde, 
son of Georges de la Bricque and Jeanne Picavet, 
married Guillelmine de Nevele, and had by her a 
son, Guillaume, and three daughters, Jeann^ PhiUp- 
potte, and Barbelle. 

Guillaume de la Bricque was in May 1541 
Seignisur of Steenvoorde, and had previously mar- 
ried a daughter of Guillaume d'Averoust, dit de 
Helfaut, Seigneur de Harnarre. Arch. D^p. du Nord, 
Chambre des Comptes ,i Lille, B. 1619, 24. Registre 
des Chartes, fo. 66. Guillaume de la Bricque died 
childless, and was succeeded in the Seigneurie of 
Steenvoorde by his sister, Jeanne de la Bricque, 
who married Ferry d'Aver6 or d'Haverecht, Sei- 
gneur de Rosignies, by whom she had a son, Jean 
d'Aver^, Seigneur of Steenvoorde. Jean d'Aver^ 
married Ghislaine Wyts, and dying childless was 
succeeded In the Seigneurie of Steenvoorde by his 
aunt, Philippotte de la Bricque, the wife of Pierre 
de Bailleul. Barbelle, third daughter of Jean de la 
Bricque and Guillelmine de Nevele, married Mail- 
lard Cortewille, ^cuyer, died June 5, 1538, and was 
buried at Steenvoorde. Epitaphier Merghelynck. 

Pierre de Bailleul, Seigneur of Steenvoorde, was 
engaged in a lawsuit with Ghislaine Wyts, the widow 
of Jean d'Aver6. What the contention was does 
not appear ; but it seems to have had reference 
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to Ghislaine's dower. The Council of Flanders 
gave judgment against Pierre, who appealed to the 
King; and he dismissed the appeal. 'Archives 
G^n^raJes dil Royaume k Bruxelles ; Grand Conseil 
de Malines; R^stre aux Dictums ou Sentences 
Abr^g^, du 22 avril 1558 au 25 mars 1562, N.S.' 
No. 507 de rinventaire, fo. 35. 

The result was a compromise; Pierre de Bailleul 
and his wife granting by a deed, dated 1 4th December, 
1559, an annual rent of fifty livres gros to Ghislaine, 
who wjis then the wife of Jacques Masureel, ^cuyer. 
Seigneur of Wulvergem. ' Archives de I'Etat Ji 
Gand.' The original is in Flemish. 

Pierre VI. de Bailleul is said to have had by 
his wife, PhUippotte de la Bricque, five sons, viz. 
Hector, Pierre, Nicolas, Antoine, and Robert; and 
five daughters, viz. Barbe, ApoUine, Fran^oise, 
P^nne and Marie 

s. Robert III. de Bailleul, 

younger son of Pierre V. de Bmllcul and PhUippotte 
de la Bricque, was Seigneur of Schoonewalle. 

Schoonewalle was in the island of Cadsant, 
between Groede and Oostburg. It is not mentioned 
by Sanderus; nor does it appear in the Austrian 
Survey of 1 777. This may be accounted for by the 
fact, that in 1570 there was a great flood, which 
carried away 3,000 persons in Zealand ; 9,000 in 
Groningen ; and 20,000 in Friesland. This appears 
from the history of Dutch inundations by E. Beijer, 
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an engineer, who was appointed by the Dutch 
Government to enquire into the effects of the great 
flood of 1825. 

In the * D61ices des Pays-Bas ' it is said, ' L'isle de 
Cadsant a iii autrefois beaucoup plus grande ; ayant 
^t6 diminu^e de temps en temps par les grandes 
inon<Jations de la men Cependant c'est le pays le 
plus riche et le plus fertile de toute la Flandre.' VoL 
iii. p. 102. 

This Robert de Batlleul on several occasions 
took part in the troubles. The principal affair which 
has come to our knowledge is related by the 
anonymous author of the chronicle of Ypres, in 
Flemish, intituled, ' Short Account erf what took place 
at Ypres and in its Environs, from June 1566 to 
August 1567 ; confirming in some points the Charge 
of the ProGureur General against the Count of 
Egmottt* A copy of this MS., made by M. Lambin, 
the archiviste, is preserved in die library at Ypres. 
This chronicle states that in September 1566 Ro- 
bert de Bailleul, Seigneur de Schoonewalle ; Jean 
d'Estourmel, Seigneur de Vendeville et de Doulieu ; 
the Seigneur de Lumbes, brother of the Seigneur 
d'Esquerdes, a nobleman of Artois ; Jacques Taffin, 
receiver of the Chateau de la Motte au Bois, and 
many others, with Jacques de Buys^e at their head, 
made agitation in the town of Ypres during several 
days ; exacting from the magistrates, as a conse- 
quence of their submission to the agreement between 
tlie sectaries and the magistrates, that the church of 
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Brielen, or that of Saint Nicolas, should be given 
to diose of the new religion, for them to use for their 
preaching and ceremonies. Nothing less than the 
intervaition of the Count of Egmont could make 
them renounce these pretensions. They were obliged 
to abandon the churches, of which they had taken 
possession, and to content themselves with the 
Cemetery of la Madelaine outside the Thorout gate. 

Lespinoy relates the affair thus : 

On the 5th February, 1567, N.S., the Sdgneur 
of VendeviUe and DouUeu ; the Seigneur of 
Lumbes, brother of the Seigneur of Esquerdes ; 
Messire Robert de Bailleul; Jacques Taffin, receiver 
of the Chiteau of Nieppe ; and others, associates of 
Jacques de Buys^re, an apostate Calvinist, traversed 
the town of Ypres on horseback, before many 
persons who were anxious to see the bearing of 
the new soldiers ; Uiose of the new religion being 
joyful ; the others sad, as fearing some new misfor- 
tunes. These gendemen were lodged at the 
Zweerdeken (an ancient hostelry still existing on 
the Place at Ypres). Whilst they were at table, the 
sectaries came and sang psalms before the hotel. 

It appears from a paragraph in the accounts of 
the Bailli of Bailleul that in February, 1568, N.S., it 
was notorious that Robert de Bailleul had absconded. 

On the 2nd June 1568, the Duke of Alva 
pronounced sentence of perpetual banishment with 
confiscation against Robert de Bailleul, Seigneur de 
Schoonwalle, ' pour avoir itA de maison en maison 
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avec autres de ses complices de la nouvelle religion, 
solliciter autres pour estre de leurs, et s9avoir ceulx 
qui n'en voulalent estre.' 

In a list sent on the icth September, 1568, by 
order of die Duke of Alva, to the m^istrates of 
Bergues, Robert de Bailleul is named among those 
who had been executed. 3 de Coussemaker, ' Troubles 
Religieux dans la Flandre Maritime,' p, 243. Mon- 
sieur de Coussemaker considers this a mistake. The 
only sentence against Robert de Bailleul which can be 
found is thatof 2nd June, 1568. i de Coussemaker, 
'Troubles,' 61. 

In consequence of this sentence proceedings were 
taken to confiscate his property ; for which reason 
his name appears among the persons confiscated in 
the Chdtellenie of Bailleul. 

Robert de Bailleul, it is stated, belonged to the 
most illustrious branch of that house, which from the 
twelfth century has given birth to members who 
have occupied the highest dignities. 

Robert was son of Pierre, Seigneur of Eecke, and 
of Philippotte de la Bricque, Dame de Steenvoorde. 
He was brother of Barbe de Bailleul, Abbess of 
Bourbourg, and fadier of Compile and Anne, nuns- 
in the same convent : his niece (cousin), Philippotte, 
daughter (sister) of Jacques de Bailleul, had married 
the celebrated Marnix de Mont Sainte Aldegonde, 
author of the famous ' Compromis des ConfiSdir^s.' 
Philippotte de Bailleul was not banished. Her sister, 
Agnes, on the contrary, who had married Ruth de 
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Boitselaere, Seigneur of Camez, was banished at the 
same time as her husband. 

These particulars are furnished by the receiver of 
confiscations, Louis von Havre, in a letter written to 
the magistrates of the Chambre des Comptes at Lille, 
dated 4th December 1569. i de Coussemaker, 
'Troubles,' 62. 

An account of the property of Robert de Bailleul, 
which had devolved upon the King by confiscation, 
for the years 1566 and 1567, will be found in the 
Appendix, No. 35. 

From this it appears that the property consisted of 

(i) Lands and fiefs constituting the signiorial 
court of Schoonewalle, held of the court of 
Zaemslacht, and situate near Groede. 

(2) The Seigneurie and fief of Bovenkerke, 

situate near Groede, and held of the 
Seigneurie of Schoonewalle. 

(3) Property within the Seigneurie of Bassevelde, 

situate near Ecloo, between Bruges and 

Ghent, comprising lands held of the 

ChSteau of the Vieux-Bourg at Ghent. 

Among the disbursements is a sum paid to Peter 

Porbus for painting the portrait of Robert de Bailleul. 

Peter Porbus, born at Gouda in 1512, settled at 

Bruges and died about 1583. He was father of 

Franz Porbus and grandfather of Franz Porbus the 

younger, all three famous painters. The portrait 

of the Due d' Alen^on by Peter Porbus was considered ' 

the best of the time. It is guite possible that this 
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portrait of Robert de Bailleul, being the work of so 
good an artist, has been preserved ; and it is probable 
that the arms of Bailleul were upon it In that case, 
if it is in existence, it could be at once identified. 

Robert III. de Bailleul is said to have had five 
daughters, viz. H^lene, Anne and Corn^lie, nuns in 
the convent of Saint Clare at Saint Omer ; Guillel- 
mine, married first to Noel Jocot, afterwards to 
Comeille Leys ; and Jeanne, wife of Nicolas de 
Saint Omer of Walonchapelle. 6 ' Bruges et le 
Franc,' 212. 

s. Barbe de Bailleul, 

daughter of Pierre de Bailleul and Philippotte de la 
Bricque, was twenty-sixth abbess of the noble 
Abbey of Bourbourg. 2 Sanderus, 613. The MS. 
obituary of the Abbey of Bourbourg says that Barbe 
de Bailleul, twenty-sixth abbess, is known by the 
following epitaph : 

' A noble et r^v^rende abbesse, dame Barbe de 
Bailleul, fille de messire Pierre de Bailleul, seigneur 
d'Eecke, Steenvoorde, Schoonewalle, &c., chevalier, 
et de Philippine de la Bricque. Apr^s s'^tre 
dignement acquitt^e de la charge de prieuse pendant 
neuf ans, elle gouvema le monast^re pendant trois 
ans, sous le titre d'abbesse ; et mourut saintement le 
18 septembre, 1603. Ses parents afiligfe ont elev6 
ce monument h. ses vertus. Qu'elle repose en paix.* 
The same epitaph is repeated in Latin. 

She died in her 56th year. 
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s. FRAN901SE DE Bailleul, 
daughter of Pierre de Bailleul and PhlUppotte de 
la Bricque, married 4th October, 1567, Jacques 
Adomes, Chevalier, Seigneur of Ronsele and Beren- 
daele, Bailli of the Vieux Bourg of .Ghent, son of 
Jean de la Coste, dit Adornes, who was counsellor 
of the Emperor Charles V. and Bourgmestre of 
Bruges. Jacques Adornes was born 12th June, 
1523, and died in 1572. He and his wife were 
buried in the Jerusalem Chapel at Bruges, 

S. P^RONNE DE BaILLEUL, 

daughter of Pierre de Bailleul and Philippotte de la 
Bricque, se m^allia d un matire d'icole, and there- 
fore deserved no further notice ! 

s. Marie de Bailleul, 
daughter of Pierre de Bailleul and Philippotte de la 
Bricque, married Pierrede Valencia. He subsequently 
became the purchaser of the estate of Eecke; as 
will hereafter appear. He and his wife were buried 
in the church of Saint Jacques at Bruges ; where 
there is a brass with their effigies and arms ; and the 
following inscription : 

* Ici gist noble et honorable personne sr. Pierre 
de Valencia, seigneur d'Eecke, fils de seigneur 
Pierre, consul de la nation d'Espaigne, qui trespassa 
le 3ome juin, 1615. 

' Et de noble damoiselle Marie de Bailleul, sa 
compaigne, fille de Messife Pierre, chevalier, sei-

He married in 1561 Catherine van Claerhout, 
daughter of George van Claerhout and of Catherine 
van Schyngen. He made rapport et d4nombrement 
of a fief held of the Wythof de Bourbourg, 1 2th 
September, 1566, which he sealed with a seal, thus 
describedin 'L'Inventairedes Sceauxde Flandre,' N. 
482 : ' ^cu au sautoir de vair, timbr^ d'un heaume, 
cim6 de deux t^tes de chien, support^s par deux 
griffons.' ' Archives Communales de Bourboui^.' 
There are traces of the dogs being collared vair. 

In the church at Eecke, in front of the altar, 
there is a footstone on which there has been an in- 
scription, now obliterated ; nothing remains but the 
griffins supporting the helmet. 

Hector de Bailleul made rapport et dinombre' 
ment of Eecke in 1567. 

Hector de Bailleul had by his wife, Catherine 
van Claerhout, several children, of whom Jacques 
was the eldest son and Antoine the second. Gail- 
liard names the other children Jean, Josse, Fran9ois 
and Frangoise. 

T. Jean VI. de Bailleul 
was a colonel and was killed at the siege of Hulst 
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T. JOSSE II. DE BaILLEUL 

' fftt reli^eux k I'abbaye de Saint Berlin et rentra 
plus tard dans le monde.' 

T. Fran<;oise de Bailleul 
married Jean de Straezeele, de Watou. 6 ' Bruges et 
le Franc,' 213. 

T. Jacques de Bailleul 
was the eldest son of Hector de Bailleul and Ca- 
therine van Claerhout. 

In March 1593, N.S., Jacques de Bailleul and 
his brothers and sisters sold Steenvoorde. Some 
time before December 1 596 he made over Eecke to 
his brother, Antoine, and disappeared. 

The Seigneurie of Steenvoorde, says Sanderus, 
descended to Pierre de Bailleul, Chevalier. His son 
was Hector de Bailleul, Chevalier, Lord of Eecke, 
-who married Catherine van Claerhout. Their 
children sold this seigneurie, 'municipium hoc atque 
dominium/ on the 4th March, 1592, to the illustrious 
man, Eustache de Viefville, Chevalier, Seigneur of 
Watou.

The accounts of the Bailliage of Cassel mention 
the relief paid by Eustache de Viefville for the in- 
vestiture of the lands and Seigneurie of Steenvoorde, 
which were valued at 22,836 livres, 10 sols parisis. 
I learn this from a communication of Monsieur le 
Chanoine Dehaisnes, Archiviste du Nord at Lille. 

Sanderus, ' Flandria Illustrata,' voL ii. supple- 
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ment, contains an engraving of Steenvoorde and the 
chSteau. 

This chateau was demolished some time before 
the French Revolution by its owner, the Marquis de 
Viefville, and he went to live at the ChSteau of Ou- 
denhove, on the road from Steenvoorde to Pope- 
ringhe, which came to him from the de Cortewille 
family. This last chiteau was partly destroyed in 
1793. The Marquis, who would not leave his home 
at the Revolution, was carried off and executed. 

T. Antoine de Bailleul 
was second son of Hector de Batlleul and Catherine 
van Claerhout. 

On the 17th September 1596 he made rapport et 
ddnombrement of the Seigneurie of Eecke, called 
Oostover, 'lequel m'est devolu par la cession de 
Jacques de Bailleul, mon frere ain^.' See Appendix, 
No 36. 

On the 15th February 1598, N.S., Antoine de 
Bailleul obtained from the Court of Accounts at 
Lille licence to charge the Seigneurie of Eecke with 
a yearly rent of inheritance of 30 Uvres gros, money 
of Flanders, ' au rachapt du denier seize ' in favour 
of Seigneur Pedro or Pierre de Valencia, who had 
married his, Antoine's aunt. See Appendix, No. -^"j. 

On the 24th September, 1604, Pedro de Valencia 
made rapport et ddnombrement of the fief and 
Seigneurie of Eecke in the Ch&tellenie of Bailleul, 
' dont il est devenu acqu^reur par cri<5e et extinction 
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du troisi^me et dernier feu.' This dinombrement 
was made by attorney, under a power of attorney, 
granted by Pedro de Valencia to Pierre Dyserm, 
certified by the Bourgmestre, ickevins and councillors 
of the town of Bruges, sealed and signed. I. van 
Belle. At the conclusion of it Pierre Dyserm pro- 
tests, that if anything in it is incorrect, he ought 
to be allowed to correct it hereafter : Pedro de 
Valencia having become the purchaser of the fief 
by sale, and not being able to obtain the requisite 
information ; and he concludes as follows : * I Pierre 
Dyserm, after having signed and sealed the report 
above written, applied personally to Jean van den 
Torre, bailU of the town, ChStellenie, and Sovereign 
Court of BaiUeul, and in the name of Signer Pedro 
de Valencia demanded and required of him to fur- 
nish me with all the information and evidence in 
his possession, by means of which might be known 
more exactly the contents, powers, appurtenances 
and dependencies of the said fief and Seigneurieof 
Eecke ; and especially the number and greatness of 
the homages and arrih-e-fiefs which are held of it, 
which ^fli'//?' declared to me that he possessed no such 
information or evidence, and afterwards I applied 
personally to Llevln Spitael, notary, residing in the 
said town of BaiUeul, who is known to have been in 
some way concerned in the affairs of Messire Antoine 
de BaiUeul, ^cuyer, who was seigneur of the said 
seigneurie, which Lievin Spitael declared also that 
he had no document in his possession.' 
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It appears then, that at the date of' this dd- 
nombrement Antoine de Bailleul could not be 
found. 

Some time between 24th September, 1598, and 
15th June, 1602, Antoine de Bailleul married H^ldne 
Hanneron, widow of Pomp^e CrivelH. In June 1602 
Antoine de Bailleul, Seigneur of Eecke, appeared 
before the bailliz.vA homage of the court of Eecke and 
acknowledged and confirmed a donation made by his 
wife, H^l^neHanneron,on the 24th September, 1598, 
in favour of her daughter, Marie Crivelli. 

Nothing further is known of Antoine de Bailleul. 

T. H^LfeNE Hanneron 
was daughter of Josse Hanneron and widow of 
Pomp^e Crivelli. 

Josse Hanneron, ^cuyer, Seigneur van der Ca- 
mere, a seigneurie situated in a faubourg of Ypres, 
which takes its name from a salle de fustice, called 
in Flemish 'Camere,' was BaiHi of the Salle and 
Chatellenie of Ypres 1554, 1555. He married first, 
in 1547, Isabelle de Corte ; secondly, Marie van den 
Burch, who died at Ypres. Her monument was to 
be seen at the Church of Saint Jacques there ; and 
thirdly, Anne Ryckewaert of Ypres. He had by his 
second wife, among other children, H^lene Han- 
neron, who married first Pompde Crivelli, a Milanese, 
of the family of the Counts Crivelli, one of whom 
was Pope. H^I^ne married secondly Antoine de 
Bailleul, Seigneur of Eecke. There is no entry of 
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this marriage in the rasters of Ypres, nor in those 
of Bruges. 

Pompde Crivelli was a captain in the service of 
Philip the Second, King of Spain and Count of 
Flanders, and under Alexander Farnese, Duke of 
Parma and Governor-General of Flanders. He 
was in garrison at Ypres when he married H^I^ne 
Hanneron. By her he had one daughter, Marie 
Crivelli, who was married first, in the cathedral at 
Ypres, 27th April 1610, to Jean Keingaert, ^cuyer, 
Seigneur de Dentcghem ; of which marrialge issue 
still exist .at Ypres ; and secondly, to Josse Jean 
Baptiste Bulteel, 6cuyer, Seigneur de Brunhault, 
avoui (' mayor ') of the town of Ypres, ' gentilhomme 
au service des archiducs, Albert et Isabella,' knighted 
2nd November 163 2, of which marriage also Lssue still 
exist at Ypres.: 

Marie Crivelli was a minor when her father died, 
and executed a release to her guardians, before the 
administration of the orphanage of Ypres, on the 
5th March, 1613, N.S.- She died 26th December 
i66j. 

On the 24th September, 1598, H^l^ne Hanneron, 
being then a widow, executed before the Avou^, 
Echevins and Council of Ypres a deed of gift of 
800 florins and half her military pension, as widow 
of Pomp^e Crivelli, in favour of her daughter, 
Marie Crivelli. Donations, ' Orphelinat d'Ypres' 
anno 1598, p. 33. The original is in Flemish. 

In June 1602, Antoine de Bailleul, Seigneur of 
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Eecke, appeared before the bailli and homage of 
the seigneurial court of Eecke, and acknowledged 
and confirmed this donation. ' Inscrit surle registre 
du partage de Marie Crivelli.' 

It has been stated in the preceding pages, that 
Hector de Bailleul, Seigneur of Eecke and Steen- 
voorde, died some time before March 1593, N.S., 
leaving several sons, of whom Jacques was the eldest 
and Antoine the second. In March 1593,, N.S., 
Steenvoorde was sold. In or before 1596 Jacques 
made over Eecke to his brother, Antoine, and dis- 
appeared. InFebruary 1597, N.S., Antoine charged 
Eecke with an annuity in favour of Don Pedro de 
Valencia, who had married Marie de Bailleul, An- 
toine's aunt In 1604 Eecke was sold for the benefit 
of Antoine's creditors, and Don Pedro de Valencia 
became the purchaser. At this time Antoine de 
Bailleul could not be found. Nothing further is 
known of Antoine ; nor is there any further mention 
of Jacques. 

This disappearance of Jacques and Antoine and 
the attendant circumstances are very singular. Their 
father had died leaving a large family and ample 
property ; and within twelve years after his death 
the property was sold, and the family had disap- 
peared, leaving no trace behind. There was no 
question of confiscation ; nor does either Jacques or 
Antoine appear to have made himself obnoxious to 
the authorities. There must have been some strong 
motive to induce them to part with the property, 
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which had belonged to the family for so many 
generations, and some special reason for concealment. 
The facts can only be explained by assuming that 
they had become converts to the Refwmed religion ; 
and on this theory everything is easily accounted 
for. In that case their object would be to avoid 
persecution and confiscation by withdrawing quietly 
with all the funds they could procure. The sale of 
Steenvoorde, which, no doubt, took place for the 
purpose of division among alt the children, would 
furnish Jacques with money to enable him to quit the 
country, leaving Antoine to complete the rest A 
sale by Antoine of all the remaining property might 
have excited suspicion; and this was avoided by 
merely encumbering the estate ; which we may assume 
he did to nearly its full value. Having raised all the 
money he could upon Eecke, Antoine made his es- 
cape, leaving his creditors (probably Don Pedro de 
Valencia was the only one) to reimburse themselves 
by a sale of the estate. 

The probability of Jacques and Antoine being 
inclined to the new religion is increased by the fact, 
that several cS their relations had joined it, as has 
been shown in these pages, and the fate of their 
uncle, Robert de Bailleul, would have shown, if 
what was passing around them had failed to do 
so, the dangers to whidi they were exposed if they 
remained. 

If they were in danger in Flanders, they had only 
to cross the frontier ; an hour's ride would take them 
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into France. Eecke was within ten or twelve miles 
of what was then the French frontier at Wervicq ; 
and less than fifteen from Aire or Saint Omer. In 
France they would be safe, Henry IV. had in 1591 
revoked the sanguinary edicts of 1 585 and 1 588, and 
revived the earlier edicts of toleration. In 1598 he 
published the Edict of Nantes. On the other hand, 
the Inquisition in fact, if not in name, was in force in 
Flanders, and in all countries subject to Philip II. 
The struggle of the Netherlanders against Philip, 
which owed its origin to the introduction of the 
Inquisition, and had commenced in 1566, continued 
without interruption until 1609. 

About the year 1634 a colony of French Protest- 
ant refugees settled at Thorney Abbey in Cambridge- 
shire. It owed its origin to the draining of the 
Bedford level. This colony consisted almost entirely 
of small farmers and labourers from the north west 
of France ; from what was then the French side 
of the Flemish border. They came to bring the 
newly drained land into cultivation ; but with them 
came four persons, Jacques, Abraham, Philippe, 
and Jean, de Bailleul, who were neither small 
farmers nor labourers, but gentlemen ; and they had 
money. 

Jacques and Abraham appear in the Thorney 
register of baptisms as sponsors in February, 1656, 
N.S. ; Philippe de Bailleul in the following month; 
and Jean, a: few years later. No further trace is to 
be found of Jacques. The other three married ; and 
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baptisms of 75 Bailleuls, descended from one or 
other of these three, are recorded in the register, 
which extends from 1655 to 1727. 

In 1664 Philippe de Bailleul owned two houses 
at Whittlesey, in one of which his mother was living. 
She was probably the widow of Jacques. 

These de Bailleuls soon obtained the name of 
Bayley; though the original name was always 
retained in the register. Latterly the prefix ' de ' is 
omitted. Philippe de Bailleul, or his son Daniel, 
purchased a small estate at Willow Hall, between 
Peterborough and Thomey, where he built a house, 
in which the head of the family resided for two or 
three generations. They always lived as gentle- 
men and associated with the best families in the 
neighbourhood. 

Where did they come from ? and where did they 
get their money ? 

An exhaustive search at Somerset House among 
the registers of foreign Protestant refugees has 
resulted in a failure to discover a trace of any mem- 
ber of the family in England prior to 1655 ; and the 
conclusion is, that they went at once to Thorney and 
settled there.' 

An equally diligent search for registers of Protest- 
ants in the west of France during the period in 
question, 1600 to 1654, has in like manner failed to 
produce any evidence of the existence of any Protest- 
ant family of the name. There js, however, no 
such register for any place north of Amiens. There 
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is no trace of any family of the name in that part of 
France from which the Thomey colonists came. 

The name had been borne by numerous families 
in France; but, in 1655 only four such were known 
to be in existence, and they were settled in Normandy. 
The genealogies of these families have been pre- 
served, and they negative the theory that the de 
Bailleuls of Thorney could have belonged to one 
of them. 

There had been two families of de Bailleul in 
Artois. The bead of one of these was in 1614 
created Count de Bailleul. He left only daughters ; 
and at his death the male line became extinct The 
other, that of BailleuI-aux-Cornailles, failed earlier. 
The head of it, Philippe de Bailleul, headed the 
procession of nobles who presented ' la Requite ' to 
the Gouvernante in 1 566. He was in 1 568 banished 
and his property confiscated. There was a family 
of Bailleul in Hainaut, Seigneurs of Cond^ and 
Moriamez, of which the male line failed in 1391. 

The only family to which the de Bailleuls of 
Thorney could have belonged is that of Bailleul- 
Eecke. 

The disappearance of the de Bailleuls of Eecke 
under the remarkable circumstances which have been 
narrated, and the appearance at Thomey of the 
Huguenot family of that name, taken in connection 
with the fact that no other family of the name can be. 
found to which the refugees could have belonged, 
and with other facts, which are stated elsewhere 
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('The Bayleys of Willow Hall'), justify the conclu- 
sion that the Bailleuls of Eecke survive io the family 
of Bayley. 

Of all the numerous de Bailleuls, whose baptisms 
are recorded at Thomey, not one is now represented 
in the male line except Isaac Bayley, who was 
grandson of Philippe. Isaac had three sons, who 
left issue ; the Reverend John Arden Bayley is the 
representative of the eldest of these; Sir Emllius 
Bayley, baronet, of the second; and Mr. George 
Bayley of Edinburgh of the third. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

OFFICERS OF THE COURT OF FLANDERS. 

The principal officers in the court of Flanders were, 
the Chancellor, the Seneschal, or Steward, the 
Constable, the Buder, and the Chamberlain. After 
them came the two Marshals. The Provost of Saint 
Donat at Bruges was ex-officio Chancellor of Flan- 
ders. The ofher offices were hereditary. The offices 
of Marshal belonged to die families of Bailleul and 
la Vichte. In 1331 Jean de Ghistelles, Chamberlain 
of Flanders, sold his office to the Count of Flanders, 
Louis de Nevers. ' Le Chambellan de Flandres,' by 
Count Limburg Stirum, p. 66. 

The allowances to which each of the other heredi- 
tary officers was entitled are set forth in a document 
in the archives at Lille. The date of this is not 
given ; but, it refers to a transaction in 1335 ; and 
as it names Jean de Bailleul as Marshal of Flanders, it 
could not be later than 1341. See Appendix, No. 39. 

D ^OMBRBMENT. 

' D^nombrement ' was a declaration in writing, 
which the vassal or tenant gave to the lord, of the 
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fief which he held by fealty and homage, and of all 
its dependencies. It ought to contain a detail of the 
fief, article by article, showing the name of the fief, 
if it had one ; the parish and place in which it was 
situate ; the jurisdiction, if it possessed any ; the chief 
place or principal house ; the other buildings which 
depended on it ; the arable land, meadows, woods, 
vineyards, ponds, tithes, rents, and all feudal rights 
appertaining to it. The vassal or tenant was to 
swear fealty and do homage to the lord before 
rendering the dinombranent ; but the act of fealty 
and homage might also contain the dinombrement. 
' L'Encyclop^die.' 

By the custom of Bailleul every fief was to be 
' re!ev6 ' on each change of ownership, (by succession, 
gift, sale, exchange, or otherwise,) by rendering 
fealty and homage, and paying the Chamberlain's 
fees within forty days after the change, under a 
penalty of ten livres parisis. ' Coutumes de Bailleul,' 
rubric iv. arts. 2, 3, 4. 

And within forty days from the rtlief a. d/notndre- 
ment was to be delivered under a like penalty. 
Rubric iv. art 8. 

Sale by the Candle. 

The statement that Pedro de Valencia acquired 
Eecke ' par cri^e et extinction du troisieme et der- 
nier feu ' denotes that the property was sold under 
the decree of a court of justice. 

Every considerable town in Flanders had its own 
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laws and customs ; but the various codes were 
substantially the same ; differing only in matters of 
detail. Throughout Flanders a creditor could obtain 
a compulsory sale of his debtor's estate. In all cases 
the sale was by auction, and by the candle. In some 
places the estate was put up for sale once onlj', and 
only one candle was burnt. In some places the 
estate was put up twice, and in others three times, 
a candle beingburnt out on each occasion. Whoever 
was the highest bidder when the last candle went 
out became the purchaser. 

According to the custom of the Franc de Bruges, 
the estate was put up for sale three times, at inter- 
vals of eight days. ' Coutumes du Pays du Franc,' 
,208, vol. ii. p. 60. 

The custom of Dendermonde most fully explains 
the mode of proceeding, thus : the creditor, after 
sentence of adjudication, may obtain a decree that 
the property of his debtor shall be sold by auction, 
by the burning of three candles, in the following 
manner: After summoning the debtor and taking 
possession of his estate, publication is made at the 
church, at least fifteen days before the burning of 
the first candle. The day being arrived and the 
first candle having been lighted, the creditor who 
prosecutes the decree is to name a price for the 
estate. The first candle having been burnt, the 
second shall be burnt after an interval of fifteen 
days ; publication having been made in the church, 
and notices having been exhibited ; and fifteen days 
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after the burning of the second candle the third and 
last shall be burnt; whoever had bid the highest 
sum before the third candle was burnt out became 
the purchaser, and was put in possession by 
the Bourgmestre, in the name of the College 
of Echevins. Great care was taken that the 
debtor should have full notice of each step in the 
proceeding. 

The Arms of Bailleul. 

The arms of the Bailleuls, ChAtelains of Bailleul, 
were, gules, a saltire vair. Baudouin V., being of a 
younger branch, added in chief two Etoiles. See 
his seal, in 1251. 

Sohier I. de Bailleul bore a saltire instead of a 
cross. See his seals appended to documents of 
various dates. 

Sohier 1 1, de Bailleul, being a younger son, dif- 
ferenced his arms with a border engrailed. See his 
seal. 

Jean II. de Bailleul is said to have differenced 
his arms with an ermine spot ; and on his seal, ap- 
pended to the treaty of 3rd December 1339, there is 
what appears to be an ermine spot ; also on the tomb 
of Pierre de Bailleul at NJeuport the arms are said 
to have been differenced by an ermine spot These 
could not have been marks of cadency, as both 
Jean II. and Pierre IV. were entitled to the full arms. 

Pierre III. de Bailleul, being a younger son, dif- 
ferenced his arms with an Etoile in chief The 
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crest on his seal is imperfect and unintelligible ; for 
supporters he had dexter, a lion, and sinister, what 
is thought to be a fox. See his seal. 

On the monument of Pierre de Bailleul at Nieu- 
port the crest is said to have been two heads and 
necks of swans contourn^, ermine, 6 ' Bruges et le 
Franc/ 201 n. It appears, however, from the ' Epi- 
taphier de Flandre,' already mentioned, that the crest 
was two dogs' heads ; and this is confirmed by the 
seal of Hector de Bailleul in 1566 — swans would be 
affront^ not contourn^ — the word ckygne has been 
mistaken for ckyen. 

In the seal of Hector de Bailleul the crest is 
flattened ; but there is enough to show that there were 
two heads and necks of dogs, contoum^, ermine, col- 
lared vair. His supporters were two griffins ; and he 
used the coronet of a marquis ; which in the Low 
Countries is the same as the ducal coronet in France. 
See his seal. 

In reference to this Monsieur Cordonnier wrote: 
' La seigneurie de Steenvoorde n'ayant ^t^ ^rig^e en 
marquisat qu'en 1711, la couronne et les griffons du 
seel de Bailleul en 1 566 devaient apparteniri la maison 
de Bailleul. J'ai ^tudi^ et compart plusieurs anciens 
sceaux de ce pays, et voici mon appreciation ^ cet 
igard. La couronne est k cinq fleurons d'or : elle 
se prenait sans octroi, et elle n'^tait tol^r^e par les 
h^rauts d'armes, qui 6taient charg& de v^fier le 
port des armes, que pour les anciennes families 
chevaleresques. Quant aux supports, ils n'ont pas 
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d(i ^tre octroyds ; ils ne servaient qu'Ji prouver que 
cette branche doit avoir pris part \ des toumois, o^ 
Ton avait I'habitude d'exposer ses armoiries, qu'on 
faisait supporter ou tenir par des supports ou des 
tenants ; ces supports sent en tout cas une preuve 
de noblesse chevaleresque. Sur le seel de r 566 les 
chiens sont munis d'un col de vair, vus k la loupe.' 

Did the de Bailleuls take their arms from those 
of the town, or did they give their arms to the town 
of Bailleul ? It seems most probable that they gave 
their arms to the town ; and for this reason : that 
they were Chdtelains of Ypres as well as Bailleul 
at the time when armorial bearings came into use ; 
and both towns had the same arms as the family. 
They are now differenced : Ypres by a cross pa- 
triarchal on a chief ; Bailleul by a lion rampant on a 
quarter. 

Extraneous Documents. 

At the end of the Appendix will be found three 
documents, which do not concern the family of Bail- 
leul, but are merely historical. 

No. 40 is an ordinance of the Emperor Charles 
the Fifth, fixing the wages of the public execu- 
tioners, showing the punishments which were in 
common use at that time. These were besides 
torture, boiling, burning, beheading, hanging, bury- 
ing alive, drowning, cutting off the hand or other 
, member and piercing the tongue. 

This may be compared with No. 2, the charter 
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of Baudouin k la H&che. In 11 16 Baudouin k la 
Hdche was sufficiently enlightened to abolish trial 
by battle and the ordeals by fire and water. In a 
more enlightened age Charles the Fifth permitted 
criminals to be treated with inhuman cruelty ; and 
similar atrocities were not unknown in England. 

No. 41 shows the anxiety of Philip the Good, 
Duke of Burgundy, lest Jean van Eyck, the painter, 
should leave his service. The Duke had granted 
him a pension for life, which the officials of the 
Chambre des Comptes at Lille declined to pay. 
The Duke peremptorily insists on their making the 
payment without difficulty or delay ; for, the equal 
of Jean van Eyck could not be found ; and the 
Duke intended to employ him for some great works 
which he had in view. It would be interesting 
to know the amount of the pension ; but, this is not 
stated 

No. 42 is a sentence in the nature of an award, 
pronounced in 1319 against a man for beating his 
wife. 

A list of the Counts of Flanders from 1036 to 
1666 with the contemporary sovereigns of France 
and England is added. 
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CHAPTER V. 

OTHER FAMILIES NAMED DE BAILLEUL. 

Gailliard, in ' Bruges et le Franc,' gives the 
pedigrees of two other families of Bailleul : that of 
the Counts of Bailleul ; and that of Bailleul-aux- 
Cornailles. The early part of the former is without 
dates. It commences with Charles de Bailleul, from 
whom Maximilian, created a count in 1614, was only 
fifth in descent. He had three daughters, but no 
son. This family bore, argent, a bend gules. 

The pedigree of Bailleul-aux-Cornailles begins in 
1 340, and ends with Philip de Bailleul, who headed 
the procession of the nobles to present ' la Requete ' 
to the Gouvernante in 1566. He was banished 
with confiscation in 1568. This family bore, gules, 
on a chief ermine 3 martlets sable ; or, according to 
others, argent, a fess gules, in chief 3 martlets, sable. 

There was a distinguished family of Bailleul, 
in Hainaut, to which the two brothers, mentioned 
by Froissart as having fought on opposite sides 
at Pont-k-Tressin, belonged. See Froissart, c. 58. 
Tiieir pedigree, drawn up by the herald le Fort, is in 
the archives at Li^ge. See Chapter VI. 
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A family of van Belle held a fief at Couckelare, 
witha chateau, in which they resided.- In April, 1421, 
Pierre van Belle presented a dinombrement of this 
fief. In 1437, during the troubles in Flanders, under 
Philip the Good, some Franc archers traversed the 
Franc de Bruges, pillaging the villages and chateaux. 
They took the Chateau of Couckelare, and killed 
Pierre van Belle. See Meyer's ' Annals of Flanders,' 
p. 2QO. Other dinombrentents of Couckelare were 
presented by this family in 1365, 1381, and 1384. 

M. Charles van Belle of Rotterdam, states that 
his family was originally Scotch. ' La famille van 
Belle est d'origine d'Ecosse, et est partie de lil 
pour la Flandre. Apres cet ^tablissement dans la 
Flandre un des descendants, Jan van Belle, a ix& 
conseiller et tr^sorier de Philippe premier, roi 
d'Espagne, et plus tard de son fils, I'empereur Charles- 
Quint. II avait ^pous^ Agnes Boele, fille de Jan 
Boele, chancelier de Flandre.' 

This is not accurate : the Pr^vdt of Saint-Donat 
at Bruges, an ecclesiastic, was Chancellor of Flanders ; 
but it may be that .the tradition of the family relates 
to Jean van Belle, Grand Queux to the Duke of 
Burgundy, who was killed in a revolt of the men 
of Ghent in 1476. The Seigneurs of Couckelare, 
probably, belonged to this family ; and others of his 
name, whose origin is doubtful, may, perhaps, be 
referred to it. 

In the ' Quartiers G^n^alogiques des Families 
Flamandes ' by Ed. Dhont de Waepenaert mention is 
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made of Philippe van Belle, whose son, Jean Batiste 
van Belle, was Premier Conseiller, Pensionnaire et 
Greffier of Bruges. Marie, daughter of this Jean 
Batiste, married Pierre de Meulenaere, hereditary 
Mayor of Alost, who died 17 August 1615. Their 
descendants took the name and arms of van Belle 
in addition to those of de Meulenaere. The arms of 
this family of van Belle were, azure, a Hon rampant, 
crowned, or within a bordure compony, gules and 
ai^ent. P. 45a 

For the family of John Balliol, King of Scodand, 
the reader is referred to 'Jean de Bailleul, Roi 
d'^cosse et Sire de Bailleul en Vimeu,' by Rend de 
Belleval, Paris 1866. The Baillies of Lamington in 
Scotland are said to have been Balliols. Dr. Matthew 
BaiUie, the great physician of the time of George III., 
belonged to that family. 

It appears from an itat de biens of Willaume de 
Fldchin in 1378, that Maillart de Fldchin had two 
sons, Willaume and Anyeux, Their mother was 
daughter and heir of Jean de Bailleul ; and her 
mother had by another marriage a son, Anyeux de 
Fontaines. At this time Jean de Bailleul, his wife 
and daughter were dead. Willaume de Fl^hin held 
of another Jean de Bailleul 19 measures of land at 
Bailleul, in Flanders. The greater part of the lands 
which Willaume de Fldchin inherited from Jean de 
Bailleul, his grandfather, were at Rubrouck in 
Flanders. Arch.Ddp.du Nord,ChambredesComptes 
de Lille, Inventaire Godefroy, 10738, 10739. 
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The de Flichins were a family of Artois, where 
they had large possessions. 

According to the pedigree of Bailleul-aux-Cor- 
nailles in 6 'Bruges et le Franc,' Jean de Bailleul, dit 
Hellin, who was living in 1340 and until 1394, had 
a son, Colard, dit Aigneux. The name ' Anyeux' 
or 'Aigneux' points to a connection between the 
Fl&hins and the BailleuIs-aux-Comailles ; and it 
seems probable that Jean de Bailleul, the grandfather 
of Willaume de FUchin, was uncle to Jean de 
Bailleul, dit Heliin ; and that his wife's name was 
Anyeux.

GODESCALCK DE MoRIALMEZ ((jfe Morelli Mattso), 

Chevalier, Sire de MoriaJmez, Haul Vou6 de la Villa 
de Foss6, living 1 140 to 1 173, was father of 

Wautier de Morialmez, living 1203. His son 

Arnoul de Morialmez, Chevalier, Banneret, Sire 
de Morialmez, living 1211, had an only child 

Isabelle or Elizabeth de Morialmez, Dame de 
Morialmez, Haute Voueresse de la Ville de Foss^. 

She married, first Nicolas de Bailleul, dit de 
Cond6, by whom she had a son, Jacques de Bailleul ; 
and secondly Robert de B^thune, Avou^ of Arras, 
and Lord of B6thune and Dendermonde. 

Nicolas de Bailleul, dit de Cond^, Chevalier 
Banneret, Seigneur en partie de Cond^, Seigneur de 
Ghelin, et de Bailleul, living i Febr. 1213, was son 
of Roger de Cond^, Seigneur en partie de Cond^, 
by his wife, Alix de Mons, third daughter of Goswin 
de Mons and Beatrix de Rumigny. 

He had two brothers, Godefroid, consecrated 
Bishop of Cambray in 1 3 20 ; and Wautier de Condi, 
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Canon and Treasurer of Cambray. Nicolas de 
Bailleul and his wife are buried at Cambray. 

Robert de B^thune, the second husband of Eli- 
zabeth de Morialmez or Moriaumez, died 13 Nov. 
1248. His wife survived him. They had an only 
child, Mahaut de B^thune, who married Gui de 
Dampierre, Count of Flanders. See 2 Vredius, 
'Genealogies/ p. 6. 

Jacques de Bailleul, de Cond^, de Morialmez, 
Chevalier Banneret, Seigneur en partie de Cond^, 
Sire de Bailleul de Morialmez, de Ghelin, Haut 
Voui de la Viile de Foss^, son of Nicolas de 
Bailleul and Isabelle de Morialmez, living in 1343, 
married du Roeux. Their children were 

1. Nicolas. 

2. Isabelle de Bailleul Cond^ Morialmez. She 
married the Count of Looz and Duras, and was 
living as his widow in 1280. 

3. lolente de Bailleul, Conde, de Morialmez. 
She married W6ry de Walcourt, Count of Montaigu. 

Nicolas de Bailleul de Cond^ de Morialmez, 
Chevalier Banneret, Seigneur en partie de Condi, 
Sire de Bailleul, de Morialmez, de Ghelin, de 
Carency, de Villers Faucon, Haut Voui de la Ville 
de Fossi, son of Jacques de Bailleul and du 

Roeux, was at the siege of Faukomont in the service 
of the Duke of Brabant He married Catherine de 
Cayeux, and died 23 June 1 293. Their children were

Towards the end of August in the same year, 
being in command of the troops of the Count of 
Hainaut, he was beaten at Pont-k-Tressin, by the 
Li^geoist who were in the service of France, and 
were commanded by his brother, Robert. See 
Froissart, book i. chapter 58. He died childless 
in 1354, and was buried at Cond^. 

4. Robert de Bailleul, de Cond^, de Morialmez, 
Chevalier Banneret, Seigneur en partie de Cond6, 
Sire de Bailleul, de Morialmez, de Fontaine, de 
Landelis, Haut Vou^ de la Ville de Foss^.

In 1340 he commanded the Liigeois, who were in 
the service of the King of France, and beat the 
troops of the Count of Hainaut at Pont-i-Tressin, 
commanded by Guillaume de Bailleul, de Cond^, de 
Morialmez, his brother. He died 13 April 1358, 
and was buried at Cond^. 
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He married Isabeau de Hennin, Dame de Fon- 
tane-r]£v6que, only daughter of Baudouin de Hennin, 
Seigneur de Fontaine, and Jeanne d'Avennes. She 
died 31 Aug. T349 and was buried at Cond^ Their 
children were 

(i) Jean de Bailleul, de Cond4 de Morialmez, 
Chevalier Banneret, born 14 Aug. 1349, 
Seigneur en partie de Cond6 en Hainaut, 
Sire de Bailleul, de Fontaine, de Landelis, 
de Morialmez, de Han-sur-Eure, Haut Voud 
de Foss^, living Febr.

He married Marie de Luxembourg, 
daughter of Gui de Luxembourg, Ch&te- 
lain de Lille, &c., and Mahaut de Chatillon, 
Countess of Saint Pol. 

(2) Jeanne de Bailleul, de Cond6, de Morialmez, 
Dame de Landelis, bom 31 Oct. 1345, 
married Siger d'Enghien, Duke of Athens, 
Count of Brienne, Seigneur of Enghien, 
who was beheaded at Qu6noy in 1364, by 
order of Albert of Bavaria, Count of 
Hainaut, Holland and Zealand.

Nicolas de Bailleulj de Cond^, de Morialmez, 
Chevalier Banneret, Seigneur de Ronsoit, de Boulers, 
de Schandelbek, died in 1338 in returning from the 
Holy Sepulchre. He married Mahaut de Gavre, de 
Liedekercke, Dame de Boulers in Flanders. Their 
only child 

Catherine de Bailleul, de Cond^, de Morialmez, 
Dame de Ronsoit, dit Roussoit, in Vermandois, died 
7 Dec. 1423 ; having married le Rouck dit 

le Roch, by whom she had a son 

Robert le Rouck dit le Roch, Seigneur de 
Morialmez, de Landelis, Haut Vou^ de la Ville de 
Foss6. He sold Morialmez to Engelbert d'Enghien, 
Seigneur de Ramiru, and died 27 April 1429. 

Having gained the succession of Morialmez 
against the Count of Saint Pol of the House of 
Luxembourg, Engelbert d'Enghien took the name 
and arms of Morialmez, and afterwards by will left 
the same with the succession to Jacques de Fosseux, 
who was living in 1423. 

Messire Jean, seigneur de Morialme et de 
Bailleul, releva de la cour f^odale de Li^ge, 4 
Li^ge, I'an 1381 24 sept., la motti^ de la haute 
justice de Landelis, \ lui ^hue par la mort 
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de messire Wautier, seigneur d'Enghien, son 
cousin. 

Robert le Roue releva de la cour ffiodale de 
Li^ge, k Li^ge, I'an 1412, la vouerie de Foss^, les 
terres de Morialmez, Sautour, et Han-sur-Eure, par 
reportation de dame Catherine de Bailleul, sa m^re ;

sire de Morialmez, son cousin. 

Jean de Bailleul, chevalier, sire de Morialmez, 
scella la paix de Fexhe, I'an 1316, le vendredi de- 
vant la Saint-Baptiste. 

Jean de Bailleul vivait en qualit6 de chevalier et 
de seigneur de Morialmez 1328 en octobre. 

Jean de Condd vivait en quality de sire de 
Morialmi, de Bailleul, et de Fontaine 1386, 14 juin. 

Jean de Cond6 vivait en quality de sire de 
Morialm^ et de gentilhomme de I'^tat noble du 
pais de Li^ge 1372 2 Dec. 

Morialmez, dit ' Moreaumes ' et ' Moriamez,' porte 
vaire d'argent et d'azur, en chevrons versus, k deux 
chevrons de gueules brochant sur le tout 

These were the arms borne by the two brothers 
at Pont4i-Tressin ; though Froissart describes them 
differently ; barri contre-barr^, a deux chevrons de 
gueules. But, they were the arms of Morialmez : 
there is nothing to show what arms the Bailleul- 
Cond^s bore before they became Seigneurs of 
Morialmez. 
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This pedigree of Bailleul-Condfe-Morialmez is 
taken from le Fort's MSS. in the archives at 
Li^ge, vol. 1 5. 

Morialmez was a fief of the Bishopric of Li6ge. 

' La ville de Cond6 en Hainaut (Condatum) est 
divis^e en deux fiefs; on nomme le premier "la 
Seigneurie du Chdteau ; " on nomme I'autre fief " la 
Seigneurie Propri^taire" ou "de Baillceul."' 2 *D^- 
lices des Pays-Bas,' p. 271. 

Jacques-Henri le Fort, from whose MSS. this 
genealogy of Bailleul-Cond^ is taken, was bom 
27 August 1680. His father, Jean-Gilles le Fort, 
died 9 Feb. 1 7 1 8, after having exercised for thirty-six 
years the functions of King of arms to the Emperor, 
the Elector of Cologne and the Prince Bishop of 
Li^ge, and Provincial Herald in the district of the 
Lower Rhine and the adjacent countries. 

Jacques-Henri le Fort succeeded his father in 
the same offices, by commission, dated 18 March 
1 7 18, and died 3 October 1751. 
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CHAPTER VII. 
MONEY AND MODES OF RECKONING. 

There were two kinds of livre in France, the livre 
parisis and the livre tournois. Each was divided 
into 20 sols ; and each sol into 1 2 deniers. The 
livre parisis was to the livre tournois as five to four ; 
4 livres parisis being equal to 5 livres tournois. 
The present franc is the livre tournois. 

The livre de Flandre was the livre parisis. 

In Flanders they reckoned in livres gros and 
livres parisis. 

Littr6 says under the word 'gros,' ' Anciennement 
en Flandre livre de gros, monnaie de compte entre 
les marchands, qui valait six livres ; comme le sol 
de gros valait six sols.' 

This is a mistake. 

The livre gros was equal to twelve livres p'arisis, 
or fifteen livres tournois. 

This is placed beyond a doubt by the accounts 
of the Masters of the Mint at Bruges and Ghent, 
which will be found in Gaillard's ' Recherches sur 
les Monnaies des Comtes de Flandre.' 
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In these, which extend from 1337 to 1384, the 
accounts are kept in livres, sols and deniers, gros ; 
and these are converted into livres, sols, and deniers, 
parisis, by being multiplied by twelve. 

Thus, at page 86 it is said, '10 livres gros valent 
120 livres parisis.' And at page 177, '30 livres 
gros valent 360 livres parisis ; ' and so throughout 
all the accounts. 

It appears from these accounts, that the livre 
gros was divided into sols, deniers, oboles, and 
esterlins de gros ; deniers parisis and mittes parisis. 

The obole was half a denier gros : ' 235 livres, 
13 sols, 3 deniers et obole gros valent 2,827 livres, 
19 sols, 6 deniers parisis.' P. 203. 

The esterlin was one third of the denier gros. 
Thus ' 47 livres, 5 sols, 10 deniers et i esterlin 
valent au parisis 567 Uvres, 10 sols, 4 deniers pa- 
risis.' P. 193. 

The mitte was half the denier parisis. Thus 
' 56 livres, 15 sols, 3 deniers gros et 22 mittes valent 
en parisis 68 r livres, 2 sols, 1 1 deniers.' P. 204. 

It will be seen that the denier parisis and the 
mitte, not being monnaie de gros, are not multiplied, 
but merely added to the product of the livres, sols, 
and deniers gros. Thus ' 1 3 livres, 1 3 sols, i denier 
gros, 2 deniers parisis valent 163 livres, 17 sols, 2 
deniers parisis.' P. 208. 

The Flemings reckoned also in livres of forty 
gros. 

The denier gros and the sol parisis were of equal 
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value ; and each was called a gros. Thus in the 
accounts of Blanvoet, the receiver of the estate of 
Robert de Bailleul, we find, 'A ce dit receveur pour 
les d^pens des chevaux de mon dit seigneur, fails 'k 
sa maison pour I'espace de 32 jours, ^ douze gros 
par jour, font 32 sols gros.' 

Here the gros denotes a denier gros. 
The livre of forty gros was equal to two livres 
parisis ; which shows that the gros here denotes a 
sol parisis. 

The gros was either a denier or a sol according 
to the currency. When used in reference to livres 
gros it was a denier ; if used in reference to livres 
parisis, it was a sol. 

In the accounts of Blanvoet the livres gros are 
always multiplied by six and turned into livres of 
forty gros. Thus we find, ' Ainsi doit ce compteur 
120 livres, 2 sols gros ; qui font 774 livres, 12 sols 
de 40 gros.' 

It would seem that the livres of forty gros were 
also called ' florins." L' Encyclopedic, citing Cham- 
bers, says, ' The livre gros in Flanders was equal to 
six florins.' 

The florin was divided into 20 patars. 
The patar was equal to two sols parisis. 
In an 6tat de biens of Willaume de FUchin, in 
1 378, francs are mentioned. ' Et vault la mesure des 
terres waignables (labourables) et des manoirs un 
franc, I'un portant I'autre.' And these are converted 
into livres parisis at the rate of 16 sols the franc ; 
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thus, ' Item, a le dit Willaume un fief ^ Serny, tenu 
de Boulet de Fl^chin, seigneur de cette ville, et est 
en rente ; et en a le dit Willaume par an 6 Hvres, 1 1 
sols, un franc pour .16 sols.' I understand this to 
mean, that the rent was reserved in francs, and that 
the francs are turned into livres parisis at the rate 
of 16 sols the franc. The words 'un franc pour 16 
sols' frequently, but not always, follow the livres 
parisis in this account. 

In another ^tat de biens of the same date we 
find, ' le quel vaut 23 Uvres de parisis, monnaie du 
roi, un mouton pour 20 sols.' The franc of 16 sols 
appears to be the same as the livre tournois ; and 
the mouton the same as the livre parisis. I n the 
same account deniers of Poitou are mentioned. 

It appears then that 

The livre de Flandre was the livre parisis. 

The livre gros was equal to twelve livres parisis ; 
each was divided into 20 sols, each sol being di- 
vided into 12 deniers. 

The denier gros was equal to the sol parisis ; 
and each was called a gros. 

The livre of forty gros was equal to two livres 
parisis, and was also called a florin. 

There were other fractions of a denier gros : viz. 
oboles and esterlins, the obole being one half, and 
the esterlin one third of the denier gros. 

The mitte was half a denier parisis. 

The franc of sixteen sols was the livre tournois. 

A sale 'au denier vingt' means that the pur- 
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chaser is to pay twenty times the annual income. 
Jean de BatUeul purchased Oudenem ' au denier 
vingt' The annual revenue was stated to be lOo 
livres ; and therefore his purchase money was 2,000 
livres. 

The annuity granted by Antoine de Bailleul to 
Pedro de Valencia was redeemable au denier seize. 
He would therefore have to pay 480 Hvres for its 
redemption, 16 being payable for each livre of the 
annuity. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

THE SEIGNEURS OF EECKE. 

In 1 289 Jean de Bavinchove, Seigneur of Bavinchove 
and Eecke, gave the lands of Eecke to his daughter, 
Jeanne, on her marriage with Baudouin de Cr^quy. 

In 1369 Jeanne de Cr^quy, daughter of Amoul 
de Cr^quy, and granddai^hter of Jeanne de Bavin- 
chove, married Pierre de Bailleul ; and some time 
after the marriage, Arnoul de Crdquy sold Eecke to 
his son-in-law, Pierre de Bailleul. After the death 
of Jeanne de Cr^quy, her younger son, Pierre, be- 
came Seigneur of Eecke. His descendants were 
Seigneurs of Eecke until 1 604, when the estate was 
sold to Pierre de Valencia.

Ad fin que par vous, ma tr^ redoubt^ dame, la con- 
tesse de Bar et dame de Cassel, et par vostre noble et boin 
consiel soit dit, jugiet, prononchiet, sentensiiet, et pour 
droit, pour Messire Pierre de Cr^ky, chevalier, deffendeur 
d'une part, k i'encontre de madame du DouHeu, veuve de 
Messire Pierre de BailUoel, d^mandesse d'autre part ; sur 
ce que le dite dame de Doulieu ait fait demande au dit de

Award against WauHer Matsih'e. 

I^uis, Count of Nevers and Rothel, eldest son of the Count of 
Flanders, went with his uncle of Natnur, his cousin, the Sire de 
Fienles, and a party of knights, squires and Udies, to the house 
of Wautier Maisi^re at Coiirtrai, for their recreation and amuse- 
ment ; and were there received by Catheline, Wauticr's wife ; and 
for so doing Wautier beat and ill-treated her, ' au d^ptt, diffame, 
honte, blime et confusion ' of the Count of Nevers. 

Maisifere, finding that the Count was highly incensed against 
him on account of the ' d^pit, diffame, honte, blSnie et confusion,' 
thus done to him and his company, thought it advisable to sue 
for forgiveness ; which the Count for a long time refused ; but at 
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length, upon the supplication of Maisi^re and his wife, supported 
by the Sire de Fienles and many others, and upon the promise of 
Maisi^re that he would never again ill-use his wife on account of 
anything that had occurred, and that he would submit ' du haut 
et du bas' to whatever award the Count should think fit to make 
against him, the Count accepted his submission, and made an 
award to the following effect : 

First, that Maisi^re should, in honour of the Count, go as a 
pilgrim, with scaif and staff (icherpe et bourdon), to Saint Giles in 
Provence ; and should within a month after his return to Courtrai 
from Saint Giles, go in like manner as a pilgrim to SaJnt Andrews 
in Scotland. 

Secondly, forasmuch as Maisi^re had in beating his wife torn 
her clothes, the Count awarded that he should pay her out of his 
own money sixty livres de parisis, to enable her to make good her 
wardroba 

Thirdly, forasmuch as Maisi^re had, notwithstanding his pro- 
mise not to molest his wife for anything that had occurred, used 
such violence towards her, that in order to save her life she was 
compelled to jump out of the window of an upper chamber into 
the castle moat, and fly to her uncle for protection ; and it was 
considered that she could not with safety return to her husband to 
live with him ; the Count awarded a separation, and that Maisi^re 
should make partition with his wife of all his real and personal 
property, and should send to her at her father's house within 
three days all the clothes and jewels which belonged to her when 
she jumped out of the window. 

And the Count declared that the sixty livres so awarded to be 
paid by Maisi^re should go in reduction of ig livres gros, which 
were due from Katheline's &ther to her husband for her marriage 
portion ; and that she should receive from her father for her own 
use the remaining ten livres gros. 

This award is dated St. Catherine's Day, t3ig.
